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NEARING THE END. 


Both Branches of Congress 
Deep in Figures. 


Conference Committees Finding This to 


Be Their Bnsv Season. 


Efforts Being Made to Close Up 
Early in Angust 


Monday.—T he general deficiency and 
th e fortifications bills occupied the atten ­ 
tion of tho Senate, and th e first one was 
passed, after m uch work had been done in 
tile way of am endm ents, none of which 
seem to he of such public note as to need re­ 
capitulating. Tho Senate also held a long 
executive session discussing tho nom ina­ 
tion of Collector Thom as Hanlon of In­ 
diana, against whom charges of im m orality 
and incom petency 
wore brought. 
Fifty 
pension; bills were passed at the evening 
session, one of them being to the widow of 
General D urbin Ward. Tho consideration 
of bills providing for public buildings was 
also taken up, and several passed, the 
Senate adjourning late at night. 
In the ‘House the conference com m ittee 
on the legislative appropriation bill re­ 
ported a disagreem ent, and a further con­ 
ference was ordered. Mr. Glover of Mis­ 
souri was anxious to find out if General 
Hancock was paid 
for entertaining the 
French visitors in 1881. and if not to pay 
th e same to th e estate. The feature of the 
session was tile debate on the Senate bill to 
declare forfeited the lands granted to the 
N orthern Pacific railroad. Tile com m ittee 
on public lands recom m ended th at in lieu 
of tho Senate bill there be substituted the 
provisions of th e House bill on the same 
subject 
Mr. Henley, the chairm an, stated th at the 
distinctive difference between the two bills 
was th at while the Senate bill forfeited the 
grant from W allula .Junction to Portland. 
the House bill included also the forfeiture 
of the g ran t from Bism arck to tile Pacific 
Ocean. The House hill forfeited 38,000.000 
seres more titan the Senate bill. 
As an 
sarnest, he 
said, of the d o m in atio n of 
the Dem ocratic party to fulfil Hie pledges 
made 
in 
its 
platform , 
there 
was 
now brought forward a bill to forfeit the 
m ost valuable of all the granfctwhich had 
ever been m ane in tho history of the gov­ 
ernm ent to any corporation by declaring 
this forfeiture. The only object and the 
only power th at Congress had was to give 
the people, th e grantors, the right to go 
into court and contest the legal proposition 
as to w hether or not the graut was forfeita­ 
ble. 
P ric e on Dem uKoer. 
Mr. Price of W isconsin could find nothing 
in the platform of any political party which 
could justify Congress in violating an ex­ 
press or implied contract, as was done in 
the House hill. He was not w illing to bow 
so abjectly before the com m unistic cry of 
"d— 
tho railroads,” as to break contracts 
and to break the pledges of parties in 
national conventions. It was dem agogy in 
the lowest and m eanest sense. 
Mr. Payson of Illinois entered upon an ex­ 
haustive review of tho case, but pending 
the conclusion of his rem arks the House 
adjourned. 
T uesday.—The Senate spent the day iii 
considering executive business, and the 
doors were closed all day. The appoint­ 
m ents under consideration 
during 
th at 
tim e were of no great public interest, and 
although Hic injunction ot secrecy as to 
pome of them was lifted it m ight as well 
have been retained. 
In tho House, Mr. W illis of K entucky, 
fiom tho conference com m ittee on tho 
river and harbor appropriation bill, re­ 
ported 
A Continued Disagreem ent, 
On his m otion, resolutions were adopted 
to insist oti striking out the follow ing from 
the Senate am endm ent: Appropriations for 
Pottage lake alia Lake Superior ship canal 
—yeas IOO. nays 03: Hennepin canal—veas 
130, nays 112; Sturgeon Bay and Lake 
Michigan ship canal. 
Mr. Hiscnck of New 
York offered a resolution directing tho con- 
ferres to insist upon striking out the Senate 
am endm ent providing lot-the im provem ent 
ol the Mississippi river from the head 
of the passes to the mouth of tho Ohio 
river. Adopted—yeas, 144; nays, 88. 
Mr. 
McMillin of Tennessee offered a resolution 
instructing the conforrees to Insist on strik­ 
ing out of the Senate am endm ent tho item 
appropriating $375,000 for the im prove­ 
m ent of the Potom ac river. 
Agreed to— 
yeas. 107: nays, 75. The House then re­ 
sum ed tho consideration of tho N orthern 
Pacific land forfeiture bill. The Question 
was upon tho House substitute for the Sen­ 
ate bill, and it was agreed to —yeas, 174; 
nays, 05. The Senate bill as thus am ended 
Was passed, aud a request for a conference 
Was made. 
Mr Reagan of Texas called up the inter­ 
state 
com m erce hill. 
The speaker an­ 
nounced the Q u e s t i o n to be upon the substi­ 
tute reported by tho com m ittee on com­ 
m erce [tho Reagan bill] for the Senate bill 
;the Cullom bill.] Mr. Hiscock moved to 
substitute for tho substitute the Senate bill 
am ended by the addition of a clause de­ 
claring th at it shall go into effect .January 
I. 1887. Tho substitute was rejected and 
the bouse adjourned. 
W ed nesday.—In the Senate Mr. McMil­ 
lin reported th at the conference com m ittee 
on the river and harbor bill was unable to 
agree. 
Finally

odored 
a 
resolution th at the Senate refuse to accede 
to the request ot the House for a further 
conference coupled as It was with in­ 
structions to tho House conferree in re­ 
gard 
to 
certain 
Items. 
Mr. 
Allison 
linally w ithdrew bis resolution, and tile 
Senate adopted another resolution insisting 
on its am endm ents, and agreeing to a. 
further conference, and Messrs. McMillin, 
Conger and Ransom were appointed con- 
ferres. 
Mr. Sherm an, from tho com m ittee 
on foreign relations, reported back tho Call 
resolution calling for inform ation respect­ 
ing the arrest aud detention of 
A m erican C itizen* in M exico. 
The fortification appropriation bill was 
then taken up for consideration. Mr. Alli­ 
son gavo notice th at as soot* as it was dis­ 
posed of he would ask tile Senate to con­ 
sider the surplus resolution. 
Mr. Dawes 
explained th at tile bill as it cam e from Ute 
llouso appropriated $020,000; th at the de­ 
partm ent estim ates were about $3,000,000, 
arm th a t it now appropriated $0,030,OOO. 
Ile then proceeded to point out the exposed 
condition of American ports. 
Mr. Beck argued th at w hat the country 
w auted was big guns, aud they should be 
bought now of th e best patterns, from 
K rupp and others abroad, and the guns 
ihould ultim ately be m ade at homo. 
Mr. Dawes said it was impossible to pro­ 
cure guns abroad, as the great establish­ 
ments were employed filling contracts. 
Mr. Plum b ottered an am endm ent appro­ 
priating $200,000 to enable tile secretary 
of the navy to provide and erect additional 
tools and m achinery for the finishing and 
assem bling of 
heavy ordnance 
at 
the 
W ashington navy yard—adopted. 
The hill was then reported to the Senate. 
the various am endm ents agreed to. and the 
bill passed. 
In the House th e discussion on tho differ­ 
ences between th e Senate and tho repre­ 
sentatives and the legislative executive 
and judicial bill was continued. Tile sun­ 
dry civil bill, which had also been twisted 
by tho Senate, was also considered, and 
after much debate conference com m ittees 
were continued. Ju st before the House ad­ 
journed Mr. Holm an of the conference com­ 
m ittee reported the agreem ent had been 
reached on tho first-named bill, aud the 
representatives adjourned. 
T hursday,—In 
the Senate, Mr. Hoar 
asked leave to report from the com m ittee 
on the library a pream ble and resolution 
for tho appointm ent of a com m ittee of live 
senators (the presiding oliicer to be one' to 
consider, form ulate and report at tile next 
session of Congress a plan for properly cele­ 
brating, at the capital of the republic, tile 
centennial anniversary (in 188b) of the 
adoption of the Constitution, and the 400th 
anniversary (in 18P2J of the discovery of 
America 
by C hristopher Colum bus—two 
historical events fraught w ith 
Great P atriotic Interest*. 
Mr. Halo objected and the resolution wen* 
aver. 
The Senate at 11.80 proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of tho House jo in t resolution to 
apply tho surplus in the treasury to tho pay­ 
m ent of the public debt. 
Mr. Allison 
opened the debate at great length, and he 
w a s followed by Mr. Beck. After a collo­ 
quy with Mr M cPherson on tile subject 
of Hie sinking 
fund. which Mr. Beck 
thought should be stopped, and which 
tho senator from New Jersey contended 
could be continued. Mr. Beck declared th at 
the joint resolution, so far from being a re­ 
flection on the adm inistration or an em ­ 
barrassm ent to the Treasury Departm ent, 
Was the Yery thing which a wise adm inis­ 


tration would want, because It turned the 
responsibility upon Congress, whose agent 
tim secretary or the treasury was. 
I ho sec­ 
retary would come to Congress and beg (aa 
he [Mr. Beckl had so often begged' I hat Hie 
sinking fund should be stopped, or that ex­ 
cessive taxation should he reduced so as 
not to bring about a condition which would 
em barrass the treasury by such a surplus. 
Th i debate was continued by Messrs. Mc­ 
Pherson. Plun.b, Vest. Sherm an and Teller 
at some length, interrupted only to receive 
a message from the P resident and to ap­ 
point a conference com m ittee on the de­ 
ficiency bill. Mr. Jones of N evada finally 
got the floor and held it for two hours. 
He 
gave way for a motion to go into secret ses­ 
sion, which tho Senate did, after agreeing 
to a conference on the N orthern Pacific 
land bill. 
In ter sta te Com m erce. 
The House, on assembling, w ent into 
com m ittee of the whole upon the Senate 
am endm ents to the general deficiency bill. 
Thoro was no opposition 
m ade to 
the 
recom m endation of the com m ittee on ap­ 
propriations as to concurrence or non-con­ 
currence in the am endm ents, and their con­ 
sideration consisted chiefly in their read­ 
ing. Tho House suDsequeutly ratified Hie 
action of the com m ittee of tlie whole, and a 
conference was ordered. Mr. Burns. Mr. 
I,e Fevre and Mr. McCouia being appointed 
conferrees. 
Mr. Reagan of Texas, w ith the intention 
of calling up the interstate com m erce bill. 
raised the question of consideration; and 
the H ouse—yeas 112 , uavs 1 1 7 —refused to 
consider the veto message. There was an 
evident determ ination not to consider the 
interstate com m erce bill until action bad 
been taken on some of the vetoed pension 
bills. A lter considerable discussion, how­ 
ever, an agreem ent wft6 entered into te a t 
thoro should he tin opposition to the inter­ 
state com m erce bill atter Hie votes had been 
taken on the pension bills. 
Tho 
proceedings 
this 
evening 
were 
m arked by an absence of any friction. 
About tw enty private bills were passed 
w ithout any serious objection. 
Morrinon’* Hnrplu* Resolution. 


F r i d a y ,—The Senate was in executive 
session for a few m inutes this m orning and 
unanim ously confirm ed George A. Jenks as 
solicitor-general. The (Senate sat it out to­ 
day on the surplus resolution, reaching a 
vote ju st before 
6 
o’clock. 
The reso­ 
lution, 
as 
modified 
by 
the 
Senate, 
was adopted 
by 42 
to 
20. 
Early in 
Hie day Mr. Allison asked unanim ous 
consent th at a vote should bo taken af 5 
o’clock, but Mr. Edm unds objected. 
The 
latter said in his dry way that after the 
financiers and t h e cham pions of the people 
were through lie m ight wish to subm it a 
few hum ble rem arks him self, and he did 
not w ant to be estopped by any such ar­ 
ran g em en t 
Most of the speakers today 
talked to em pty seats. Much of the tim e 
not a dozen senators w'ere in their places. 
Messrs. Teller, Vance. Gorman, Cook, 
Coke, Plum b, E varts and Sewell took part 
in the debate, which was a highly interest­ 
ing one. 
The resolution w as passed by a 
vote of 42 to 20. The text of the resolution 
will be found elsewhere. 
Tho House bill to increase the naval es­ 
tablishm ent was then taken up and am end­ 
ed. Mr. W hitthorne, a m em ber of the naval 
com m ittee, expressed his regret th at lie 
could not concur with the m ajority of th at 
com m ittee. Tho gravest error, lie thought, 
would bo com m itted in the expenditure tor 
the com pletion of the m onitors. It would 
be better to sink tho monoy In mid-ocean 
th an to lead the country to rely on thoso 
m onitors, which were not wortli a cent. 
The am endm ents were agreed to and the 
bill passed. A conference was asked for 
aud Messrs. Cameron, Hale and M anderson 
appointed conferrees. 
K eatnn M ade Happy. 
Tho House resum ed consideration of ve­ 
toed pension bills, the first being th at 
granting $50 a m onth to the widow of Gen­ 
eral David R. Hunter. The House refused 
to pass the bill—yeas 1 1 1 , nays 108—not the 
constitutional tw o-thirds in the affirmative, 
The consideration of the other vetoed pen­ 
sion hills was postponed until next session. 
T he House resum ed Hie consideration of 
tlio interstate commere hill. 
H ie previous 
question was ordered—Yeas, 13W: nays. 55, 
and the question recurred on the substitute 
(tho Reagan hill) to Hie .Senate bill (tile Cul­ 
lom bill). The substitute was agreed t o ­ 
yons, 138; nays. 104. 
Mr. B lanchard of Louisiana subm itted 
th e conference report on the river and har­ 
bor appropriation bill. The reading of the 
report consumed nearly two hours, and no 
tim e was left for the reading of tho descrip­ 
tive statem ent accom panying the report, 
whicli is signed by only two of Hie House 
conferees. 
Mr. Hatch raised the question of consid- 
( rvtiori, pending which tho House took a 
recess until 8 o’clock. 
A lively session of tho House It was in the 
evening, w ith violent speeches, m uch to 
tile am usem ent of the galleries. Mr. W al­ 
lace of L ouisiana raised the point of "no 
quorum ,” on a bill which lie thought was 
w ithout m erit, He was roundly assailed by 
Messrs. Cannon of Illinois and Price of 
Wisconsin, who charged him w ith incon­ 
sistency. 
Mr. W allace indignantly denied 
the charges. 
Finally, good tem per pre­ 
vailed. and afterw ards eleven pension bills 
vt ere passed. 
A Pulr of Celebration*. 


S a t u r d a y .—Iii the Senate, Mr. Aldrich 
of Rhode Island introduced a m otion toeon- 
Hnuo investigating the frauds and abuses 
in the custom s revenue during the recess, 
and it was carried. 
Mr. lilair also intro­ 
duce I a m otion for a com m ittee to consider 
the relations between capitsl ana labor, but 
th at was laid over. Then the Senate took 
up Mr. H oar’s motion to appoint a com m it­ 
tee to inquire into the expediency of cele­ 
brating tne 100th anniversary of Hie Con­ 
stitution and the 400th discovery of Amer­ 
ica. Mr. Hawley was opposed to the project 
of a great international exposition at W ash­ 
ington, aa had been talked of. 
Finally a 
m otion to appoint a com m ittee of seven to 
consider Hie expediency of sucli celebra­ 
tion, its costs, methods, etc., and report to 
file next Congress, was 
adopted. 
Mr. 
E varts wanted the President to open a cor­ 
respondence w ith Hie commercial powers 
of Europe to gain inform ation on the silver 
question, and Hie motion was laid over till 
Monday. A conference co m m u n e 011 Hie 
surplus resolution was selected, and then 
the Senate, after a four houiV executive 
session, adjourned. 
The House insisted on its am endm ents 
to tho river and harbor bill as revised by 
the Senate, refused to accept the report of 
the conference com m ittee, and appointed 
a second one to confer. 
Mr. Payson from Illinois, from the com­ 
m ittee on dubile lands, reported back Hie 
alien landlord bill. 
It provides th a t no 
non-resident alien or foreigner, nor any 
resident alien or foreigner who has not de­ 
clared Ills intention to become a citizen of 
the United States, nor any corporation nor 
association w here at most one-tenth of its 
stogie or right of property is owned or con­ 
trolled by aliens or foreigners, shall acquire 
or own, hold or possess by right, title or de­ 
scent accruing hereafter, any real estate 
in any of the T erritories of Hie United 
States; provided th at tho provisions of this 
act shall not apply to the real estate neces­ 
sary for the construction and operation of 
any railroad. Passed—Yeas, 209; nays, a. 
Mr. l.overing of M assachusetts, from the 
conference com m ittee on the hill granting 
a pension to tho widow' of General Stan- 
nard of Vermont, reported a disagreem ent. 
The Senate bill giants a pension of $100 a 
m onth, while tho House am endm ent re­ 
duces th at sum to $60. Tho report was 
agreed to and a further conference or­ 
dered. 
On motion of Mr. Morrison of Illinois, 
the Senate am endm ent to tho surplus joint 
resolution 
was 
non-concurred 
in, and 
another conference ordered.

Tho Morris surplus resolution, as passed 
by the Senate, is as follow's: 
Be it enacted, e ta , th at whenever the sur­ 
plus or Dalance in the treasury, including 
am ount held for redem ption of U nited 
States notes, shall exceed Hie sum of 
$100,OOO,0(,K». it shall be and is hereby 
m ade th e duty of tho secretary of the 
treasury to apply such excess, in sum s 
not less

S10.0o0.000 per m onth, 
during tho existence of any such sur­ 
plus 
or 
excess, 
to 
the 
paym ent

the interest-bearing indebtedness of Hie 
United States, payable at tho option of tho 
governm ent.

ury, in his discretion, may have in the 
treasury ovor and above the

sums a working balance not exceeding 
$20,000,000, and w henever in tim case of 
any extraordinary em ergency not now ex­ 
isting, and when, because thereof, in the 
opinion of Hie president, the public inter­ 
ests shall require it. lie may by w ritten or- 
der direct the secretary of the treasury to 
ftuspehd the further call for the paym ent of 
such indebtedness for such period of tim e 
aa shall be necessary to m aintain th e publio 
credit u n im paired; and th at such. auia9%- 


sion and Hie reasons therefor shall lie re­ 
ported to Congress w ithin ten days after

United States trade dollars, if not defaced, 
m utilated or stamped, shall be received at 
their face value in paym ent of all dues bi 
Hie United States, and shall not be again 
paid out or in any other m anner Issued; 
th at Hie holder of any U nited States trade 
dollars during the period aforesaid, on pre­ 
sentation of the same at Hie office of the 
treasurer or any assistant treasurer of the 
U nited States, may receive in exchange 
therefor a like am ount and value, dollar 
for dollar, in standard silver dollars or 
m subsidiary coins, a t the option of their 
holder.

T he Srnate’i Idea of W hat la Needed a* 
a Star ter-•8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 A p p ro p ria te d . 
The fortifications bill as passed by tho 
Senate is as follows: 
That the following sums ho ami arp hereby ap­ 
propriated out of any money in the treanury, not 
otherwise appropriated, for fortifications and 
other works of defence, and for the armament 
thereof, for the Aural year eliding June SO, 1887, 
and for other purposes, namely: For the pro­ 
tection. preservation and renalrs of fortifications 
aud oilier works of defence for which there may 
he no special appropriation available, $100,000, 
the same to be expended under the direction of 
the secretary of war. 
For continuing tho sea wall around Governor’s 
Island, 860.000. 
For continuation of torpedo experiments, amt 
for practical Instruction* of engineer troops in 
the details of service, $20,000. 
Sectton 2. For the purchase, m anufacture and 
erection of the necessary tools and machinery for 
the finishing and assembling of heavy ordnance 
at the Frankfort Arsenal. Philadelphia, Penn., 
for gun carriages, projectiles, fuses, powder. Im­ 
plements and materials for tile trial and proof of 
such ordnance, and to complete the two ten-inch 
breech-loading steel guns now under fabrication, 
their trial anti proof, and all necessary expenses 
incident 
thereto, including compensation of 
draughtsman on gun construction, $400,000, to 
be available until expended. 
Section 3. That the sum of $60,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary to the unexpended 
balance of $400,000, appropriated by the act of 
March 3, 1888. for arm am ent of fortifications, is 
Jierehy reappropriated ami made available for the 
construction aud payment of theguns, authorized 
by said act and now being constructed by the 
South lloston Iron Works under contracts dated 
September 2*. 1833, and June 30, 1884. and the 
extension of said contract Is authorized accord­ 
ingly. 
Section 4. To enable the secretary of war to 
contract with the South Boston Iron Works for 
tho construction of ten 12-iuch muzzle-loading 
rifled cast-iron mortars, each of St.OOO pounds 
w eight, at a sum not exceeding $6000 each,or six 
with steel bands, not to exceed $ 10,000 each, in 
the discretion of the secretary of war. $60,000 
or so much thereof as may ho necessary; pro 
vided, that no part of this sum shall bo paid 
for 
any 
such 
guns 
until 
after 
one 
of 
the 
same 
shall 
have been completed 
in accordance with Hie contract and slmil have 
endured a Urine tost of 200 rounds with standard 
charges adapted to such a weapon; aud after 
such test each of said guns thereafter manufac­ 
tured and tested by ten rounds In the same man 
ner shall be paid for at the price aforesaid on the 
completion and satisfactory trial test of each; all 
or said guns to be completed within one year 
from the term ination of tile firing test of the first 
gun. 
Section 6. That the secretary of war and the 
secretary of the navy be, and hereby urn author­ 
ized jointly to make contracts with responsible 
steel m anufacturers, after suitable advertise 
ments, to continue not less than thirty days. in 
newspapers most likely to reach the manufac­ 
turers addressed, for the supply of rough bored, 
rough-turned aud tempered forged steel, in forms 
suitable 
for 
heavy 
ordnance 
and 
adapted 
to modern warfare, for army and navy pur 
poses, Iii quantity not to exceed 10,000 gross tons 
In quality awl dimensions, conforming to speci­ 
fications, subject to Inspection and tests at each 
stage of m anufacture, and Including all the parts 
of each calibre specified; provided th at no money 
shalt be expended except for steel accepted 
ann 
delivered, 
and 
each bulder shall con­ 
tract to deliver yearly a specified quantity 
of 
each 
calibre, 
the 
time 
of 
delivery 
of the smaller calibres to commence lit the 
expiration of not more than eighteen months 
ann the largest calibres at the expiration of not 
more Hisn three years from the date of the exe­ 
cution of the contracts; and all the forgings shall 
be of American product and manufactured lit the 
United States, and one-half of the material pur­ 
chased under these provisions shall be for the use 
of the War Department and one-half|for the use 
of the Navy Department,in the armament of ships 
heretofore and hereafter authorized by Congress: 
and for tile purposes of this section, the sum of 
$6,000,000 is hereby appropriated, to be available 
during six years from the date of the execution 
of tho contract. 
Section 6. To enable the secretary of the navy 
to provide and erect additional tools and machin­ 
ery for the finishing and assembling of heavy 
ordnance at Ute Washington nary vard, $200,-

1 Alta California.', 
"Yes.” rem arked an old gentlem an, as lie 
settled him self com fortably in a large easy 
chair at the Palace Hotel, "I shall long re- 
memltor M innesota from Hie m any rough 
experiences I m et w ith during my resi­ 
dence there. H aving heard m uch of the 
salutary influences of the S tate’s clim ate, 
especially 
upon 
persons 
suffering 
from 
bronchial 
troubles, 
w ith 
which 
I 
was 
afflicted, 
I 
settled 
up 
my 
affairs in 
Genesee county, 
York Stato, 
and started for Minnesott*tit the sum m er 
of ’72. Well, in due tim e I arrived at 
Minneapolis, 
then 
a 
town 
of 
about 
20,000. since increased 
to five or six 
tim es 
th at num ber, and I toll von 
I 
found It m ighty hot. 
It was decidedly 
oppressive to one com ing from a section 
of country swept by the cool breezes of 
Lake Ontario, and 
I was considerably 
disappointed. 
As tho sum m er advanced 
into autum n, however. I became greatly 
encouraged, and invested in a big wheat 
farm not very far from M inneapolis, but 
Hie disappointm ent I felt in the sum ­ 
m er was im m easurably increased when 
the w inter set in. 
People around m y 
place assured me th at it was an un­ 
usually cold Beacon, even for tho rigid 
clim ate of Hie far Northwest, and I quite 
agreed w ith them th at iii its character it 
was certainly Arctic enough for tho ardent 
lover of the northern airs. Why, you never 
ran across such w eather in the whole course 
of your life. 
The atm osphere is very dry 
there, and w hen the w eather is clear you 
don’t mind Hie tw enty or thirty degrees 
below zero, it’s 
The Confounded Illizzxrd* 
th a t conto up so suddenly, however, th at 
take the starch out of one. They are sim ­ 
ply terrific, both as to the fierceness of the 
wind and the im m ense am ount of snow, 
broken up into birdshot particles, winch 
drivo against you in a thundering ava­ 
lanche, 
sending a 
chill 
through 
the 
thickest garm ents and blinding you com­ 
pletely. 
When a man gets caught out on 
th e prairies in one of these ho can do 
nothing but cover him self in his robes, 
lie down and w'ait until it blows over. 
But m eeting w ith this experience has cost 
m any a m an his life up in th at bleak 
section. 
, , 
"I could thrill every nerve in your whole 
constitution with stones of suffering and 
death experienced bv a num ber of people 
during Hie w inter season in Minnesota. I 
have 
known 
men 
who have started, 
under 
a clear and 
cloudless 
sky, to 
go to their barn, a distance 
of 
only 
150 
yards, 
and 
were 
caught 
in 
a 
tilizzard when but half the distance was 
accom plished, and so thoroughly blinded 
and confused th a t they could distinguish 
nothing at all. They would then grope 
wildly about in the crazy blast until they 
were overcom e by fatigue and Ute cold and 
drop in their tracks to freeze to death, often 
w ith in s few ysrdsoftheirow n houses. One of 
the saddest of the m any sad things th at 
happened during my residence in Minne­ 
sota was th at which involved the death of a 
prom ising young farm er on his wedding 
ujght, and the partial freezing of his bride. 
Had End o f a W edding. 
“It happened in this way. 
They were 
returning iii a sleigh from a neighbor­ 
ing clergym an’s, where tho cerem ony had 
taken place, to the young m an’s house. 
Quite a company of young folks wmre 
aw aiting 
the 
arrival 
of 
the 
newly- 
wedded pair. w ith Hie design of giving 
them a hearty reception. W hen the couple 
loft the m inister’s the sky was dotted with 
bright stars, and a grand full moon shed its 
refulgence over tho broad, snow -bound 
prairie. Not the sligli test breeze was stirring, 
thought it w:is terribly cold. The young peo­ 
ple had about a five-mile drive before them, 
and when they nrrivod to w ithin half a 
m ile of their destination, a t a m om ent 
w hen the happy pair could just catch 
sight of tho lights in Hie windows of 
their home, they were suddenly struck 
by a blizzard. 
In ax m om ent the w ay 
was lost, and

way of securing help. In his great anxiety 
for the safety of his bride, he unhitched

W hen in­ 
formed. however, of w hat had been the 
probable fate of hor husband she became 
Frantic with U rlet, 
and begged to be allowed to die. One of 
Ute searching parties which had gone in 
tho opposite direction to the m inister’s 
house, after covering nearly a m ile ran 
across a little hillock 
of snow on the 
level prairie.

digging away the 
frozen crust they found the young farm or, 
lving across His horse’s body, frozen stiff 
and stark. 
Tho searchers carried him

stricken home, and w hen the poor wife 
caught sight of the rem ains she lost her 
reason entirely. The unfortunate creature 
recovered aliout a year later only to die of 
a broken heart.”

The hard task before the M arquis of Salis­ 
bury of form ing a cabinotlhas been handled, 
and handled successfully. It is very iikely 
th at tile enterprising correspondents had 
m uch to do with the dfficulty found iii the 
path of tho new prem ier, and th at he, not 
being in a position to read th eir productions, 
knew nothing of tile trouble by which he 
was surrounded. It will he readily remem- 
bered th a t m any generals during the last 
few years of British w arfare, have also been 
totally unconscious of danger, even w hile 
the agile cabio correspondents wore slaugh­ 
tering them wholesale. It is very evident, 
too, th a t the new' cabinet is a great nuzzle 
to th e professionals. They started 
out 
w ith unlim ited abuse of it; declared that 
no one would take positions. 
Yet every­ 
one who was asked appears to have taken 
office, and the result is a shuttling of old 
cards, w ith experienced men in tile old 
places, and with one notable exception. 
Lord Randolph C hurchill lias been appoint­ 
ed leader of his party in Hie House of Com­ 
mons. 
It has been tho fashion to “roast” 
him unm ercifully. Bunch has been full of 
cartoons belittling him. But this is a neces­ 
sary part of a statesm an’s education. To he 
lam pooned, ridiculed, and th en gradually 
force tim conviction on the people that 
there is "som ething, after all. in the fel­ 
low,” is part of the regular proceedings. 
All talk of Lord H artington, the Duke of 
Argyll, the M arquis of Lorne, or other dis­ 
gusted Liberals going ovor to Hie Tories 
turned out to be bosh, aud the new cabinet 
is purely Conservative and strong.

Lord Ran­ 
dolph Churchill is prom oted to the leader 
of tho House of Commons, filr Michael 
Hicks-Beach is Irish secretary. It is no­ 
ticeable th at these three appointm ents do 
not please the Barneliltes, which is scarcely 
to be wondered at, as they assuredly were 
never intended to. 
The ttiost notable appointm ent, however, 
is th a t of Mr. M atthews. W hile tho Irish 
m em bers are apparently crying th a t tho 
now m inistry represents coercion, and are 
busy denouncing the m inions of tyranny, 
the Cabinet itself does not seem half as 
"tyrannical”—th at is, anti-hom e rule—as is 
pretended. 
Mr. Matthews, for instance, is 
a lawyer, called to the bar in 1850. Ile en­ 
tered P arliam ent in 1865 for D ungarvan as 
a L iberal; according to the Statal aul, twice 
subsequently unsuccessfully contested the 
sam e seat w’ith equally disastrous results 
in N orth Birm ingham . In 1885, Hie last 
election, lie was returned I rom East Bir­ 
m ingham , is a Roman Catholic and a de­ 
clared anti-coercionist. 
In an address to 
tho Fast Birm ingham electors he said; 
"I 
yield to no one in the desire th at Ireland 
should have full justice,and full and perfect 
enjoym ent in equal rights and equal laws 
w ith every other part of the United King­ 
dom, and am opposed to exceptional legis­ 
lation o( a penal character applied to Ire­ 
land. 
I desire to see tho opinion of Irish­ 
m en consulted and followed in the govern­ 
m ent and adm inistration of Ireland.” This, 
to say tho least, savors strongly of hom e 
rule. 
W H A T IM T il OFC. M T OF TH E M . 


T . I*. O’Connor and W illiam Ilurlbert 
aa the N ew Cabinet. 
Mr. T. P. O’Connor, who loves Lord R an­ 
dolph C hurchill as m uch as a certain person 
is said to love holy w ater, is fairly boiling 
over w ith denunciation of the now loader. 
He says in his London despatcher Saturday 
last:

Randolph C hurchill’s 
selection for tile chancellorship of the ex­ 
chequer and leadership of the House is can­

He surpassed all previous efforts in th at 
direction, and carried his offensive conduct 
to an extent th at brought down on him 
severe criticism s front newspapers previ­ 
ously inclined to overlook 
his oddities. 
There are m em bers of high standing in Hie 
house who resent tho epithets ho applied to 
tile prem ier so highly as to propose a round 
robin being circulated through the house 
sending him to Coventry, by declining in 
any wav to recognize Ids leadership. 
This 
would he to a large body of m em bers an ac­ 
ceptable adaptation or tile boycotting sys­ 
tem , . . . 
Tito financial world is astounded at tile 
recklessness shown by Salisbury in hand­ 
ing over the finances of the country to 
Churchill. Tile office is one of Hie most 
exacting in the cabinet, and requires un­ 
usual qualities in its chief. 
A special 
training, a natural caution, large experi­ 
ence of the world, close acquaintance w ith 
money, trade and sim ilar m atters, are 
am ong the requirem ents of the position.

It will announce tho in­ 
tention of her m ajesty’s governm ent to de­ 
pend upon the laws at present in existence, 
and to adm inister them with w hatever 
vigor may bo dem anded by circum stances, 
relying upon the Irish people them selves to 
prevent the necessity of resorting to extra- 
ordinary’ m easures to preserve order. 
The Irish policy of the cabfnet will be 
com pletely dom inated 
and m oulded by 
Lord Randolph C hurchill and his personal 
friends, Lord Ashbourne, lord chancellor of 
Ireland, and Henry M atthews, hom e secre­ 
tary. Tho rest of the m inisters, not except­ 
ing Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, are mere 
ciphers, so far as concerns the shaping of 
Lord Salisbury’s policy. The prem ier is 
cutiredy under the influence of the two 
first nAmod. 
Apart from tho vexed Irish question, the 
greatest m easure expected to be under­ 
taken under Lord Randolph C hurchill’s 
leadership is the introduction of sw eeping 
reform s iii the publio departm ents, includ­ 
ing a rigorous Inquiry into the alleged cor­ 
ruption in Hie arm y aud navy 
offices. 
Lord Randolph C hurchill is also credited

L’Hoste, in describing 
his voyage, inform s the Balloon Society 
th at he claim s only partial control of the 
m ovem ents of balloon ny m eans of his 
patent steering apparatus, but he has dem ­ 
onstrated th at by tile use of Hie F ilterer ap­ 
paratus lie can m aintain any desired alti­ 
tude above tho water.

apparatus 
consists of a contrivance which drags in the 
w ater and is capable of being raised or low­ 
ered trout tho balloon.

WILD DEARS DEFOUR MEN. 


They Pounce Upon a Labra­ 
dor Village. 


Helpless Women 
and 
Children 


Starved Sires Their Prey. 


an d 


Four Youths Alone Escape—Joh ana 
Andersen’s Tale of Horrors. 


O t t a w a , Jn ly 30.—A special despatch 
from St. Jo h n ’s, N. F.. received in this city 
tonight gives a m ost heartrending account 
of the destitution and horrible sufferings of 
tho fisherm en along th e coast of Labrador. 
According to the despatch th e very lowest 
estim ate of those who have perished from 
starvation and exposure places the num ber 
a t 3500. All these have died since Ju n e I, 
and the rate of m ortality is increasing. Th® 
w inter stores have long since become ex­ 
hausted. and the inhabitants of m any of th® 
settlem ents tiave been com pelled to drag 
out a slow existence by devouring th eir few 
ponies and dogs, w hile 
every piece of 
leather and sealskin has been carefully 
utilized to deaden th e pangs of hunger. 
In alm ost every case the fisherm en have 
been obliged to fight for their lives against 
hordes of wild anim als, such as wolves, 
polar bears, etc., which, owing to tho dearth 
and w intry condition of the interior, have 
been driven to the coast in search of food, 
and, rendered desperate bv starvation, fear- 1 
lesslv attack any sm all village they m ay 
come across. 
The terrible tales which ar®, 
being slowly brought in relative to the 
depredations of these beasts are appalling. 
In one settlem ent of about twenty-eigfit 
fam ilies, com prising about th irty souls, th® 
inhabitants had been rendered so weak 
by the forced short rations to which they 
had been com pelled to subm it In order to 
eke out life th a t there was hardly 
a 
m an who was strong enough to raise 
a spear 
in 
self - defence 
against tho 
brutes. The result was th at th e bears, nuui-1 
bering about 150, m ade a clean sweep of th® 
place, devouring every matt, woman and 
oliiid, excepting four young men, who suc­ 
ceeded in clam bering to some neighboring 
rocks. 
Here 
they rem ained forty-eight 
hours, w atching the bears at their horrible 
repast. After these latter had finished and 
moved away, a pack of 
wolves which 
had been hanging around outside came 
In and finished w hat the larger anim als 
had left. By the tim e forty-eight hours had 
elapsed two of the young mon had perished 
from cold, while a third died shortly after. 
wards. I ho fourth, who was an Esaui- 
m an nam ed Johann Andersen, tieing a lit* 
Ho better clothed than his companions, 
succeeded in reaching the deserted houses 
and terrible sepulchre which had once been 
his home. He found some other articles 
of 
clothing 
and 
a 
few 
scraps 
of 
food, which 
had 
been 
stored 
away. 
Armed 
w ith 
those 
he 
started 
out 
for W hite Bay, the neighboring settlem ent, 
tw enty-three or tw enty-four miles away, 
and which alm ost by a m iracle he suc­ 
ceeded iii reaching. He there related his 
horrible story, aud was cared for as well as 
the lim ited resources of tho poor people 
would adm it. 
The average tem perature along th® coast 
throughout la st m onth was about zero, and 
the sea has been covered over w ith ice for 
some 300 or 400 m iles from th e shore; 
hence fishing was Impossible. The fisher­ 
m en aud fam ilies Iud nothing else ta 
depend upon beyond w hat rem ained cl 
their w inter 
stores, and 
at 
an early 
stage starvation stared them in the face. 
Frequent appeals were m ade for help, but 
w ith 
incredible inhum anity they were 
disregarded. 
Already tho m ortality lias 
been enorm ous, and w hat w ith the fresh 
danger caused by the sdvont of hordes of 
wild anim als on the coast, there mav not t o 
a single soul left shortly to tell the tale. 
Assistance in every possible form is m ost 
urgently needed. Cape Lindley, Cane Mug- 
ford and W hite Bay are said to bo the cen­ 
tres of greatest destitution at present 
known, although other districts are be­ 
lieved to lie worse. 
Now th a t th e horrible 
state of affairs In Labrador has heen placed 
so vividly before the governm ent it is prob­ 
able im m ediate steps will be tak en for the 
relief of the destitute. 


Four Tons of Beef for Labrador. 
T o r o n t o , Ont., July 30.—Mayor Howland 
of this city yesterday telegraphed to tho 
G overnor of N ew foundland offering relief 
for tho Labrador fishermen. Tile following 
despatch was received today in answ er to 
Hie Mayor s telegram from the Governor 
ot N ew foundland: "Cordial Blanks of this 
governm ent; reports of tho condition of 
Labrador fisherm en disbelieved hi re, but 
if confirm ed by m ail arriving in a few days 
will wire again.” 
Toronto butchers are 
calling for contributions of corned beef an d 
pork to send to the Labrador fisherm en im ­ 
m ediately. They have already got nearly 
four 
tons 
of 
m eat 
and 
expect 
to 
get 
I OO,GOO 
pounds. 
Tho 
Canadian 
governm ent is blam ed 
for not 
having 
sent im m ediate relief. 
The governm ent 
and the opposition organs are engaged in a 
warm discussion as to w hether th e sta rrin g 
fisherm en of Labrador were in tho Domin­ 
ion of Canada or not. 
M eantim e, the peo­ 
ple of Canada are indignantly calling atten ­ 
tion to tile condition of the its tier m en and 
dem anding th a t supplies or some k in d 01 
relief be sent to them w ithout delay.

to teu pounds of butter, and the butter pro­ 
duct of the British Provinces, or even of 


The 
sows g et no corn. 
I prefer rye ground and 
m ixed w ith w heat bran, and sligh tly fer­ 
m ented. 
T he rye ie a m ore com plete food 
than corn, and m ixed w ith th e w heat bran 
is ju st a lo u t right, it is also excellen t, thus 
prepared, for fatten in g hogs. 
T hey do not 
eat it w ell entire, as it is so sticky. 
The 
little pigs w ill also eat it very w ell, 
lf the 
m iddlings chance to give out, oats are given 
to th e little pigs, and som etim es ground 
corn and oats are fed to th e sows, nut m y 
ch ief reliance is bran, m iddlings and grass. 
Tho little pigs w ill eat grass quito freely 
w hen three w eeks old, and it does them 
good. T ile sow s w ill eat all of the tim e, 
and I never had more or better Pigs than 
w lien tho sows had no other food than grass. 
Grass is as natural food for sw ine as it is for 
anim als w hich chew tile cud. and it is the 
th e m ost perfect of all foods, This fact is 
generally overlooked by sw ine breeders.

Fashion extends even into the 
realm of taste and appetite. T hus compar- 
stiv ely fresh butter is th e order of the day 
am ong most city and tow n consum ers. Pro­ 
ducers m ust accept the fact, and salt their 
butter accordingly, if th ey w ish to com ­ 
mand the best prices. The higher th e grade 
of butter th© less tho proportion of sal t re­ 
quired. One-third of an ounce to the pound 
is the rule for the best m akers of butter in 
Boston m ark et T he best lots of Verm ont 
lum p butter for im m ediate use have one- 
bait ounce of salt to th e pound. 
W estern 
butter generally carries one ounce of salt 
to the pound before washing, som e of w hich 
is lost in the w ashing process. 
Som e old­ 
fashioned bntter-m akers in M aine, and a 
large proportion of those in the Provinces, 
use irom on© to one and one-half ounces to 
the pound of butter. 
Many dairym en in 
other sections use too m uch salt. The argu­ 
m ent that the addition of salt increases the 
w eight of the butter product, and hence its 
stdliug value, is fallacious, because butter 
over-salted is thereby reduced rn value and 
quality. O leom argarine is heavily salted. 
bait is a condim ent, A little salt g iv es 
relish to butter, 
l f any butter should be 
heavily salted it is th at in w hich good salt 
tastes better than poor butter. The choicest 
butter needs but little salt, becauso the tine 
Havor of Hie butter is the desired taste and 
quality. Choice, arom atic, fresh butter bas 
a natural, delicious flavor peculiar to itself, 
w hich is far preferable to the salty tasto 
Imparted by an overdone of salt. 
H eavy 
salting m akes all butters taste alike, and 
disguises the natural flavor. To the dairy­ 
m an who desires to hide his sins in m aking 
poor butter, plenty of salt com es to the 
rescue. 
Buyers are alw ays suspicious of 
blitter which carries too m uch salt, 
Bogus 
butter makers understand this w hen th ey 
give oleom argarine a heavy dose of salt to 
disguise the greasy flavors. 
In w hatever form salt is used it should be 
of the purest and finest quality. T he m ost 
successful 
dairym en 
who m arket their 
goods bere prefer H iggin s’ Eureka salt over 
any oilier brand. T hey claim th at the Ash­ 
ton salt is too harsh and sharp, not question­ 
ing the strength of th e latter. 
In our own 
experience we ore not fully determ ined 
w inch of the tw o brands is t ile l*est. 
Never 
put layers of salt on top of tubs, firkins or 
crocks of butter, 
lf used at all in this 
connection, place tile salt on top the cloth 
which m ay cover tho nutter. Salt is not 
needed to preserve pure fat or pure butter. 
It is a cheap preventive for m atters subject 
lo decay, which latter are too prevalent in 
low-grade, inferior butter. 
T he gilt-edge 
butter of the luture w ill not be washed at 
all. 
The fine arom atic odors, the nutty 
flavor, w ill be retained and not washed 
aw ay in stream s of water. 
W ater in con­ 
tact w ith butter ba* a deleterious influ­ 
ence. 
Ice water k ills m o quality in butter 
and takes out its life. 
A tub of butter ex ­ 
posed for a single nigh t to the dropping of 
ice water un its surface w ill turn the top 
w hite and im part a strong taste, rapidly 
hastening rancidity. 
A cloth wrung out in 
ice water, or oven in fresh water, ana then 
Spread over a layer of butter w ill destroy 
its color and take out the good qualities 
from the surface layer. 
Ice w aler is m ore 
dam aging in its effect than fresh w ater of 
natural tem perature 
lf bulter m ust tie washed at all a pickl ® 
or brine should bo used. 
N ever use either 
ice-water or fresh water. In m aking tho 
brine the salt m ust be allow ed to dissolve a 
considerable tim e before using, in order to 
secure its full strength, and to show such 
im purities as m ay bo skim m ed off or as 
m ay settle 
at 
the 
bottom. 
Som e 
of 
th e best m akes of butter sold in Boston are 
not washed at all. 
Great care is used 
in working them down 
bard, fine and 
w axy w ith 
Hie wooden 
butter worker. 
N ever allow th e hands to com e in contact 
with the butter. 
The butterm ilk is thor­ 
oughly w orked out and all m oisture on the 
butter is sopped u p w ith a sponge carefully 
handled and rinsed clean. 
Do not use 
cloths, as they break th e grain in ordinary 
handling. 
Butter m ay be kept bard in 
working if no water be applied and the 
sponge is 
used 
for rem oving m oisture. 
J he application of salt is alw ays an uncer­ 
tain quality where butter is subsequently 
washed, since more or less of tile salt is 
thus dissolved aud washed away, 
The best 
butter hi the future w ill be ligh tly salted 
and w ithout w ashing.—[Cultivator.

Ewos that have borne lam bs w ill lie tem ­ 
porarily som ew hat reduced in vigor, and 
the food ought to be such as to restore their 
luength and vigor, and also to produce a 
rapid grow th of wool To restore the vigor 
pf the ew es requires food rich in nitrogen, 
or uiusclo-form ing matter, aud wool also is 
nitrogenous product. 
It is not then fatten ­ 
ing food ti)at is needed. 
A ricli pasture is 
pxoelient food for botn of these purposes. 
Kich pasture grass has a high nutritive 
ratio, but pasture is not alw ays rich, and it 
olteu pays to giv e gram or concentrated 
food on pasture. 
Indian corn is too rich in 
carbon (starch) to lie the best food for this 
purpose. 
Our corresponueut m ay 
not 
bo 
able 
easily 
to 
get 
the 
best 
extra food to be given to ow es on pasture to 
put them in good condition rapidly, and 
produce a lino growth of wool. Perhaps the 
best extra food would be cotton-seed m eal, 
or linseed m eal and brail, m ixed in equal 
parts by w eight; tw enty-live to thirty-five 
pounds of flus m ixture given to lo o ew es 
per day, upon lair pasture, would produce a 
rapid growth of wool, and also iinurove 
their condition. There is no doubt that 
w here this extra food could be obtained at 
a reasonable price, it w ould be profitable to 
use it. (suppose the largest am ount m en­ 
tioned wore fed for IOO days, or 3600 
pounds; ann if th e cotton-seed, or linseed 
meal, cost $26 ber ton and the bran cost 
#10 per ton, the cost of the food w ould be 
$30 63, or thirty and one-half cents per 
head. W ho doubts that each ew e w ould be in­ 
creased in value of wool at least that 
am ount and iii condition of boily at least as 
much more? 
B ut where cotton-seed or 
linseed are not easily obtained, oats, pease, 
barley, rye, and ground m illet m ay bo sub­ 
stituted for them . 
One-third corn may be 
fed w ith two-thirds bran, where that feed 
is cheapest. T he bran w ill counteract the 
heating effect of corn 
Fease are peculiarly 
adapted to feeding sheep, as th ey contain 
JIO per c en t 
of d igestible album inoids. 
Pease and corn may be fed together, as the 
pease are sufficiently nitrogenous to balance 
the corn. 
In som e localities w heat bran is 
a very cheap food, in which case th is alone 
w ill m ake a good food for sheep on pasture. 
Near large m illin g centres it can usually 
be bought at lf8 per toil. 
Oats and rye 
each fu rn ish an ex cellen t w ool-producing 
food. W h en " ool is the great item of profit 
iii keeping 
sheep, 
particular 
attention 
should be given to th e condition of the 
sheep in the fall, so th at th ey m ay reach 
th e cold season in lu ll vigor. 
T here is no 
greater oversight in sheep-keeping than to 
allow them to depend on a Door pasture, 
and thus reach th e cold season in th in con­ 
dition. 
It is then very difficult to winter 
th em w ell, and th e wool alw ays show s the 
effect of such m anagem ent. 
Wool, lik e 
every other anim al product, is m ace from 
th e food, and if the food is short, the prod­ 
uct is alw ays a little shorter. 
Profit only 
com es from in telligen t aud liberal feeding.

M anag ing Breeding Sows. 
F. D. Curtis of Charlton. N. Y., gives his 
theory and m anagem ent of breeding sows 
in Colum n's rural W orld as follow s: 
. My position is th at a condition sim ply 
th rifty is the right one, and th at tile strong 
feeding should he a few days after tile pigs 
pre born, and that the food should all of the 
tim e be such as to keen the w hole body in 
a health y condition. 
This cannot lie unless 
th e food is adapted to all the w ants of the 
physical sy stem : hence a w ise farm er w ill 
endeavor to supply his anim als w ith the 
food they require. 
I have m ade up my 
m ind th at hem lock boards and barbed wire 
are cheaper than grain and dead pigs, and 
not half so worrying. H aving arrived at 
this conclusion, th is year more than ever, 
a n mu tier of extra pastures have been pro­ 
vided for th e breeding sow s. 
W hen a sow draws n igh to her tim e of 
farrowing, she is taken out of the bunch 
aud put by herself in ti sm aller Pasture, 
w here she can still contin ue to eat grass, 
w alk around on th e earth, (and there is a 
w orld in that;, and have a shed or sty all 
to herself. 
H ere sh e gets a slop of w heat 
bran or m iddlings up to th e tim e of farrow­ 
ing. and th en for a few days only house 
sw ill, w ith no bran or m eal. 
If she has 
large udders and a fu ll how o f m ilk, no 
m iddlings are given to her for about three 
davs, and then sh e is fed, ligh tly at first. 
and gradually up to th e point of all she 
w ill eat. As soon as the pigs are a w eek old, 
several sow s are put togeth er in a pasture 
to m ake room for oth er sow s to farrow iii 
th e sm aller pastures. 
W hen the pigs are 
all sold. the dry sows are put back into the 
big pastures w ith th e sow s w hich have not 
yet I arrowed. 
C onnected w ith tne pastures w here tho 
young pigs run are enclosures into w hich 


had one sick pig; nor one lost on account 
of any sickness of sow s or pigs. Tw o or 
three have been lain upon and one killed 
by stepping on it. 
There bas not been any 
care required to w atch sows or to nurse the 
pigs. 
They have all taken care of th em ­ 
selves in the farrow ingand suckling. 
I am 
sure th at m uch trouble and loss com e from 
confinem ent, 
over-fatness 
and 
heating 
foods.

T H E P O T A T O . 


C are o f P o ta to F ield * In a D ry S ea so n - 
L ook C losely to T o u r E a rly P o ta to e s 
or T o u r C rop W ill be R u in ed . 
A friend planted his potatoes at th e sam e 
tim e th at I did one field of m ine. 
H aving 
a little leisure th e other day I called on 
him to com pare notes. 
I was greatly sur­ 
prised to find his potatoes sm all and feeble, 
som e tw o or three w eek s behind m ine in 
grow th 
To spoak entirely w ith in bounds, 
th e tops in m y field, planted at th e sam e 
tim e, w ere five tim es as large as his. W hile 
his looked spind ling and feeble, ruiue were 
quite broad and bad a health y color. 
I said 
to m y friend, “W hy.w hat is the m atter w ith 
your potatoes?'' 
"W ell, to tell the truth,’’ 
he says, “I guess I h a v en ’t worked them 
enough. (He tak es th e Country G entlem an, 
aud lienee know s the value of tillage). 
I 
have had too m any irons in the fire, too 
m uch to do. and m y potatoes show it.” I 
felt lik e preaching him a serm on from the 
text, 'T herefore we ought to give more 
earnest heed to th e th ings w hich w e have 
heard.” Perhaps I w ill yet, through your 
colum ns, for w hat is tho use of know ing 
how unless w e go ahead and do as w ell as 
w e know how to do? 
My friend's land Is fu lly as good a sin in e 
—in fact, probably a little better. He plowed 
under a clover sod ami used som e m anure. 
It was plow ed about the sam e depth as 
m ine, and was thoroughly fitted before 
planting, as in m any respects he is an ex­ 
cellen t larmer, I saw his seed potatoes, and 
they seem ed to be as firm and soufid as 
m ine. 
Other circum stances m ight possibly 
account tor a little of tho difference in 
growth, but he was about right w hen he 
said he la d n etw o rk ed them enough, and 
gave that as an excu se for the poor growth. 
His statem ent, however, m ay need one 
qualification: The work that was done may 
riot have been done at just the right tim e. 
This is about as im portant as the working 
itself. 
T he season has been quite dry. Our rains 
have been very light, in no case teaching 
dow n to the roots of the potato plants. Had 
there been abundant rain, m y friend’s pota­ 
toes would probably look as w ell as mine. 
Un my farm we have not bad too m uch to 
do. We have learned years ago th at it is 
poor policy to undertake more than w e can 
do thoroughly w ell and at the proper tim e. 
M e have plenty cd tools of tim very best 
m akes, ana plenty of horses and m en torun 
them , and our business is system atized ; so 
it is a very rare th ing th a tw eca n n o t attend 
to every crop tho best we know how. 
Aint 
there is never any lack of work eith er dur­ 
ing tim w orking season. D uring th is dry 
w eather w e have done our “level best” to 
keep our potatoes growing. W ith barrows, 
cultivators, horse hoes, subsoil p lou gh s etc., 
used just at the proper tim e, we havo suc­ 
ceeded pretty w ell. 
We h are kept the 
moisture th at cam e up from below from 
evaporating, ss far as possible, by alw ays 
keeping a m ulch of fine earth on the Bur­ 
lace: then the soil, being finely pulverized, 
is m uch more lienefited by w hat little rain 
we do get. No man can raise a largo crop of 
potatoes w ith out rain or irrigation, but we 
can do a good deal toward helping our­ 
selves: then th e rest w e m ust leave to 
providence. 
But he who lets his potato ground bake 
and dry up after a shower w ill, to uso a 
slang expression, “get left,” os 
a rule. 
Providence helps those 
m ost w ho 
best 
help them selves. 
It ib all right to trust in 
God, “ hut keep your powder dry.” Be on 
the lookout to do all you possibly can for 
yourself. 
Do not sit on the fence and 
w hine because it is so dry and your crops 
are all going to ruin, but get off and go to 
work, system atically, to m ake th e m ost 
you ceti out of w hat you have got, and 
usually providence Will send along a shower 
in tim e to save you. (It is raining nicely 
w hile I write.) 
Brother 
C ham berlain 
once 
suggested 
that I give a portion of a field of potatoes 
only rather slack cultivation and care, so 
as to report the difference in yield. 
I can­ 
not abord to do it, unless your readers will 
agree to pass around the hat and m ake up 
the lore to me. 
But there is no possible 
need of m y doing i t There are plenty of 
farm ers w ho are entirely w illin g to prac­ 
tise tlie slnck cultivation for m e and foot 
the bill 
them selves! 
W hat generosity! 
They m ust stop being so liberal, or they 
w ill never get ahead any. 
W ith lam potatoes, it does not m atter so 
m uch about a dry spell, as they have longer 
to grow, nut still they also w ill do best to 
be kept steadily thriving. But with early 
potatoes one m ust look closely or the crop 
w ill be ruined, as they have but a short 
tim e to grow in, and w ill ripen about such 
a tim e anv wav. 
In a dry year unceasing 
and w ell-directed work is the price of a pay­ 
ing crop, and ono need not often pay the 
price and not get tho crop. 
I rem em ber 
one dry year when we had som e $1500 
worth of potatoes at $1 a bushel. 
W hy 
were they SI a bushel? Because so m any 
had failed to nay the price. 
W e stuck right 
to ours as though bound to havo a crop anv 
way. Before tiioy were quito dried up. a 
little rain cam e and helped us out. W e 
have been alm ost discouraged som etim es 
during the past dry m onth, but kept at 
work. 
(It is raining harder and harder). 
I 
m et on the road yesterday a stranger and 
asked him how potatoes looked out hiR wav. 
He said he had not seen a th rifty looking 
piece 11i is season. 
I told him to dom e down 
our way and we would show him som e that 
would do his eyes good.—[Country G ent 


the clover. Of potash there are SO pounds 
in th e rye and 77 pounds in th e clover 
roots. Of dry vegetable m atter in an acre 
of roots of rye there are 3400 pounds and 
in clover 66H0 pounds. 
T his from soil only 
IO inches in depth. 
W here the rye roots 
extended only eigh t inches in th© soil, 
clover roots w ere IG inches long, so th a t in 
th e com putations al! the rye roots are in­ 
cluded, and 
not 
all the roots 
for the 
clover plant. 
Now, supposing botn 
bo 
turned under 
for 
a w heat 
crop, 
the 
rye w ill furnish 
40 
pounds 
more 
of 
nitrogen to the acre than is required by the 


no rule ran be laid down to su it every case. 
T hey should he fed all th ey w ill eat up 
clean; when be sees them leavin g feed in 
th eir boxes less should be given, as it is not 
best to clog th eir appetite. 
From ten to 
eighteen pounds of m eal, and six to eigh t 
pounds of hay fed at tw o or three feeds each 
day. w ill usually be sufficient. 
Feed resit 
larly at a given tim e each d a y ; betw een Hie 
hours of 7 and 8 o’clock in th e m orning, 
and 3 an i 4 in the evening, is a very good 
tim e. Hay should be fed before grain, and 
if roots are not to bo bad the m eal should 
be m ixed with one part w heat bran to til re© 
w heat, but clover w ill give a surplus of 3 40 j parts of meal and a little oil m eal added, 


T H E MAX E B E H E A P .

I was inclin ed to the belief th at rye was 
valuable from th at superficial 
kind 
of 
reasoning w hich wre find in every agricul­ 
tural paper at som e tim e during Hie year, to 
the effect that no othor plant w ill furnish 
so large a bulk to be turned tinder in so 
short a tim e, so surely and w ith so little 
expense. My land was grow ing poor from 
th e effect of several dry seasons and the 
consequent k illin g out of tho clover, and, 
lik e M. B., I sow ed rye in th e fall in m y 
corn tlie last tim e I w ent through. 
One 
field of ten acres was all sown, so strong 
w as m y laith. b u tin another of tw elve acres 
I only sow ed eigh t acres, leaving four acres 
for the lesson a contrast would give me. 
T hese fields I ploughed the next year for 
w heat. 
The rye was turned neatly under 
th e first of June, just as it w as fairly headed 
out, but before th e grains had formed. 
All 
the field of tw elve acres was ploughed at 
tlie sam e tim e and treated alik e rn every 
respect. 
My faith was so strong that I could 
not help feelin g sorry all the season for the 
poor four acres th at bad not been enriched 
by “green m anure.” The fields w ere sown 
to w heat in due season in th e fall, and to 
clover seed in tho spring, but I could never 
find where the “green m anure” ended and 
naked tallow began by any perceptible dif­ 
ference either iii color or leaf or size of 
plant. 
The clover m ade a good growth 
fortunately on both fields, but never was 
any better on the “m anured” part than on 
the four acres that had received no rye 
treatm ent. 
I have plowed tho fields sev­ 
eral tim es since, but could never bud any 
indication of any results from that app lica­ 
tion of green manure. 
The soil was sandy 
loam —just the character to be benefited, if 
we may trust the theories so often presented. 
This is not an individual failure here 
I 
havo never known any perm anent benefit 
to com e from the use of rve plowed under, 
except iii tho peach orchards along the shore 
of Lake Michigan- There the people de 
pend upon it more for w inter protection 
than for the m anurial value that is re­ 
ceived from it. 
Tliis failure of 
m ine 
led m e to investigate into the causes 
which 
blasted such great expectations. 
I 
was 
satisfied that 
th e 
benefit 
to 
be tierived from green m anuring m ust be 
sought in som ething beyond the hulk of 
plant growth thus furnished to Hie soil. 
There m ust bo som e affinity in the plant 
with the forces that nourish crops to m ake 
it valuable as a fertilizer. This affinity 
clover possesses, w hile rye does not. Let us 
look at its value as compared with clover 
as a m anurial product. 
By actual test it 
bas been found that the ratio of root to lop 
in mature rye is as IO to 135, and in m ature 
clover it is as IO to 1 5 -th e stubble in both 
cases is counted as part of Hie root 
Here 
we have two-thirds as much root as too in 
the clover, aud nearly fourteen times" as 
m uch top as root in Hie rye. As to the chem- 
leal com position of the roots of the two, 
this difference occurs: In an acre of the 
roots of rye there are 62 pounds of nitro- 
___ _____ ________________________ 
sen , and in clover ISO pounds. Of lim e 
tho pigs can go at w ill and eat w heat m id- 
there are CD pounds in the rye and 246 in 


pounds. 
Of lim e the rye fails to give 
enough w ith in three pounds, w hile the 
clover leaves 174 pounds stored up after 
the w h eat is grown. 
Rye. in m y opinion, 
only pays back to m otlier earth, w hen it is 
returned as a green m anure, its indebted­ 
ness for the pabulum required in its growth. 
I do not believe th at it adds anything to 
tho fertility of a soi!. 
A bard clay soil may 
be changed m echanically for the better by 
becom ing more open and friable, but in m y 
opinion the chances are rather in favor of 
a loss on sandy soil by turning under either 
rye, buckw heat or corn. 
I know this is 
rank heresy, but M. B.’s experience is not 
au isolated case of dam age. 
I know a field 
of ten acres w hich was 
sown to corn, 


and fed on hay or straw cu t fine and 
dam pened. 
By this m eans better m astica­ 
tion, and consequently better digestion is 
secured. Cooked feed is very good, but the 
tim e and trouble of preparing it is more 
than m ost feeders w ill take. Good, clean 
w ater m ust be given regularly tw ice each 
day, and plenty of it. A fountain or w ell in 
the stable is a great convenience to the 
feeder, 
lf the w eather is warm and pleas­ 
ant turn tho cattle out an hour or tw o each 
day in a yard, or better still, iii a convenient 
field. 
If the ground is not soft, a little ex ­ 
ercise aids iii digestion and strengthens 
their appetite. 
R em ove all filth from tho 
stable each day, and sec th at each one lias 
a little bedding. 
Salt regularly tw ice per 
Corn fodder put through a feed cut- 
ploughed under when it had begun to tits- 1 w eek. Corn food 
sol. and sowed to w heat. 
Th© owner be- ‘ ter and fed in tho m angers m akes an excel 
licves that it actually injured th e land, as 
tho follow ing crops were unusually poor 
for several years. 
There are plenty of such 
traditionary practices continually com ing 
to tho front, to w heedle the inexperienced. 
T here is really no short cut to prosperity 
on a poor soil, and he w ho pins his faith to 
rye br a renovator w ill De sadly disap­ 
pointed in not seein g w aving w heat and 
corn follow ing w aving ryo.—[Rural N ew 
Y orkcr. 


M anurial Vatuo of Ashes. 
In th e M onthly B ulletin, Nq. 15, of the 
M ichigan A gricultural C ollege, is consid­ 
ered the value of ashes for m anurial pur­ 
poses. 
It requires a large am ount of farm 
produce to represent a sm all w eigh t of m in­ 
eral m atter, and when by excessive crop­ 
ping a deficiency of ash constitu en ts is pro­ 
duced, w'ood or other ashes seem to provide 
a sate and natural m eans of restoration. 
A shes are not all alike, as the experim ents 
or analyses show. 
Of hard wood ashes, 33 
per cent, were soluble, and of w inch potash 
contained 12 1/* per cent, and phosphoric 
acid, G per cent. 
One hundred pounds of 
hard wood ashes ore worth ?1. 
Leached 
ashes w ere found to contain 8» per cent, 
soluble in acid, of w hich 1.6 per cent, was 
potash and O.rt per c e n t phosphoric acid. 
These were worth 62 cen ts per IOO pounds. 
Soft wood ashes, 60 per c e n t soluble in acid 
h avin g 12 per cent, potash a n d 4 p o r cen t 
phosphoric acid, are worth 84 cents per IOO 
pounds. 
Tannery ashes contain potash— 
2*2 per cent, of potash and 1.2 percent. 
phosphoric acid. 
V alue of IOO pounds, 
22M? cents. 
Soft coal ashes consist m ostly 
of silicates and largely insoluble, and arc 
worth but 2 cents per IOO pounds. 
Hard 
coal ashes have a bare trace of potash and 
phosphoric acid, and their value consists iii 
its Physical properties, being a good ab­ 
sorbent. 
Corn-cob ashes, of w hich 70 per 
cent, is soluble, contains 46per c e n t of pot­ 
ash and 4Vs per c e n t of phosphoric acid. 
Th© value of lo o pounds is $2 60. 
T he follow in g table gives an opportunitd 
for

com parison of 
results 
any 
analyses: 
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Ashes are valuable upon any soil th at lias 
been reduced by cropping. 
On "light soils ’ 
crops of every kind w ill be more or less 
benefited, but especially root crops and corn. 
Fruit orchards are especially benefited by an 
application of ashes, and a dressing of thirty 
to fifty or more bushels per acre w ill pro­ 
duce a perm anent benefit.—[Germ antown 
Telegraph.

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Tho First R equisite of Successful Feed­ 
ing for the Ii u to I* it Is the Selectiou 
of Stock. 
If stock is to be purchased care should be 
taken to select only the best animals of 
either sheep or cattle. A slight advance on 
the market price for choice cattle per hun­ 
dred will be returned many fold in the 
greater rapidity w ith which such cattle will 
assimilate food and make flesh of it And 
if tho cattle are raised by the ono who in­ 
tends feeding them, he should be doubly 
careful to have good stock, for then he has 
the profit of a good animal, both in the rais­ 
ing and feeding. A thoroughbred bull of 
almost any beef breed, crossed with the 
natives, will give a good steer for feeding 
purposes. Of course, the higher the grade 
so much tho better, and the feeder liimself 
will have to bo the judge of which of the 
many choice breeds is best adapted to his 
peculiar circumstances. Where cattle are 
kept as an auxiliary to sheep, a cross be­ 
tween the Devon and the best common cat­ 
tle of the country gives a stock well adapted 
to the wants of the farmer and feeder. They 
are smooth, hardy and vigorous, will eat the 
coarser bunches of grass left by tho sheep 
in summer, and straw and coarse feed in 
winter, and be in such condition all the time 
that every butcher who sees them will in­ 
quire if they are for sale. Three years old 
is the most profitable age to feed such cat­ 
tle. Tho profit of Hies© cattle is not in their 
great size and early maturity, but in the 
very small cost of raising under tho circum­ 
stances above mentioned. Where beof-rais- 
ing is made a specialty, perhaps a larger 
breed oi earlier maturity would be better 
suited to the wants of the farmer and feeder. 
N ext after tho selection of cattle is the 
place of keeping them . It has been esti­ 
m ated by feeders ol long experience that 33 
percent, of tho food consum ed is required 
to generate heat in cold weather, lf this be 
true, aud we do not think any one of expe­ 
rience w ill deny it, a stable of som e kind is 
absolutely necessary to profitable feeding 
in winter. E ven aterrtporary stable is bet­ 
ter than none. 
B ut if tho m eans and cir­ 
cum stances ot th e feeder w ill perm it, aner- 
m auent two-story stable or barn is the nest 
and m ost econom ical plan of construction. 
The upper story can be used for storing teed 
and the basem ent for stabling. 
The part of 
the basem ent w hich isn ot stone wall shoald 
be w eather boarded and lined, and the 
space betw een filled wish saw dust or sa n d ; 
this w ill m ake it so warm that w ater will 
seldom or never freeze in it. 
W hen m ade 
so warm as th is care m ust bo taken tosocure 
good ventilation. 
But this is an easy m at­ 
ter w ith stables of tills kind. 
W ith a su f­ 
ficient num ber of w indow s to ligh t the base 
m ent, places for putting down the feed left 
open, and ventilators on the roof, a current 
Is formed sufficient to carry aw ay readily 
tim im pure air of the stable even w hen the 
w indows are closed, and by openin g them 
it is made cool and airy in warm w eather. 
The m osL convenient way for tho feeder 
is to stand Hie cattle in tw o rows facing 
each other, w ith a hallw ay five or six feet 
wide betw een for the feeder to pass along 
and give each one its rations. T he floor on 
w hich the cattle stand should lie raised six 
in d ies above th e tilth gutter, and just long 
enough so that tho droppings will fall into 
Hie gutter w ith out sticking on Hie end of 
the floor. W hat kind of m anger Is best de­ 
pends largely on what kind of fastenin g 
is used to secure th e cattie, but in any case 
it should be low on the side n ext the cattle, 
and higher n ext Hie hallw ay, w ith a box 
for feeding grain and roots in. 
Stalls are 
not necessary in stables where only fatten­ 
ing cattle are kept, and agreater num ber cf 
cattle can be stabled in a given space w ith­ 
out them . W hen stock is laid in, in th e fall 
or early winter, for late w inter and sering 
feeding, it is not best to begin heavy feed­ 
ing at once. Feed just enough to keep them 
grow ing nicely. This is Hie tim e to use 
your coarse feed. 
Steers w ill do very w ell 
w ith plenty of good straw and from three 
to five pounds of m eal per day. w ith a feed 
of roots tw o or three tim es per w eek. If hay 
or corn redder is fed the m eal can be dis­ 
pensed w ith through Hie first part of th© 
w inter. Roots of som e kind are positively 
necessary to the best results. 
When within about six or seven weeks of 
the time tile cattle are to be marketed be­ 
gin increasing grain feed and roots, feeding 
a little more eacli day for two weeks. 
By 
that time they should bo getting full rations 
of gra'ii and a bushel of roots per head 
each day. Care must be taken not to in­ 
crease the grain too rapidly at first, as Hie 
cattie will Decome surfeited, and thereby 
result in loss to the feeder. The feeder 
must exercise his judgment also as to how 
much each anim al should have per day, as 


len tch an gb for cattle. 
March and April is usually th e host mar­ 
k et for stall-fed cattle. 
T hey w ill nearly 
alw ays bring from 30 to 60 per cent, per 
3 00 more then than in the fall. and increase 
enough in w eight to pay for the feed. W hen 
the cattle are ready for m arket, study care­ 
fully the different m arket reports, espe­ 
cially the one nearest homo. 
If you h a te 
enough to m ake a car load, m ake arrange­ 
m ents with a responsible com m ission mer­ 
chant at w hatever market you think of 
shipping to; have him to notify you when 
there is .a slack market, and you can ( al­ 
and have them in m arket in a few hours, 
berme those who have to buy their stock 
can have tim e lo get there and break Hie 
market again. 
But if you have only a few 
head, as m a n y farmers have. it is best tx) 
sell to tho much abused m iddlem an. If you 
study carefully tile m arket reports, you can 
usually get all that they are worth and 
som etim es more. 
W hen grass is plenty, it 
is usually all tnat is needed to prepare stock 
for Hie butcher. But if it is desired to assist 
the grass, the grain iced m ay be continued 
in Hie spring in moderate quantities up to 
the tim e of selling. Dr if it is tn tho fall it 
m ac begin while thoro is yet grass. But 
avoid feeding for Hie m arket during Hie 
bot m onths of summer, w hile tho tiles are 
bad. 
fiheep should bo treated in m any respects 
tne same as cattie. Care m ust bo taken in 
selecting them, and only those that are in a 
thrifty condition, and of about equal w eight 
and flesh, put in th e sam e flock. 
The Bock 
should not bo too large—forty or fifty i« a 
very nice flock. Tilt* stable should be clean, 
warm and dry. 
Do not crowd the sheep too 
m uch in the'r stable. 
A good rule is, ©ne 
sheep to oaeh square yard of area contained 
iii tho stable, and rack enough so thatcher© 
w ill be an average of til teen inches per head 
for each sheep, if tlie sheep are largo. 
Do 
not allow Hie manure toaccum u latebeyond 
five or six inches :n depth, as tile am nionia 
arising from it is very injurious to the health 
of the Hock. 
The hay should be fed iii 
racks. 
A good mod' ! for racks is to take 
four posts one and a half in d ies suuare and 
tw o foot four in d ies long; nail a board 
tw elve inches wide around the bottom, and 
one four inches wide around th e top, with 
edges dressed smooth, m aking it tw onty 
inches wide. N ail cleats three inches wide 
from top to bottom board, nine inches apart. 
If they arc intended for w all racks, fifteen 
inches is wide enough. T he grain troughs 
should bo made eight inches wide ami three 
in d ies deep, and when used out ot doors 
should be set fifteen inches from the ground 
so as to keep filth ami snow out of them . 
I think Hie most profitable tune to sell 
stall-fed sheep is in the latter part of April 
or first of May, after shearing; they usually 
bring nearly as much per IOO, and then you 
have th e wool. Boots are quite as necessary 
in feeding sheep successfully as cattle. Five 
to eight w eeks is long enough to bring 
sheep from stock lo good m utton sheep, if 
they are thrifty. Tim grain should be be­ 
gun in m oderate quantities and gradually 
increased until they are gettin g all th ey w ill 
readily eat u n clean . Tills w ill usually be 
when t gettin g from three to four bushels of 
shelled corn per day pet IOO sheep. This 
should he fed at tw o feeds each day, after 
feeding hay and tw o hushols of roots. 
If 
roots cannot bo obtained, one part w heat 
bran to tw o parts corn, w ith a little oil 
m eal added, red three tim es per week, will 
add m uch to th e thrift of th e dock, and all 
the good hay aud corn fodder th at they will 
eat up clean. Great care m ust be taken to 
see th at each shoep lias an equal chance 
w ith his fellow*, 
lf possible, they should 
have water to drink at th eir w ill, and salt 
by them all the tim e. W hen the w eather is 
pleasant turn them out for a few hours each 
day for exorcise. 
Feed regularly at a given 
tim e each day. For wool and m utton, a 
cross betw een a thoroughbred Merino rain 
(of good size and vigorous constitution) and 
tim best com m on sheep of th e country, is 
best adapted to the w ants of th e average 
farmer and feeder. 
Much of th e profit and 
success of feeding either sheen or cattle de­ 
pends largely on tim care am i judgm ent of 
the leader.— [Ohio Farmer. 


T H E C I B B A N T . 


One e f the Fruits that Thrive Better 
Among T rees Than In T oo Dry and 
Sunny Exposure. 
T he patience of the currant is due, per­ 
haps, to its origin, for it grow s wild around 
the northern hem isphere, its chief haunt* 
being the dim , cold, dam p w oods of the 
high latitudes. 
You m ay tam e, m odify and 
vastly change anything possessing life, hut 
original traits are scarcely ever w holly 
eradicated. Therefore th e natural habitat 
and prim al qu alities of the currant indi­ 
cate the true linos of developm ent, its capa­ 
bilities and lim itations. 
It is essentially a 
N orthern fruit, requiring coolness, moisture 
aud alluvial soils. 
It begins to falter and 
look hom esick ev en in N ew Jersey, and one 
does not have to go far down the A tlantic 
coast to pass beyond th e range of its suc­ 
cessful culture. I do not see w hy it should 
not tlirivo m uch further south on tho north­ 
ern slopes of tho m ountains. From Phila­ 
delphia northward, 
how ever, except on 
ligh t dry soils and iii sunny exposures,there 
is no reason w hy it should not givo am ple 
returns for th e attention it requires. 
I shall not lay stress on the old, w ell­ 
know n uses to w hich tin s fruit is put, but I 
do th in k its value is but h alf appreciated. 
People rusli around in Ju ly in search of 
h ealth ; let m c recom m end the currant 
euro. If any ono is languid, depressed in 
spirits, inclined to headaches, and general­ 
ly "out of sorts,” let him finish Ins break- 
last daily for a m onth w ith a dish of fresh­ 
ly picked currants. 
Ho w ill soon alm ost 
doubt his ow n identity, and m ay even oe- 
gin to think that lie is becom ing a good 
man. He w ill ho more gallan t to his wife, 
kinder to his children, 
friendlier to Dis 
neighbors and more open-banded to every 
good cause. Work w ill soon seem play, aud 
play fun. In brief, tlie truth of Hie ancient 
pun w ill be verified th at “tho power to live 
a good life depends largely upon tile liver.” 
O ut upon th e nonsense of tak in g m edicine 
and nostrum s during Ute currant season! 
i.et it he tau ght at th eological sem inaries 
th at tho currant is a "m eans of grace.” It 
is a corrective, and th at is w hat average 
hum anity m ost needs. 
The currant, like the raspberry, is will­ 
ing to keep si.ady, but only because it is 
modest. It is one of the fruits that thrive 
better among trees than in too dry and 
sunny exposures. Therefore, in economiz­ 
ing space on the homo acre, it may I o grown 
among smaller trees, or better stilt, on Hie 
northern or eastern side of a wall or hedge. 
But shade is not essential, except as we go 
south; then Hie requisites of moisture and 
shelter from Hie burning rays of the sun 
should be complied with as far as possible. 
In giving this and kindred traits partial 
shade, they should not be compelled to con­ 
tend to any extent with the roots of trees. 
This will ever prove an unequal contest. No 
fruit can thrive in dense shade or find sus­ 
tenance among the voracious roots of a 
tree. 
Select, therefore, if possible, heavy, deep. 
moist, yet woll-dralned soil, and do not lear 
to make and keep it very rich. If you are 
restricted to sandy or gravelly soils correct 
their defects with compost, decayed leaves 
and sods, muck. manure from tho cow 
stable, and other fertilizers with staying 
rather than stimulating qualities. 
Either 
by ploughing or forking, deepen asw ell as 
enrich the soil. 
It is then ready for tho 
plants, which may he set out either in the 
fall or in early spring. I prefer the autumn 
—any time after Hie leaves have fallen— 
but spring answers almost as well, w hile 
buds 
alo dormant or partially so, 
It 
should be remeuiDered that tire currant 
starts very early, aud is in full foliago 
before some people are fully awakened 
to garden interests. 
It would, 
iii 
this 
case, 
bo better to wait until October 
unless 
the 
plants 
can 
be 
obtained 
from a neighbor on a cloudy day: then they 
should be cut back two-thirds of their 
length before being removed, and tho trans­ 
fer made as quickly as possible. Under any 
circumstances, take off half of tho wood 
from the plants bought. This need not be 
thrown away. 
Every cutting of young 
wood six inches long will make a new plant 
in a single season. All that is needful is to 
keep tile wood moist until ready to put it 
into the ground, or, better still, a cool, damp 
place in the garden can bo selected at once 
and the cuttings sunk two-tliirds of their 
length into Hie ground, and the soil pressed 
firmly around them. By fall they will have 
a good supply of roots, and by the following 
autumn he ready to set out wherever you 
wish them to fruit.—[E. P. Roe in Harper’s 
Magazine for August.

P a rts, Juno 20.-T h r e e years ago. and in 
consequence of som e disgraceful develop­ 
m ents in connection w ith an attem pt to 
sw indle a JVI. D elalando of Rouen, M. Cani- 
escasse. then prefect of police, ordered his 
agents to draw up a fresh report on m atri­ 
m onial agencies, w ith a view to put an end 
to the audacious blackm ailing practised in 
som e of them , and in pursuance of his in­ 
structions a regular statem ent was m ade, by 
w hich th ey were divided into three cate­ 
gories—first class agencies, second class 
agencies and third class agencies, a classifi­ 
cation, how ever, w hich is not absolute, as 
w ill appear later, but which I shall follow 
for th e .s a ke of convenience. 
In the first 
class agency no retaining fee is paid in ad­ 
vance, but m erely a written 
prom ise is 
taken to nay 6 per cent, on tlie dow ry after 
the m arriage has been solem nized. 
In some 
cases both parties so contract, and th e com ­ 
m ission nets lo per cent, to th e broker. 
Tlie 
custom ers of 
these 
agencies 
are 
usually noblem en 
w ithout fortune and 
governm ent 
functionaries 
out 
of 
office. 
This {fir the 
gentlem an clients. 
The 
ladies 
are-* recruited 
from 
tho 
foreign residents, am ong w ealthy orphans, 
and provincial widows, 
'iii© secon d class 
agency is patronized by functionaries of in­ 
ferior runk, half pay officers, and bour­ 
geoises iii search of a husband. 
Here a re­ 
tainer varying from 260 francs to 500 francs 
is alw ays exacted, by way of a guarantee 
that the applicant m eans business. 
lin s 
sum, of course, is exclu sive of the com m is­ 
sion, but it is som etim es deducted from it 
ns a concession to lim ited purses. 
Tho 
agenes de troisiem e ordrn is th e one m ost 
patronized and tho m ost interesting. Its spe­ 
cialty is: “Mariago avec tare.” m arriage 
where there is a blem ish on one side or tho 
oilier, where o re or the other of the parties 
considered is "off color.” 
Its custom ers 
are very num erous, and to it can he traced 
those advertisem ents on tho fourth page of 
the Figaro and other newspapers where a 
husband is w anted for an "orphan” with a 
m illion or two, or a “w idow ” w ith a tache 
de fam ille, in either case m eaning a ques­ 
tionable previous lif e - a surreptitious child, 
or a father w ho has been in Hie peniten­ 
tiary. 
One of these Advertisem ents, 
w hich is characteristic, I copy from the 
Petites Affiches: “D einandes en M anage.— 
1 0,737,-M ariago—Divorce, 42 ans, em ploi 
annuel, 4000f., bohne fam ine, gram les es- 
pcrunces, desire relations avec personae 
fortune qu’il epouserait plus tard. 
Bien 
des agonces. 
P. P. Bureau K estante ftlade- 
laine. 
Donner rensetgnem ents e t adresse 
exact®.” The phrase "r en des agences”— 
nothing iii com m on w ith 
an agency— 
is 
sim ply a blind; as w ith 
all other 
cases, 
this em anates 
from a m atrim o­ 
nial broker, and it w itsthrough one of those 
worthies th at Prince A lphonse de C him ar, a 
grandson of the notoriousT heresiaCabarrus, 
better known as Mine. T allien, contracted 
hisunion w ith G abrielleL ojune,Hie grand­ 
daughter of a certain M ichel, whose sobri­ 
quet was the "Assassin,” once a distin­ 
guished m em ber of the banditti, who, under 
tho nam e of "Chaffeurs,” spread terror 
throughout France in the latter days of tho 
Direetoire. Gabriolle was a beautiful, w ell­ 
educated girl, but notw ithstanding her ac­ 
com plishm ents th e ancestral blem ish closed 
society’s doors 
against lier, and 
blood 
telling, as it usually does in tho longrun , 
she finally eloped w ith her butler, for whom 
she purchased a title, and with whom sho 
wedded, after th e prince had obtained a 
divorce iii B elgium . In this class of agen­ 
cies there is no settled fee in advance. The

People in 
that situation are ordinarily in a hurry, 
and as you m ay suppose, few such transac­ 
tions are free from blackm ail. 
I shall re­ 
turn to these three classes as I develop m y 
them e, rem inding again m y readers th at 
tills classification w hich the police has 
adopted is by no m eans absolute, and th at 
agences tie premiere ordro are very often 
rn collaboration w ith those of ostensibly an 
inferior position. 
In other words, in all 
there is a deal of sw indling done. 
In addition to those regular m atrim onial 
laboratories, w hich pay for their licenses, 
there are others where, in order to avoid 
tile tax, and especially in order to avoid a 
qualification that lias an ugly sound to it, 
their m anagers eschew* the designation al­ 
together, and 
w hich 
are conducted by 
ladies, som etim es of birtli and social stand­ 
ing, who so operate As to keep up their posi­ 
tion. “Tills is not aff agency.” they w ill tell 
you; "it is a drawing-room , w here none but 
respectable 
persons 
are received. 
We 
receivo 
m uch 
com pany, 
w e 
havo 
a 
large 
circle 
of 
acquaintances, and if 
those 
w ho 
m eet 
hero 
fancy 
each 
oilier, they 
acknow ledge 
their 
obliga­ 
tions to u s.” 
And not only are these clan­ 
destine brokeries, but th e licensed ones, 
m anaged by wom en, and you can scarcely 
form an idea, unless you have seen them at 
work, of the shrewdness, th e w iliness, th e 
infinite tact th at they display; how they 
w heedle 
, 
And Coax the Postulant 
into adm iration of Hie bride for whom they 
destine him ; how fu ll of forethought they 
are w ith anxious m am m as; how severe and 
prudish they are w ith the young ladies; no 
one 
could 
possibly 
entertain 
even 
passing 
im pression 
of distinct for tho 
p u nty 
and 
disinterestedness 
of 
th eir 
inten tions; 
they 
would 
gladly 
u n ite 
hearts gratis, but then, you know, tim es 
are so bad! 
It m ust bo adm itted also tiiat 
these people are obliged to spend a good 
deal of m oney—those who do not avow their 
profession in entertainm ents where hies and 
spiders are brought together; the others iii 
drum m ers who beat up custom ers. 
In ono 
of tho former, kept by the ex-Abl>e 
an 
unfrocked ecclesiastic, to w hich I w as taken 
by a gentlem an in search of adventures, 
I saw several vou u j men, whom I havo 
m et in good society, seem ingly on inti 
m ate term s w ith the m anagers, and one or 
tw o ladies, whose presence certainly sur­ 
prised me, as they m ight and do go else 
where. 
"Don’t be astonished,” explained 
to mo m y introducer, as we were ooim ng 
aw’a y ; “not more than half a dozen of th e 
guests ate there to get m arried, but there 
is a dearth of young aspirants with good 
nam es and titles; three out of four of those 
copurchies and gouim eux are paid to show 
th em selves; they receive from 200 francs 
to 600 francs a m onth as ornam ents and 
baits; of course, if they m eet a desirable 
parti th ey are free to go on the list, but it is 
not obligatory.

H is occupation a a s tiiat 
of a fanner. B eing naturally of a very quiet, 
peaceable adp osition, and a m em ber of Hie 
society ot Friends, lie never did anything 
for display to attract attention, but tile feats 
of strength he perform ed were done more to 
satisfy him self and lo see how m uch lie 
could lift than for anything else. All his 
liftin g w as done by m ain strength, w ithout 
harness of any kind. 
One of his greatest feats was liftin g a box 
filled w ith iron, w hich 
w eighed 
1000 
pounds, w hich is equal to liltin g 
3800 
pounds in a harness. 
He lifted it w ith 
ease w ith his hands by grasping a rope 
or chain w hich wa3 bound around the box 
to secure it. H e 
did 
not 
know 
the 
w eight of tho box of iron at the tim e, and 
was afterw ards heard to say 
th at had 
he known it w eighed so near a ton he 
would have put on th e other IOO pounds 
and lifted the w hole 
At another tim e lie 
lifted a cannon that w eighed 1400 pounds 
and shouldered it. 
At C om stock’s Landing, 
on tile C ham plain canal, near W hitehall, 
ono day w hile w aiting for a load of m er­ 
chandise, he lifted a barrel of white lead 
w ith ease. 
H ts neighbors, when killing 
hogs, if S team happened to be around, 
would ask him to guess th e w eigh t of a hug 
just killed. 
If it happened to bo a big one, 
w eighing 400 or OOO pounds, he would 
stoop down and tw ist his lingers into tho 
bristles, and in that w ay would lift tho car­ 
cass clear from the ground and guess on its 
w eight.

T hey were 
w alkin galong the road together when one of 
his m en, for m ischief, cam e up Deli iud him, 
and. by a skilfu l trip, threw Carpenter 
down. 
He gathered him self up ami said 
nothing about it.

field w ith his m en, they cam e along to the 
Place w here the man give him tho fall. He 
suddenly turned upon the m an, and grasp­ 
ing him by Hie shoulders and Hie seat of his 
trousers, lifted hun and hurled him high in 
the air above him and over a seven-rail 
fence, by the side of w hich they happened 
to be w alking.

About a Great Gangway and a Very 
Hemarkable Street 


C i t y , N. J., Ju ly 30.— E xcept­ 
ing som e of your old seaport towns in N®w 
E ngland, like Portsm outh or Plym outh, 
there is no settlem ent at tho brink of tho 
ocean as large as Atlantic City. Indeed, 
even the above com parison 
is not very 
exact, for I know of no seaports th at have 
the surf rig h t a t th eir doors; Newport 
comes near being an exception, as the 
ocean's surf does strik e the town just in 
the rear of it. and gives safe bathing. I 
cam e to A tlantic City on C hristm as day, 
I860, w ith a few friends to see w hat the 
ocean was, w hich I had not looked at for 
years, or since my parents occasionally 
took m e to some of th e sea beaches below 
Cape H enlopen, to spend a day or two 
picking shells aud w atching the crabs run 
along the beach. One railroad had been 
built, from Cam den to th e sea, after much 
opposition, aud it had been opened about 
.1868,1 th in k ; so th a t w hen I reached At­ 
lantic City there was nothing b ut the 
beach, and th irty or forty different kinds of 
houses, of which the largest was the Man­ 
sion House, a nam e m uch prevalent about 
Philadelphia in those days, and derived, I 
think, from tho fact th a t W illiam Bing- 
i 


iara’s old residence had been turned into a 
iot«l and called the Mansion House. T hat 
it the nam e of the leading hotel at Heading, 
Jenn., also, which bas been iii existence 
during th e whole of this century. R ight In 
the rear of the Mansion House was tho sea 
beach, and there we tired at birds and ran 
races and jum ped on the hard sand till the 
evening train was ready to take us Lack to 
Philadelphia, In some three hours, a dis­ 
tance of about sixty miles. 
I did not see Atlantic City again till dur­ 
ing the T ilden and Hayes electoral count, 
about 1877, when a special com m ittee of 
Congress adjourned to m eet a t this piece, 
and did not much like it. because at th at 
very tim e cam e a land breeze w ith an incur­ 
sion of mosquitoes; so the com m ittee got 
out prom ptly. 
N evertheless the place continued to grow, 
and finally becam e notable as a w inter re­ 
sort. A fter Mr. Blaine was nom inated in 
1884. I came away from tire convention 
seeking a rest, and, after riding through 
Dutch Pennsylvania, I left Reading w ith a 
friend and ran right through to A tlantic 
City. Then I saw 
W h at » R em arkable Place 
had been developed am idst the surf. Ten 
thousand people filled 
th e streets and 
thronged the scaffold walls. T heseabeach 
had moved back from a q u arter to one-half 
a m ile and between th e hotel at w hich I 
stopped and this sea w ere several streets 
built up w ith large and superior hote’s. 
Down tho wide avenues, which rem ind one 
of Chicago and the great W estern cities, 
ran horse railroads. The zest I obtained 
for the place at th a t tim e induced m e to 
come here this year and take another peep 
at it. It is quite a reflection upon New 
York w atering places, which are in the 
m ain so expensive and so w anting in tho 
elem ents of quiet. 
Let me indicate th e place to yon more 
distinctly. New Jersey had but one resort 
of celebrity between Long Branch and tile 
m outh of the D elaw are river, and th at was 
Cape May at the southern tip. So long as 
Philadelphia was 
the em porium of the 
country and the city of nationality, Cape 
May was recom m ended to all tile people 
of the land, because every kind of vessel 
which entered or left tho river could put off 
passengers at th at point, w here there is a 
niost adm irable beach, perhaps tho best 
bathing teach the country possesses. After 
a 
w hile 
steam boats 
ran 
to 
Capo 
May, and at th a t littlo town of pilots, 
w reckers 
and 
fisherm en 
some 
botels 
started up. 
Henry Clay and 
m ost of 
the distinguished m en wont to this resort; 
hut after a while the people w anted a place 
more accessible, and some Philadelphians 
conceived the idea of building a regular- 
bathing town rig h t opposite their city, out 
by Absecom Inlet. They bought large tracts 
of land, borrowed monoy, and finally opened 
their railroad two years or so before the 
civil w ar began. P hiladelphia was then a 
place of 460.000 people, not counting w hat 
they now count, its m anifold suburbs. Tho 
littlo place took som e life, and then tho 
Cape May people induced the Pennsylvania 
railroad to help them extend a lino partly 
built to th e older resort. But 


Clape M a ; H a d B e e n S p o ile d 
by its long duration as a place of fashion 
and by the preponderance of Philadelphi­ 
ans there, who were cliq u ish ami whose 
prejudices sorao of the hotel proprietors 
shared. They kept on charging fancy prices 
long after the subsidence of tho war, while 
meantime AtlantioCity imbibed the virtues 
of poverty and frugality. Its plain Jersey 
people, with additions from Pennsylvania, 
concluded that it would he bettor to live 
there all the year round than to have a 
racket for two months. They did not charge 
high prions; their shops and stores were 
conducted just as lf they had been in Phila­ 
delphia instead of at the sea coast. The 
Capo May snobs ridiculed Atlantic City, but 
Cape May did not grow; Atlantic City 
seemed to take wings, and finally the physi­ 
cians noticed that it had a peculiarly soft 
air in winter, m aking it something of a 
Bermuda place for invalids. Indepth it has 
given the example to Fortress Monroe, 
Florida, and to the numerous winter settle­ 
ments like those further up the Jersey 
wast. 
After a while, the Pennsylvania 
railroad saw that it would not do to depend 
upon Cope 
May 
alone, 
and they ran 
an arm of their 
line out to Atlantic 
City. They now run what, they call the sea­ 
side express from Pittsburg every day in 
in tne year, winter or summer.which leaves 
Pittsburg iii the morning, passes through 
Harrisburg!! before noon, reaches Philadel­ 
phia about 3 o’clock and gets to tho seaside 
about 5.30. Before the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road built this branch, private men in Pbil- 
adelohia built another road, this one of 
narrow gauge. This became bankrupt ami 
has been acquired by the Heading railroad. 
The Pennsylvania railroad meantime has 
pot control of tne original or Camden & 
Atlantic railroad. Hence there are three 
fast railroads to this town, and probably 
thirty trains aday run in here. The winter 
population of the town is not less than 
12,000 people; it lias at times 40,000 to 
00,000 people sleeping on the island. It has 
become important enough for New York to 
run special trains to this point alone. From 
this train, at Camden, on© gets a magnifi­ 
cent view of Philadelphia across the broad 
Delaware, somewhat 


R e m in d in g M e o f A n tw e r p 
as seen across the river S cheldt Tho great 
City H all in th a t town has now ruised its 
tower, which is to be over ROO feet high to 
w ithin about IOO feet of the statue of old 
W illiam Penn, the ablest founder of any 
A m erican Stato. He, though he belonged 
to a rath er ex trav ag an t sect—I m ean ex­ 
travagant In trying to live unlike anybody 
else—had a thorough worldly m ind, knew 
cent per c en t, appreciated the value of 
•killed labor and of tem perate habits and 
sound principles. 
He bad in th e Quakers 
good stock to work with, as you can see in 
parts of Now E ngland, where, iii spite of 
bis early persecutions, the Q uaker has 
rooted him self to tho everlasting granite, 
and m ade in Rhode Island a com m on­ 
wealth where the Q uaker was early dis­ 
cerned by Roger W illiam s to be his most 
troublesom e factor and rival. I th ink, if I 
correctly rem em ber, th a t old 
W illiam s 
w ent down N arragansett bay in an open 
boat com bating 
George Fox. who bad 
brought hts Quakerism to Rhode Island and 
m eant for his followers to stay thoro as 
tliev are still doing. 
W illiam Penn, indecd.has probably at the 
present tim e more rational respect outside 
of Pennsylvania than in it. At home there 
has been a certain reaction against tile nar­ 
row, social life of the Quakers and their too 
palpable love of money in spite of their 
plainness of dress. 
Abroad, tho general 
doctrines of Penn have obtained the assent 
of sensible men. The happiness which re­ 
sults from keeping out of war. the content 
w hich results from keeping out of tile fash­ 
ions. the peace which results from simple 
and scant forms of speech, the blessedness 
w hich comes from a religion w ithout ran t 
or controversy, all are felt by Puritans, 
Presbyterians and M ethodists more than by 
Pennsylvanians. 
There is no town w here 
they talk more th an in Philadelphia, which 
was founded oy Q uakers. In m ost other 
towns 


C o n v e rs a tio n la a V e h ic le 
of w hat is necessary to be conveyed, in­ 
stead of a vehicle for tho unnecessary. 
Nevertheless, they are to put th e sta tu o o f 
Penn on the top of th eir grout m arble 
building, so entirely nnliko his exam ple, 
who lies w ithout a m onum ent in Q uaker 
ground. 
Some tim e ago they w anted to 
take up his bones end transplant them to 
Philadelphia, tho clearest proof of all Hint 
they had forgotten tile spirituality and 
m odesty of the Q uaker tenets, which for­ 
bade. among other things, sculptured urns 
or busts or exalted tombs or long Inscrip­ 
tions. All Q uakers who are sound Quakers 
lie under stones of nearly uniform size, in 
m any instances caw ed only w ith their 


initials. 
W illiam 
Penn, 
who 
m arried 
into one of theso common Q uaker fam ilies, 
so far conform ed to the custom th a t ho 
aud his wife have sim ple slabs, m erely giv­ 
ing th eir names. 
F ranklin, however, lias 
rath er taken precedence of Penn as tho 
representative m an of tho m odern I onn- 
sylvanian ago. 
I ani rrone to drop my them e, and will 
therefore come back to A tlantic City by sav­ 
ing th at m ost of the hotels here can lie open 
the year round, and hence their proprietors 
do not require to live an entire life w ithin 
six weeks, and trem ble w hen they goto lied 
lest they come short iii their receipts. H ie 
mon who Is established in bis own house 
tile whole year, has in sum m er a mildness 
of address and softness, also of expecta­ 
tions and contentedness, to have people 
come and be skit ii him and to go when they 
like. Instead of a huge bill of faro, con­ 
taining everything nuder the sun and noth- 
inggood. tho hotels at A tlantic City give 
you just w hat is the best to eat, and servo it 
to you in morsels as appetizing as confec­ 
tionery. Tile rooms are well prepared for 
w inter use, and therefore have not tho gen­ 
eral look of cigar boxes, w ith partitions thin 
enough to be kicked through. They are 
plastered, and are in hard wood. 
You hear 
no rushes of people through tho house; In 
short, you can

T he tim e is at hand, I im agine, when 
A tlantic City will be connected by rail 
directly w ith Long Branch, and, perhaps, 
w ith Capo May also. Then there w ill be a 
continuous line of teach from Cape May to 
M ontauk Point, every available spot having 
steam access. Tile Shore railroad and the 
Old Colony road have produced about tile 
same condition of things from Point Ju d ith 
and Newport to Boston. No country in the 
world requires the sea air so m uch as 
America, because it has such a hot interior. 
For the same reason soda water, which old 
Dr. Priestly invented, is in universal de­ 
mand iii America, the hot interior of m an 
requiring a m agnesian sui t for his lins and 
throat. Our land gets the sun strong, and 
th at m akes it rieli in agriculture. 'Mio 
Briton goos to the sea, not to bathe, but to 
have leisure and see him self in others’ 
faces. The American goes to the sea be­ 
cause it is alm ost a law of his being. Tho 
seaside m an also likes to fly to Hie m oun­ 
tains. Hence our m ountains and our sea­ 
coast give each other a reciprocal support; 
tile tim e for the m ountains is th e autum n 
ot the year; tile tu ne for the sea is Hie hot, 
poisoned, over-ripe summer. 
Tlio Jorseyniep—who are. in the main, of 
New England descent, having been derived 
from Long Islanders and Rhode Islanders 
who d rilled down tho coast and settled 
whore they could catch fish and worship 
God—are good sailors, especially of cat­ 
boats and lisliintj-sinneks and idlot-boats. 
I suppose th a t no fitato in tbe Union is so 
little understood by outsiders as New Jer­ 
sey. One reason of this is th at there are so 
m any kinds of New Jersey. N orthern Now 
Jersey does not differ at all fioin Now York 
State. 
Southern New Jersey differs veri- 
little from western Pennsylvania in the 
character of Us people. Sea coast New Je r­ 
sey is m ainly derived from the lx>ngIsland­ 
ers, who were originally from tho New 
E ngland m ainland, hut who, buried in th© 
sandy forest, in tim e lost their enterprise 
and substituted for it both a 


Finm llness In R e n tin g 
and a suspicion of strangers from the larger 
com m onwealths. Those New Englanders 
and 
poor 
Q uakers often interm arried. 
There were also original settlem ents from 
G reat B ritain in New Jersey, people w ith­ 
out any especial spirituality, and we m ust 
not forget a large incursion of Highland 
Scotch, who were exported alter the wars 
betw een the two branches of the house of 
S tu art sorno forty years before the Ameri­ 
can revolution. These canny Scots and 
beroe Scots have contributed to New .Jer­ 
sey a certain m easure of character; and in 
th e great civil w ar thoro were no more 
trustw orthy troops than tho Jerseym en. By. 
its possession of a great line of seacoast 
winch com pletely contains Pennsylvania, 
D elaw are and M aryland. New Jersey lias 
tile door, so to speak, of the cauldron which 
is tim burning interior of the land. 
Ac­ 
cordingly lower Now Jersey is becom ing a 
vineyard and orchard, with accessories ot 
fisheries and sum m er resorts. This State 
has over I.OOO,OOO of people, and its sea­ 
coasts, which are not the hest in tho world 
for bathing, though I have never yet seen a 
perfect beach anyw here w ith perfect ac­ 
cessories, have given in A tlantic City, As­ 
bury Park and Long Branch three now 
kinds of settlem ents in our day. 
I suppose there are more hotels in A tlan­ 
tic City than in any other seaside resort 
in tile world, hardly excepting Brighton. 
Brighton is a city of lodging-houses, with 
hotels here and there. A tlantic City is a 
city of hotels, w ith cottages hero and there. 
T here ace about this place two very dis­ 
tin ct characteristics, aud tho first is its 
gangw ay along the ocean front, I w alked 
this gangway last night, turning at least a 
m ile I should th ink to the right from 
where I struck it. and yet I did not g o to 
th e end. and alm ost every step of the way 
was like a bootli in a vast continuous fair. 
R eturning to tile place where I started I 
w alked about a m ile in the other direction, 
and the same 


E x t r a o r d in a r y P le a s u r e Scen e 
was still afforded: shooting galleries, stores 
for shells and curiosities, dim e museums, 
negro m instrel bands, photograph galleries, 
gravity railroads, 
mcrry-go-rounds. etc,, 
gave us two milos of prom enade, and I 
th in k I saw no liquor on tho w ay, though 
there may have been some lager beer. This 
gangw ay is erected on tim bers, and at the 
intersections of the streets there is a rise in 
It like a scaffolding of an arch, so as to let 
vehicles go down to the beach. 
On the 
beach you can see horsem en taking their 
prom enades, and here and there men are 
racing on lured ponies. Tile ocean comes 
over the flat long beach in m any successive 
lines of ripples. T he beach is constantly 
changing, and therefore has a t tim es great 
solidity and safety, and at other tim es is 
nicked full of holes bv the gales and bil­ 
lows. 
Yet there are few people drowned 
hero, and such persons are generally those 
who undertake to swim too tar. 
This great gangway at A tlantic City is 
connected by sand or stone or plank walks 
w ith th e great main street, which is at least 
a q uarter ot a m ile back. This street is the 
other notable feature of A tlantic City. It 
rem inds one of M arket street, Philadelphia, 
before M arket street 
becam e entirely a 
wholesale avenue. 
One reason why this 
street is such a distance from the ocean is 
th at the ocean has boon forced back by tho 
newly-m ade beaches until the street is now 
com paratively inland. Tins street at night 
is like a piece out of some old picture of 
Loudon or C anterbury iu the days of fairs 
and pilgrim ages. It is brilliantly lighted, 
w ith both gas and electricity, and m any 
of the hotels plant their piazzas right 
upon it aud tilers sit thousands of poople 
so close th a t you can touch them as you 
w alk past. The stores are of every descrip­ 
tion and hundreds aud hundred.! in num ­ 
ber. Instead of being, as in Hie upper part 
of Newport, which look as if they had been 
bodily moved out of Boston or New York, 
you m ust im agine the older streets of New­ 
port down by tho w harves widened to four 
or live tim es th eir spun, and doing up to 0 
o’clock the business of m id-day w ith all 
th eir m ight. T here are very few brick 
buildings iii A tlantic City. 
It is a city in 
nearly all respects, being sewered and de­ 
liberately designed, well lighted and w ith a 
thorough police. 


M a n y o f th e V illa s 
are of large size, but few of them have 
been very carefully attended to in grounds. 
Som etim es you see the hom e of some iron­ 
m aster from P ittsburg or rich Baltim orean 
or Philadelphia speculator spreading itself 
so broadly th at you may im agine he m ust 
keen a hotel. 
When you have arrived at this place and 
selected your hotel you are not subjected to 
any further extortions; w herever you drop 
to ride or buy you pay m oderately. 
Tile 
thrifty genius of P ennsylvania and healthy 
substantiality, instead 
of 
fashion, have 
come out to th e seacoast, and there is 
enough adm ixture of W estern, Southern 
and tar N orthern people to give a decided­ 
ly cosmopolitan character to the place. 
Its most notable show is the intinite vari­ 
ety of people you see a t the bathing-house. 
You can walk for two railes and see a con­ 
tinuous fringe of thorn pouring out irotn 
seoros of bathing quarters. Down along tile 
plank gangway many of the hotels have 
th eir sm all 
private bathiiig-pivrlors, es­ 
pecially built for the accom m odation of 
th eir 
guests 
to 
go 
and 
sit 
there 
and 
watch 
tile 
procession. 
A 
fair 
proportion of fine looking girls and women 
are am ong these Middle blate classes; the 
women have In general countenances of 
dignity, and they avo well built. A m od­ 
erate degreo of intellectual life prevails, 
but British (esthetics aro not m uch noticed 
or heard in this extensive capital of tho 
M iddle States 
and interior. 
Excursion 
trains com e from all points of the compass 
to A tlantic City, which now has direct re­ 
lations with th e two great railroad systems 
of Pennsylvania. Tile Baltim oreans have 
so far taken to this place th at their F ifth 
Regim ent, which corresponds to tile Sev­ 
enth of New York, has boen encam ped here 
for a m onth. The town is so Jarge, how­ 
ever, th at the cam p m akes a sm all im pres­ 
sion on the general place. T his is a good 
place for one who has w riting to do for a 
literary purpose to plant him self, to take 
his bath in the m orning, his saunter in tho 
afternoon, and then go to bed. Now and 
then mosquitoes come to the place, but 
I 
slept 
last 
n ight w ith 
my window 
open, and had th e gas lighted before going 
to bed. and nothing troubled mo. The air 
was as salubrious as it m ight be expected, 
blowing from a wide, soft sluice in the rear, 
over six miles of salt m arshes, and from tho 
ocean on the other side. 
The w inter life 
of tills place li ts so far modified the sum m er 
life th at nobody is much d isturbed; there is 
som ething norm al and natural about tho 
town, as you find it in Newport or N an­ 
tucket. It is a rather agreeable reflection 
th at many m iles yet rem ain of such sea­ 
coast as this between Cape May and Barne­ 
gat adapted to the needs of future genera­ 
tions.

A wom an is still, perhaps, ex­ 
pected first to m arry, aud if is best for lier 
th at she should, provided lier m arriage can 
bo a happy and suitable one. B at if from 
lier own choice, or a necessity arising from 
a la c k of appreciation on tho part of tho 
other and more stupid sex, she rem ains at 
Hie end of h er days w hat some one calls 
an unclaim ed blessing.-’ she is no longer 
cor.sideied. (rom this circum stance alone. 
a failure and ail unhappy creature, fihe is 
no longer doomed to a life of dependence 
in the house of another, for a score of voca­ 
tions aro open to her, in any one of which 
she may win a livelihood or even a com pe­ 
tence. 
Consequently she com m ands re­ 
spect, and far from be Bg a subject for con­ 
tem pt or pity, she is more likely tho object 
of open or secret onvy on the part of m ost 
of lier m arried acquaintances. 
And so it has come about th a t the typical 
old m aid of form er tim es lias passed away, 
and in the literature of today we find a now 
type conform ing to the new facts iu tho 
case, and quite different from Hie old.

Pleach plenty of cantaloupe aint m uskm elon 
seed*. H ave tine cotton and lino needle, as th e 
secdj ure apt to split. Double your th read , k n o t 
aud begin. 
f ir s t— Sow through th ick end of tw elve seeds; 
th en bring tho needle up to point of seed. 
Booond—Sew through points, putting tho th ick 
end of one seed betw een each I o’,u t of first row ; 
fa ste n ; bring needle up as before. 
T hird—P ut one steel he .id. the thick end of tw o 
seeds, then another bead betw een each point of 
la it row, bring thread up a fte r every row. 
f'ourth--P iit one beau, th ree seeds, oue bead In 
tile splice and one boart betw een tile points of 
seeds In preceding row. 
. 
F ifth —Two beads, th ree seeds, tw o beads in 
space and one bead betw een each point. 
S ixth—Throe beaus, th re e seeds, three beads In 
space and one bead betw een points. 
Seventh—Four iieads, th ree seeds, four beads 
in space and one bead betw een points. 
E ighth— Five beads, three seeds, five beads in 
space and one beau betw een each point. 
N inth—Six beads, threo seeds, six bonds in 
space and ono bead betw een points. Keep on 
w ith tho last until ro a r bag is long as you wish. 
Nine tim es Is about rluht. Line w ith silk or 
satin; allow a heading of tw o inches double above 
tile seeds. A bout one and one-half inches from 
tim top such around tw ice and put in elastic. P ut 
tw o long loops and « sm all bow of ono-inch 
ribbou ou eacli side to hang over Hie arm . P u t a 
bow and onds on the bottom . It is a very h a n d ­ 
som e bag. 


Knit BlioDers—Koneycomo Pattern. 
Two colors of Germ antow n yarn and 
coarse steel knitting needles. 
Cast on 20 stitches in darkest yarn and 
k n it across plain twico. Take off 3 stitches 
as if seam ing, bur don’t knit them , and 
w ith the light worsted knit 2, and alternate 
kn it 2 w ith the light; siip 2. as if lo seam, 
of the dark, and so on till Hie end and slip 
tho 3 dark ones letr. 
I ii going back slip Hie 
dark ones and seam the light ones. 
You 
will k n it 4 rows rn all like this, keeping 3 
dark at each end for an edge. Then k n it 4 
rows w ith tho dark, only widen beginning 
of each row, which m akes a gain of 4 
stitches. This is done to widen out the foot, 
and is only done in tho plain rows, and is 
always done w ith the dark worsted. Keep 
tile honeycombs on a "slant," The foot is 
to be widened 
out 
until there are 12 
rows of 
honeycomb®, 
w ith 
16 
in the 
last row across. W hen you have m ade tho 
tw elfth row of honeycombs, k n it I row of 
Hie dark, then bind off all but lh stitches. 
This strip is to be kuit to go around the foot 
and joined to the front, keeping a dark 
stitches for edge at the side, where it will be 
sowed to a sole, and 2 at tire top. 
K nit a 
piece as long as needed (mine is 29 rows of 
honeycomb). 
Finish around the top of the 
slipper w ith a crochet shell border of botli 
colors, and run iii elastic, adding bows of 
ribbon on tho front,

These m ust eith er soon be aban­ 
doned, m ust he removed at great expense, or 
logs m ust in some way Ire brought to 
them from increasingly long distances. For

Here men 
w ith oant-hooks will receive and roll Hie 
logs off on to tile skids, where they are held 
until w anted In the hold, they being there 
dropped into five feet of water. The. water 
conics into tho hold through a ten-inch 
aperture in threo hours, and tile tw oeight- 
eon-nich pum ps em pty tho hold again in 
four hours.

It is claim ed th at the craft can 
be loaded in less than tw enty hours.

Dies Happy, Believing 
Owned New York. 
He 


Shrewd Bargains Made by Benjamin 


Wallace in Real Estate. 


He Tries to Trade with the Bloom­ 
ingdale Lunatics. 


Benjamin W allace. Fays the Sunday Sun. 
was horn in Hie north of Ireland iii 1831. 
Ile had two brot liers ami two sisters. A 
rather tall, sturdy, black-haired youth of 
IS, be cam e to Now York w ith $1000 that 
be had saved and began to drake soap a t | 
134 and 136 Jane street. He did not m ake 
fancy toilet soap, hut only fam ily brands 
th at wore sure of a steady m arket. He kept 
tho book* him self, was his own foreman, 
and worked in Hie soap factory besides. To 
tho men who worked for him he paid Hie 
lowest possible wages, and lie worked with 
them to see th at thoy did not shirk. 
Ho had no personal expenses and never 
dream ed of an extravagance. Ile lodged 
with Mrs. A. W hite, a m arried sister, at iii 
Horatio street. Such a tiling as a vice was 
foreign to his saving nature. Ho neither 
drank, swore nor used tobacco. He never 
wore fine clothing. His soap was good and 
sold well. 
H ie m aterials lie used woro 
bought for cash at the lowest figure. 
Tile mouey he m ade after extending his 
business us much as tho building would 
allow ho put into real estate. The prop­ 
erty he bought was sm all houses and tene­ 
ments, ranging in value from 417000 to 
$20,000. W hen ne bought a house lie 
paid tor it in full ut once. 
Ile lent 
money on 
m ortgages, hut 
never bor­ 
rowed any except $7800 Ii© took charge of 
for a widow woman whom he knew, giving 
lier three m ortgages of $2000 each on 
houses th at ho owned as security. Ho never 
speculated excopt once in 1886, w hen ha 
thought lie knew how gold was going, and 
m ade $4800. 
In 1808 lie was well off. He heard th a t S. 
W. Jones, who owned a big soap factory at 
429 West .Sixteenth street, w anted to sell 
out on account of old age, and th at Hummer 
lie bought ti 10 property. His business con­ 
tinued to prosper, and in 1874 ho turned 
tho factorv in Sixteenth street into a tene­ 
m ent house and built a now soap factory on 
Hie lot back of it, at 430 W est Seventeenth 
street. There lie continued to prosper, ami 
had an income from his business of between 
SI.VOOG mid £90,00© ,» Y ear. 
All his income except til© few hundred 
dollars a year he spent on him self w ent to 
buy real estate, lie haunted brokers’offices 
and Hie Real E state Exchange, and w hen­ 
ever he saw anything lie considered a bar­ 
gain lie bought it nnd paid cash. This con­ 
tinued until tho spring of 1884. when lie 
owned thirty-seven houses in New York, 
Brooklyn and New Jersey, and tw enty lots 
on Hie west side, between N inety-ninth and 
Ono Hundred ami E ighth streets, 
in all 
his investm ents he was singularly fortunate 
and showed infallible judgm ent, for lie 
never lost a cent, and every piece ot prop­ 
erty he bought is now worth more than he 
paid /o r it, 
His habits of oxpendturo and daily living 
continue Hie same. He alw ays dressed in 
plain clothes and woro a plain black tie. 
Ile threw- nothing away, and had throe 
trunks fall of clothes stacked away in His 
lodgings. P art of his money lie had in­ 
vested in diam onds th a t ho had bought, be­ 
low tlieir value. For safety mid ornam ent 
he carried these w ith him, mid always wore 
a diam ond collar button ami studs. 
W lion ho was 60 years old, lust as when 
lie was 20, ho got around to his office at 
half-past 7 o’clock mid saw th at everything 
was going on all right and th a t Hie tifteen 
men in lit* factory were earning tlieir wages.

Before the men had gone 
away from the lactory in tho evening he 
was back anil tirade sure th at Hie work had 
been thoroughly done. -Then in his dingy 
office, furnished w ith two aged stained pine 
♦leaks, a couple of ohrnp scats, a green oil­ 
cloth covered chair and a cheap chrom o of 
N iagara falls, lie lighted ono candle and 
pored over hts account books. 
W hen he 
bought out Mr. Jones he kept tho book­ 
keeper, H yatt, and put a lot of tho work on 
him . But he regarded H yatt os a luxury. 
His nephew . John W hite, w ho workod 
for him . used to say:

My luxury and my 
pleasure is to m ake money.” 
In Hie w inter of 1884, Hie old m an spent 
m ore tim e than ever hunting for bargains 
in real estate. He could think of nothing 
else. At night he would return 
to his 
office, and dropping his chin on his chest 
lie would m utter to him self and figure out 
rentals and prices. His income had in­ 
creased to between $45,OOO and $00,000 a 
year, and alm ost every cent ot it, as fast as 
ne got it into his hands, went into real 
estate. Not satisfied with w hat he could 
buy and pay for at once, he bought futures, 
th at is. made contracts to receive roal estate 
ut a fixed price in the future, nnd had so 
m any outstundiag contracts by April, 1884. 
th a t it would take a year’s iucoiuo to fulfil 
them . 
N othing in all this had up to this tim e 
been recognized as insanity. 
But now ho 
lost his notions of direction and distance. 
One night when lie was coming down from 
H arlem with his nophew ho insisted that 
t hey were going in the wrong direction, and 
th a t his home was the other way. up by 
High Bridge. 
Ile thous lit the sun rose in 
tile west, and th at 430 West Seventeenth 
streot was down near tile Brooklyn bridge. 
His nephew and he had argum ents over 
this, and though 
the nephew at first 
thought tho uncle was joking, after a while 
he bqgan to think he was out of his head. 
On April 20. 1884. the old m an went to 
Brooklyn to look after rome houses lie had 
over there. Nothing was heard of bim tor 
four days. Then Hie nephew read in Hie 
papers of tho finding of an old m an at 
Canarsle. who was trying to bargain for tho 
w hole place. Ile went out and found his 
uncle, who confidingly said th a t Caunrsie 
was a nice place, and that he was con­ 
tracting to buy it for investm ent. The undo 
was brought to New York, and a sheriff’s 
jury adjudged him insane. He was taken 
to Bloom ingdale Asylum on May IO, 1884, 
on a com m itm ent signed by Judge MoAdani. 
A rthur Ingraham , a brother of Judge Ingra­ 
ham , and nephew John W hite were ap­ 
pointed to look after his property. 
W hite told His uncle ho was going to take 
him home, and started up to High Bridge in 
the direction the uncle had 
indicated. 
W hen they got to Bloomingdale Asylum 
old W allace wanted to buy its and entered 
into negotiations with Hie doctors. They 
kept him thole negotiating until tile 2d of 
July, J 886. 
Iii other respects he was sane and harm ­ 
less. 
Ile would ram ble over tho grounds. 
and m ade contracts w ith the other inm ates 
and nurses for tho purchase of all tne 
houses and lots in Mgliw 
His estim ates of 
the value of the property were aiwaysgood, 
and when he had beat 


T h e A cc o m m o d a tin g M a d m e n 
down to his figure ho would buy. Occa­ 
sionally his nephew called for him aud took 
him down town. On theso trips he would 
buy rnoro property, and was never satis­ 
fied unless lie owned a dozen m ore houses 
every tim e he returned. His great am bi­ 
tion was to buy all of Now York, and lip 
asked Ail w hom ho m et to Fell him what­ 
ever hart thereof they owned. He rem em ­ 
bered every piece that he bought, and us 
lie added piece by piece to w hat he already 
had lie figured ud how much more thoro 
was lo be bought. 
A t tiroes he grew worse and raved. Tho 
only way to soothe him was for one of lite 
attendants to be introduced as a real es ta to 
broker. 'The old m an would haggle and 
bargain, and when he had got the ugent 
down to satisfactory term s lie would close 
the bargain and be peaceful for a couple of 
weeks. 
The m anagers of his estate found th at 
shortly before it was discovered th a t lie was 
m ad lie had m ade contracts to buy some 
$70,000 worth of houses. They looked up 
Hie property and found that in every caso 
he had m ade an advantageous .bai gain. A 
year’s income of his property sufficed to 
tak e up all the m adm an’s contracts and 
perfect tho title. 
H is m ania grew worse, and in Ju n e he 
raved for more property. The asylum at­ 
tendants and his nephew sold him piece 
after piece. 
He clam ored for m ore and 
finally succeeded rn m aking a contract to 
buy the whole of New York. He was very 
happy, aud died iii peace on July 2, of tho 
general paralysis of the insane.

“H ave you m ade your w ill?” 
" It’s a splendid place down in there to die 
of asphyxia.” 
These were some of Hie ncrvc-lickling 
com m ents hurled after a New York Herald 
reporter who chanced to he at Fort Ham il­ 
ton, rn the Narrows, and w as about to un­ 
dertake a weird tr .p to Hie bottom of tho 
hay on board < f L ieutenant Zalinski's iron- 
tipped subm arine torpedo boat, the N auti­ 
lus. The people on tho dock could afford to 
bo facetious; they were not going down into 
Hie depths. Tho reporter was. arid ins an­ 
sw ering laugh therefore sounded perhaps a 
little forced and raspy, but it was well in­ 
tended. 
The N autilus has been “tied up” for a 
long tim e at the governm ent pier at Fort 
H am ilton, 
Experim ents have been carried! 
on m eanw hile w ith great activity by Lieu­ 
tenant /iilinskl and uv Mr, Joseph Holland, 
an engineer, working under the direction 
of his brother. Mr. John Holland of tills 
city, who lias perfected the engine on board. 
Yesterday’s trial trip was intended to test 
tlie value of tile experim ent so loin: going 
on, and which it was judged had sufficiently 
progressed to w arrant a "dive.” 
The reporter asked permission to take the 
first dive. The lieutenant said: "Yon can 
go if you think you want to chance it." 
Tlio "crew " of Hie boat was prom ptly on 
hand. 
It consisted of one m ali—a you, ii fill, 
nerve}’ fellow, selected for his utter dis­ 
regard for the dangers of the deep, and who 
ha* gained Hic appellation o f ‘ Tile Dyna­ 
m iter.” He descended into til© boat. which 
lay in tile w ater rolling easily on the long 
swells sent out by tile oft-passing steamers. 
The little c ran looked like a huge cigar a 
high-priced one—aud pointed at both ends. 
Tlio reporter next h flowed tho crew into 
the tu rret hole and was soon joined by 
Lieutenant Zaiinaki ami Hie L olland broth 
ers. 
Iii a few m inutes the engine was started. 
The throb and thum p of its working ami 
tho short puffs Loin Hie air valves were 
painfully loud iii the "cabin.” 
'I lits air 
compressor lias lately been perfected, nnd, 
though the boat is not constructed with any 
other idea than to dem onstrate the theory 
so long ago advanced th at subm arine sail­ 
ing is practicable, a speed of nine m iles an 
11 our lins been obtained, it worked per­ 
fectly. The air is compressed bv m eans of 
it until Hie tulles on tho port side have a 
pressure of eighty-five founds per inch and 
on Hie opposite som ething less. 
"Close the tu rret,” said the lieutenant. 
A last look outside revealed a few sol­ 
diers and civilians on tho w harf and a man 
lolling on his oars in a row boat watching 
tho m onster. 
In obi'Hence to the order the 
rap to the tu rret wa? sw ung around by an 
inside lever, nnd stout (’lam ps inside soon 
fastened it firmly down so as to exclude the 
water. 
Only the 
light 
which 
drifted 
ih through a buff’s-evo and a row of small 
(lead-lights illum ined tho cabin, and can­ 
dles were indispensable. 
“Open your valve!” 
Tim ( Sew’ turtled a stopcock. 
W ater from 
Hie hay rushed into the w ater cham bers en 
veloping the cabin, and into Hie diving bell, 
ami Hie boat began to descend with a slight 
tilting forward, where the 800 pounds ill 
the diving hell helped to l>ear it itown. On 
tile inside could he heard the plashing sud 
lapping of the w ater as the waves washed 
up witiiin tho walls to the turret. Then the 
w ater covered the shell entirely, nnd tho 
storu settled more evenly w ith the bow. 
The tu rret was soon half under. 
Down 
went tile boat faster and faster, and in a 
m om ent more a wave washed completely 
over its top. 
'I hat was a queer sensation. 
It caused the breatli to corno quick and 
short for a m inute and everybody tried to 
be iolly. 
"I’ve got a bucket of w ater here,” volun­ 
teered tho lieutenant, "but wo haven’t any 
provisions.” 
A nice prospect. It I* very easy to sink a 
boat, but to raise her is Hie question. And 
som ething to oat would lie handy, in case 
the diver could not use, to last urn ii search 
parties could Irani it to the surface, for lier 
m achinery m ight not work right. 
And 
while theso thoughts "bobbed up serenely” 
in one’s mind, tile motion of tho waves was 
no longer felt, lor the boat was entirely sub­ 
merged. Tile engine was not w orking and 
the boat was at rest on tho bottom of the 
bay. Thus was realized, though only in 
degree, Jules Verne’s im aginative "Twenty 
Thousand Leagues I arter the Sea." 
it needed only a sliding patio! in the side 
to bo opened and disclose Hie wonders of 
the subm arine depths. Fish were perhaps 
nosing about the smooth sides of tho coni­ 
cal craft in wonder or scurrying away from 
it in terror. 
The panel schem e would bo a good ono, 
b u tin lieu of the "dead lights” were handy. 
No fish, however, were to ho seen through 
them , but dead leaves sud seaweed flouted 
about helical ii the surface, moved by the 
outgoing tide. Looking up through tlio 
bufl’B-nye in the crown or roof, tlio w ater 
wras 
lighter. 
Tira 
sun’s 
ruys 
drifted 
down 
through 
it, 
m aking 
it 
trans­ 
lucent, and objects, liko shadows passing 
on the surface, oast below them a deeper 
shadow still, which looked queer in tho 
weird greenish waters. 
Tho w ater was 
tw elve lect deep thereabouts. The N auti­ 
lus, subm erged, ordinarily draws six lect 
An easy calculation showed tho depth of 
the boat. A yacht m ight sail over it 
And now an odd feeling becnnio noticea­ 
ble. The.compressed air liberated into tho 
"cabin” rendered the atm osphere darner 
than under norm al condition!, and there 
was a ringing in Hic ears of those on board. 
Perspiration was forced from Hie skin. 
although tho air was not warm, and Hie re­ 
porter’s collar begun to wilt sadly. 
"Lot us go u p .” 
Mr. Ito'land finally suggested tikis very 
calm ly. Would silo "go un?” Everybody 
aw aited the result of the order eagerly. 
Tile fate of tho boat, rn ay ho of its passen­ 
gers, depended upon it. 
At a signal the 
crew opened a valve. 
A sound of rushing 
air from tho tubes indicated that. tile div­ 
ing bell was being rid of Its weight of 
w ater. How quickly it was all done. Only 
fourteen seconds, aud relieved of only 800 
pounds of water, Hie boat rose until tlio top 
of Hic tu rret shot into Hie light and air 
above Hie surface. 
By m anipulating two valves, tho w ater 
was driven from Hie w ater cham hers to tho 
diving hell, and thence forced outside 
until eighteen inches of Hie roof of Hie 
shell were out of w ater and the tu rret could 
be unclam ped. Tira dense air in the bont 
rushed out of Hie opening, and tho pressure 
of tlra atm osphere wan reduced. Tira sarno 
strange ringing in the ears made tho occu­ 
pants of til© boat alivo to th at fact. Tira 
adventurous quintet were soon welcomed 
bv their friends on tho dock. Tira vessel 
had been half an hour on tile bottom.

"T hat settles tlio practicability of the 
boat,” said L ieutenant Zulinski.

THE YACHT THEIR TOMB. 


Six 
Women and a Man 
Drowned off Sandy Hook. 


Th« Tarty Imprisoned in the Cabio 


Poring the Storm. 


Captain Gully Brings Six Bodies to 
the Surface. 


N e w Y o r k , July s i .—In a savage hail 
Btorm th at whipped big breakers upon the 
sands of Sandy Hook, last night, 
the 
sohooner-yaclit Sarah Craig turned over iii 
the 
sea and became the tom b of six 
ladies and a gentlem an. T heir friends, 
clinging 
for 
life 
to 
the 
side 
of 
Hie 
vessel. 
heard 
for a 
long 
tim e the cries and struggles of the dying 
victim s within. 
It was on Tuesday m orn­ 
ing last th at the yacht left the Spruce- 
street w harf in Philadelphia, carrying one 
of the m erriest parties th a t ever left tho 
old 
Q uaker City. 
A group of 
pretty 
young 
ladies 
in 
black 
and 
red- 
striped yachting dresses 
stood on the 
deck 
and 
waived their 
handkerchiefs, 
while rive stalw art young men. In natty 
sailor suits, stood beside a tall, w hite haired 
old lady near the m ainm ast The party 
had been made up for a trip of ten days, 
and 
intended to visit Cape May, 
At­ 
lantic City, Long Branch, Bay 
Ridge, 
and 
Coney 
Island, 
It 
consisted 
of 
the venerable wife of T. Hood Stevens, the 
president of an insurance company, her two 
daughters, Miss Cora E. Stevens and Miss 
Mamie Stevens; ? 
s E m m a M erritt and 
ber sister Rebecca M erritt; Miss Maud E. 
Petten. and C hester Clarke, the chief tele­ 
graph operator of Hie Pennsylvania railw ay 
in Philadelphia; / . W. Jordan, F. W. Hall, 
Marcius Bulkley and Alfred Potter. With 
the exception of Mrs. Stevens all were young 
people. A colored cook and a colored waiter 
assisted Captain Edward C. Ruland and 
his crew of two m en in providing for the 
comforts of ihe tourists. 
W ith a gentle sea and m ild breezes the 
cruise was one long d elig h t Cape May ami 
Atlantic City were 
both 
visited. 
The 
schooner left the latter place for New York 
yesterday m orning 
at 
daybreak. 
All 
day 
the 
sky 
was 
blue, 
the 
water 
glassy and the sun bright. 
Tho 
sky 
bogan to grow grnv a t about 6 o’clock. 
The 
dark 
N avesink 
H ighlands were 
half a mile away. Ju st then a black cloud 
appeared in the sky and a few drops of rain 
splashed on the deck. Captain Ruland re­ 
quested tile ladies to go into Ilia cabin, and 
they laughingly tripped down the compan­ 
ionway, followed by their four escorts, who 
were laden w ith chairs. Tho rest of the 
siory can better be told in the language of 
Mr. Jordan, one of the survivors, 
"We had hardly got below," he said, 
"when a puff of wind struck the vessel and 
shook her badly. Captain Ruland fastened 
Ins rudder wheel with a piu and run for­ 
ward to let down tho jib. 
T h e J i b S t u c k F a s t . 
and couldn’t be brought down. Mr. Potter, 
Mr. Hall and Mr. Bulkley ran up on deck to 
help pull down the jib. Just then a second 
burst of wind struck tho yacht and threw 
lier over on her side. The sea cam e sw irl­ 
ing into the cabin. A sudden m ovem ent of 
the w ater threw mo into the com panion­ 
way, 
and 
I 
was 
dragged 
out 
l.y 
Mr. Potter. The Tidies and Mr. Clarke were 
behind, and all moans of escape were cut 
off. as the deck sin k under the surface. 
Tlie sea washed over tho vessel in perfect 
breakers. I saw all tho m en hanging on the 
side, up to their waists in water. The air 
was full of hailstones. Many of them were 
two inches in diam eter. 
One of them gave 
mo a black eye. We had to hang on with 
all our strength and keep our heads down 
to keep the hail lrom tearing our oyes out. 
"My 
God,

again." 
We could 
hear 
the 
ladies 
crying 
pitifully 
inside and beating their hands and heads 
against Hie walls. I would have given a 
thousand lives for an axe to cut a hole and 
let them out. 
T heir prayers ami moons 
almost drove us insane, as we drifted along 
helpless to save them aud waiting for 
death ourselves. 
"B ut the thing th a t alm ost froze my 
heart was a white arm and hand th a t was 
stretched out of a dead-light undor the 
water. It was one of the young ladies ap­ 
pealing for help. I crawled over and took 
hold 
of 
tho 
hand. 
It 
d u n g 
to 
mine, 
hut I could 
do 
nothing 
but 
ciy. As the young lady’s cries became 
weaker, I took a ring from her finger as 
gently as I could, then tho hand ami arm 
sank back again. I heard an awfu) wail. I 
have the ring in my pocket. We took one 
of the 
fenders 
from 
the 
side of the 
schooner and tried to break a hole through 
the vessel und save our friends, but it was 
a ltin vain. Twice I was washed into the 
sea, and twice I clam bered on tho wreck. 
In the distance we could see two tugs. 
and we tried to signal them . 
At last 
the yawl of pilot boat No. 5 appeared w ith 
two m en in it. They asked us to get in their 
boat, but we refused, for we could still hear 
the lathes begging for their lives inside of 
the vessel. 
W hat we w anted was an axe 
or a tug to tow us into shallow w ater 
where 
we 
could 
get 
to our friends. 
The 
m ate of 
our boat, Mr. Ferguson, 
was sent with the yawl to ask one of the 
tugboats to help us. Then we hoisted a 
coat on an oar and waved it. Soon the lit­ 
tle tugboat W illiam Cram p came up to us. 
The captain of the tug asked up to corno on 
board, but wo all said we could not leave 
the schooner w hile there wore 
LiIvIuk F c rio u i la lie r. 
The Cram p threw us 
a lino and we 
fastened it to the 
traveller. 
We 
were 
towed for a few m inutes towards shore and 
then the line tore away the traveller and a 
portion of the 
bulw ark 
w ith 
it. Tho 
storm 
was 
so 
furious 
th at 
tho 
tug 
was driven off. B ut she 
m anaged 
to 
pick 
up 
one of 
tho 
stew ards 
and one of tho crew who were in the water. 
Then the big tug, B. T. Haviland, dashed 
up to us and threw us a hawser. C aptain 
Ruland tried to pass the lino to u s bu t it 
was jerked into the sea. Then we were all 
dragged on board of the Cramp 
w ith 
lines. 
Tho 
sea 
was 
so 
high 
th at 
the 
captain of 
the Cram p 
asked 
to 
get 
under the 
lee of 
the 
big 
tugs 
to keep from being swamped. As the two 
tugs approached 
we 
jum ped from the 
Cram p to the Haviland. 
By this tune the 
scream s of the ladies had ceased, and we 
could bear nothing but the bowling of the 
wind and waves. All night we towed tho 
wreck against the tide, and in tho m orning 
we grounded lier at tho governm ent dock 
on Sandy Hook.’’ 
It was a ghostly crew th a t staggered out 
on the sand and watted for tho dead today. 
At daybreak the wreck had drifted a quar­ 
ter of a m ile easterly from tho spot where 
tho disaster happened, to near the end 
of 
the 
governm ent 
dock. 
Tho 
tugs 
gave 
up 
trying 
to 
right 
lier 
aud 
she 
was 
m erely 
iastened 
to prevent 
further drifting. At about 5 o’clock in tho 
m orning Captain T. ll. Patterson of the 
bandy Hook life-saving station, who, witli 
his crew, had done noble work all night, 
saw from tho hurricane deck of the H aviland 
a dark object floating in the water near the 
wreck. It was the corpse of Mrs. Stevens. 
Captain Gully of the Haviland, then deter­ 
mined to dive after the bodies himself. 
An eye-witness tells the following story 
of his recovery of the bodies: "Tying a 
strong rope around his body ho surveyed 
the wreck for a m om ent and suddenly 
leaped overboard. In a few m om ents he 
returned em pty handed. Again he tried, 
and then throw ing tho rope away because 
is im peded him, dived once more, he rose 
to the surface again w ith som ething in Ins 
arms. 
A second more and tho captain’s 
ruddy face appeared, and looking into his 
was another face ghastly in death, it was 
th a t of Miss Stevens. Again lie w ent down 
and again returned with a second burden; 
it was the one m ale victim of the disaster. 
Chester C laik. 
Mrs. Stevens had been 
found early in tho m orning clinging to tho 
rigging, and up to this tim e tnreo of the 
m issing seven had been found. 
At 4 o’clock Mr. Potter. Mr. Jordan and 
myself w ent out to tho tug and rowed 
Aramid the U ockint Schooner.

Thomas McDougall and W. A ustin Good­ 
man, attorneys for the com m ittee of IOO, 
and Isaac J. Miller, chairm an of th a t com­ 
m ittee. 
Fred Herm an, the absconding infirm ary 
director, was the tool to be used. 
W hen he 
left Cincinnati, after the infirm ary ex­ 
posure, 
he 
proceeded 
to 
England. 
His 
sister, Mrs, It. B. Boone, wife of 
a 
young 
lawyer, 
was 
devoted 
to 
him. 
before Boing away he confided 
to hor the fact th at he knew that an ex­ 
m em ber of Hie Legislature and au ex-chief 
of police, both prom inent Democrats, had 
brought the nineteenth-w ard ballot boxes 
to his house the night of the October elec­ 
tion and tam pered with them. Mrs. Boone 
thought 
if 
overtures 
could bo made 
to leading Republicans by which 
Fred 
could tell w hat lie knew about this m atter, 
it m ight result in getting out of his trouble. 
She called to see M urat Halstead at the 
Coirtmercial-Gazette office and told him 
w hat she knew. 
In an affidavit or statem ent which the 
E nquirer publishes from her, she states 
th at Halstead became very much excited 
aud told lier th at if she would have Her­ 
m an swear th at John R. McLean was im­ 
plicated iii the m atter, he would guarantee 
H erm an 
pardon and a liberal sum of 
money 
besides. 
Mrs. Boone 
said 
she 
could not do so, as Mr. McLean was not 
present, and so far as she knew was ignor­ 
ant of tile entire affair. She saw Halstead 
several tim es and he constantly became 
more liberal in his otters. He said he was 
bound to send John McLean to the peniten­ 
tiary, or have him indicted anyhow. 
lie made an appointm ent with her to 
meet Thom as McDougall, un attorney, at 
the Comiiiercial-Gazette office. Sho went 
there, and McDougall pictured w hat the 
horrible fate of her brother would be should 
lie go to the penitentiary, and used every 
argum ent to fndu<'e her to leave Herm an, 
as one of the conditions ol his pardon, and 
im plicate McLean. He not only w'anted this. 
but he desired to have plenty of corroborat­ 
ing evidence, and w anted Mis. Boone to 
sw ear th at she was calling on her brother 
that night, and saw him herself. All this 
site refused to do, and they finally agreed 
to pardon the absconding director for the 
evidence he could give concerning other 
parties. 
W. Austin Goodman, 
Halstead, 
Isaac J. Miller and McDougall gave her a 
w ritten agreem ent to this effect, which 
was to tie torn up as soon as her brother 
was a free mar.. 
Tlie arrangem ents were m ade for F red’s 
return. Mrs. Boone went to New York to 
m eet him and brought him here. They 
were m et by isaac J. Miller, the chairm an 
of the com m ittee of IOO. and McLean’s 
deadly enemy. They got H erm ann into a 
carriage and drove off, leaving her stand­ 
ing in the stre e t 
H erm ann tried to escape 
from tho carriage aud cried, "Save me, 
sister, save me." 
l^ate th a t night, in a blinding storm , she 
got up to M iller’s house on Price’s hill and 
was refused adm ittance. She beat on the 
door until Miller cam e out and threatened 
her w ith 
arrest. 
He 
had 
kidnapped 
Herm ann and ii ACI him a prisoner in his 
house. The sister was not allow ed to see 
him. 
The result was be went before the grand 
jury and told the story Halsted, McDougall. 
Goodman and Miller wanted him to. The 
jury refused to Indict. Again he was sm ug­ 
gled away, but in a few weeks appeared be­ 
fore another grand jury. They refused to 
indict McLean on H erm ann’s testim ony, 
although the jury had beon especially 
packed for the purpose, w ith Gazzam Gano, 
a prom inent m em ber of the com m ittee of 
160, as forem an. The vote was close, how­ 
ever. 
H erm ann was tried and found guilty and 
sentenced to tw elve years in tlie peniten­ 
tiary. Governor Foraker showed him self 
a party to the scheme by pardoning him be­ 
fore lie left the county jail. Mrs. Boone was 
paid $500 by Goodman, who dem anded and 
received $200 of it, but took a receipt 
for $500 from the w oman. The agreem ent 
for the pardon was torii up in her presence 
by Goodman, but she afterw ards picked up 
the pieces aud pasted them together.

Its head 
was about a foot broad anil shaped like a 
turtle's, but it t^oukl not draw it in, It had 
flappers m ore like those of a seal than of a 
turtle, and its back was covered with a 
sheil which was not hard like a tu rtle’s. 
but tough, and had ridges extending fore 
and aft. 
These ridges were about two 
inches high and six inches apart, 
The strange) fish was brought in shore, 
and a t the landing was covered with a 
canvas to screen it from tho view of tho 
curious. A tent was soon erected over it 
and a sign put out—"A great sea monster, 
the first over seen in these w aters: adm is­ 
sion, IO cents." 
Hundreds of people visitort the curiosity, 
and many of them were of the opinion th at 
tho sea serpent had been captured after all.

XVa* I n c lin e d « • b e S iip * r » (ltlo iu ,” 
said a gentlem en recently, "tho sights I 
observed between here and the Sandwich 
Islands would afford him abundant m ate­ 
rial with which to exercise his fancy, 
As 
soon as night set in th e w ater seemed to 
ignite and turn to fire. 
The bows were 
covered with it, and every droD th at foil 
upon the deck appeared like m olten gold, 
and the sails assumed a ghostly hue. 
I 
took up some of tlie w ater in a bucket; but 
theie was nothing there, aud it was a m ys­ 
tery.” 
The phosphorescence of the Pacific is vory 
sim ilar to th at of the A tlantic, and is owing 
to the presence of innum erable m inute ani­ 
mals th at in some w ay—as yet a secret—give 
out a strangely brilliant light. These lum i­ 
nous forms can i e found by < ai etui search, 
aud consist of worm*, jelly-fishes and crus­ 
taceans of various kinds. Oho of tho most 
interesting is a little anim al called the 
salpa, wiiich bas a facility at tim e of joining 
with others and loriniug chains, often sev­ 
eral hundred lect in length, and when 
viewed from the topm ast of a vesseL present 
the appearance of fiery sea serpents wind­ 
ing their way over the sea. The jelly-fishes 
are equally brilliant, and large ones present 
a m agnificent spectacle, especially on the 


E astern coast in th e fall, when they are 
ground up and beat upon the rocks, con­ 
verting the entire shore into a scene of 
splendor difficult to describe. 
A nother anim al, som etim es m et with b r 
vessels 
plying between 
the 
Sandwich 
Islands and San Francisco, is colum nar in 
form, and is known to sailors as the "fire- 
barrel ’; in fact they resem ble long, narrow, 
red-hot fire-barrels. One vessel, farther to 
ihe south, met a school of them several 
miles in extent, and when .she sailed itUo 
them a light was produced th at was sak rto 
be appalling in its effect. The light of the 
stars was alm ost com pletely dim m ed; a 
w ave of fireseeim d to gather about the 
bow-, and every rope and halyard cast a 
shadow' upon deck, as th e lim bs of trees do 
under the electric light. 
W ith all this seem ing tiro it is a light 
w ithout heat, a seem ing combustion w ith­ 
out loss of m atter, a phenom enon th at oc­ 
curs in the anim al, vegetable and m ineral 
kingdom s, in life and death, in growth and 
in decay. Dead fishes often gleam with a 
pale light. Living ones from the deep sea 
are provided w ith lum inous organs upon 
their head and sides to illum inate the deep 
caverns they inhabit. 
The dead fiber of 
wood gleam s with a soft glow, while near 
Salt Lake a lim estone cannot bo touched 
w ithout giving out a soft light, m uch to tho 
astonishm ent of tho workers in It, 
Star 
fishes and sea urchins ate often lum inous. 
The m arigold of the garden, the oriental 
poppy, various toadstools, and ferns em it 
light: in fact, this curious phenom ena is 
found everywhere, and even the worm is 
said to be phosphorescent by some.

and 
Delaware. 
Though this 
year’s crop is largo, it is not expected thai 
it will equal th at of 1875. It is thought by 
experts th a t it will equal tho crop of 1879, 
which stands next on the record to th at of 
1875, According to present estim ates, 2,- 
581,000 baskets will be shipped this year 
from the eastern shore of M aryland and 
D elaw are by rail. 
Among the early peaches now arriving 
at this a n a other m arkets are tho Beatrice. 
Louise, Early Rivers. Amsdens, Juno. Alex­ 
anders and 
W aterloo. 
They are little 
things, all seed and skin; they have the 
smell, but not the flavor, of the true peach. 
Ns com pared to the Crawford. Old Mixon, 
Susquehanna and other fine varieties they 
am ount to absolutely nothing. 
Tho next variety com ing into m arket will 
he T roth’s earl" Crawfords, late Crawfords, 
Old Mixon and Smocks. 
O ther varieties 
followup order. 
K ent and Queen A nne's 
counties iii M aryland have good crops, hut 
Talbot, Dorchester and Caroline have but a 
third of a crop.

Im pecunious nobility will 
have a good job th is season on the eastern 
shore of M aryland arid tho lower portion 
of pelftw are picking peaches. 
The Brandywine, a

peach, seems to promise well, but has not 
been grown long enough to he positively 
determ ined upon, either as to tim e or yield. 
The varieties m ost largely cultivated in 
C ulvert county, are the Troth, Foster Recs’ 
Favorite, Stum p the World, Old Mixon, 
Crawford Early, and Crawford Late. The 
last nam ed, if properly suited in soil, is o h o 
of ttie largest, m ost beautiful and m ost 
profitable 
grown in southern M aryland. 
W hen, however, it happens to be planted iii 
a soil not adapted to it, it is one of the most 
worthless. 
The C hristiana and the Comet 
are standard varieties th a t also m ake good 
promises.

For the last six weeks, says Dr. William) 
son Bryden, th ere has prevailed am ong tin 
horses of Boston aud vicinity a disease that 
has been alm ost epidemic. 
It is an in 
fluenza.that presents itself in several forma 
In one form —which is perhaps the m ajoritj 
of cases—it is sim ply a catarrhal influenzas 
slight inflam m ation of the m ucus surface 
of the nostril.w ith some fever aud consider­ 
able elevation of the tem perature. In aggra­ 
vated cases it presents, in addition to the 
influenza, a sw elling of the legs. In others 
there is present a rheum atic form, which 
m ight be m istaken for a case of founders. 
With proper treatm en t the disease passes 
off easily. 
Still another variety, and one th at has 
seldom been seen in Boston, Is an aphthous 
form. The m outh becomes perfectly raw, 
ami although the horse is not, very ill. he is 
unable to eat or to be driven. Trouble 
conies bere, if, as is som etim es tho ease, 
horses are not taken care of for a few days. 
If they are driven or not taken special care 
of tatal results come, either from a lower­ 
ing of the h eart action or a form of conges­ 
tion of the lungs. Cottage City, Cohasset, 
Swam pscott aud some other seaside resorts 
have presented m any eases of the aphthoid 
class. W hether the disease is epizootic oi 
enzootic is difficult to say. It is essential 
ti,at the horses afflicted should be taken 
care of, put under m edical care or given 
good nursing, to avoid tho secondary symp­ 
tom s which m ight follow.

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TWO MILLION KNIGHTS. 


How the Great Order Was 
Brought to Life. 


Absolute Secresy for the First Three 


Years it Existed. 


Few Members Expelled—The Im­ 
mense Income Received. 


Ph iladelphia, July 31.—It Is doubtful 
lf the half a dozen men who mot in a back 
parlor of a small Philadelphia residence in 
3 867. and organized the Knights of Labor, 
had the remotest idea that within a scoreof 
years that infant organization would grow 
to be the most powerful in the world. That 
it has become, with its 8000 local assem­ 
blies, upon whose rolls arc a total member­ 
ship of nearly 2,000,000. For two years the 
growth of the order was very slow, owing 
to the extreme secrecy maintained, no rec­ 
ord of tho meetings even being kept, 
through fear of divulging even tho exist­ 
ence of such a society. Great care was 
taken in selecting persons for membership, 
and no effort was made to extend it beyond 
very narrow limits in the city of its birth. 
A few men with ideas were initiated dur­ 
ing those two years, hoverer, and they 
made plans 
for the enlargement 
and 
strengthening of the organization. James 
L Wright, tho most prominent member at 
that time, insisted that tho order could bo 
made something more than a local society. 
Up to that time the initiation was little 
more than the taking of an oath not to re­ 
veal the fact that such an organization ex­ 
isted. 
New charges to candidates were 
prepared the secret work was extended 
and an effort was made to organize local 
assemblies in other cities. 
Several trades unions took hold of the 
order at the end of tile two years. It grew' 
rapidly in Philadelphia. Camden. N. J., as 
well as the suburbs of Philadelphia and 
several cities in the interior of Pennsyl­ 
vania. had “locals” within a few months. 
New York’s first number was ”28,” there 
boing about 3<>00 meiniers in tho order 
when “I- A. 28” was formed, the members 
of that assembly being gold-beaters. 
The chief obstacle to the growth of the 
order, however, was its extreme secrecy. 
E a rly In itia te s Go I t m ind. 
It was at that time the most secret organi­ 
zation in the world, taking into considera­ 
tion tho extent of its membership. No one 
knew what he was joining. A friend called 
upon him at his house or met him upon tho 
street aud proposed a walk, or asked him to 
accompany him on business The meeting 
place reached, the friend asked him to w.iit 
in the ante-romn a few minutes while the 
friend "attended to a little m atter.” Two 
minutes later lie was conjoined by a man 
whom lie did not reiognize ami was asked 
lf he was willing to become a member of a 
society, tho object of which was to benefit 
the workingman. 
Counter Questions were 
useless, and remained unanswered. 
If he 
was willing to become a member after be­ 
ing told that no obligation w hich would in 
any way conflict with his religious or polit­ 
ical opinions would be administered, the 
initiation, short and impressive, followed. 
If not ire was allowed to go. and was none 
the wiser for being taken to the ante­ 
room by his friend. 
Until after the oath 
of absolute secresy was administered tile 
candidate could not recognize a person in 
the hall. So careful were the members in 
selecting persons for admission that very 
few failed to enter when tho test question 
was asked. A few' did, however, and the 
fact that there was in existence a secret, 
society composed of workingmen became 
known. The name of the organization, or 
who were members of it. was not known 
until three years after it was organized. 
F irst Removal of Secresy. 
Much of the original socresy was re­ 
moved, and at the third annual session of 
the General Assembly a big fight occurred 
avera motion to do away with what, in 
fact, no longer existed. The original mem­ 
bers contended I lint it would not do; that 
lf it became known who were members 
every cho of them would lose his employ­ 
ment. 
Finally an cut,re ( bange in the 
working cf the older was adopted, the priu- 
jiples remaining as they were. 
The oath was done away with and simply 
sn obligation on honor was adopted. Tho 
wily changes, in fact, were mallow the name 
and object of the organization to be known 
aud to permit a member to toll that he be­ 
longed to it if he otiose, but still prohibit­ 
ing nim from divulging the name of any 
«Utec mpmh&r without that member’s per­ 


mission. This was considered a sufficient 
guarantee that employers would not be able 
to learn who of 
their workmen were 
Knights of Labor unless the latter were 
willing that they should know. 
The obli­ 
gation formulated at thatsession of the gen­ 
eral assembly remains the same with a few 
minor changes. 
A preamble setting forth 
t he objects and principles of ti ie order was 
authorized and a constitution to govern all 
local assemblies was adopted. 
The increase in membership after the 
adoption of tho changes by the local assem­ 
blies 
as very rapid, and when the time for 
the next annual session arrived it was 
found necessary to divide the order into 
districts. The late U. S. Stephens, whoso 
portrait hangs in thousands of local assem­ 
bly rooms, was then general master work­ 
man, and it was he who suggested the dis­ 
trict assemblies. Philadelphia took No. I, 
and Camden’s ditrict. across tho Delaware, 
was No. 2. 
The membership then was 
60,000. 
Assemblies were formed in every large 
city in America within a year after the veil 
I of secresy was raised. 
Many “locals” 
I lapsed, but the membership increased stead- 
I fly. It is estimated that 4,000,000 men and 
women have taken the obligation of tho 
I Knights of Labor during the past eighteen 
! years. Tho greatest growth was during 
I May last,, when 877 new assemblies were 
organized and HO wore reorganized. In­ 
cluded in the latter list were numbers 8, IO, 
12, 17 and 20 in Philadelphia and 28 in 
New York, showing that mnny of tho oldest 
assemblies ba l lapsed, but were revived 
during the great struggles in tile Southwest 
in April. 
A u A r m y «*f Em ploye*. 
A visit to the headquarters of tho (jfder 
at Fifth and Locust streets, PhiladelDhia, 
would surprise many w ho believe that tho 
strength 
of the organization has been 
exaggerated. In Secretary-Treasurer Tur­ 
ner’s office a score of clerks of both sexes 
are busily at w'ork (fight hours each day, 
and Chief Clerk Henry G. Taylor of Now 
York finds it necessary often to einnloy ex­ 
tra help in order t o keep up with the in­ 
creasing business. 
When tho vast amount 
of work that is done by tho secretary-trcas- 
urer and his assistants is considered the 
large force of clerks doos not seem out of 
place. Them are threo tunes as many men 
in the pay of the General Assembly in that 
one building now as there were persons 
who attended the organization of the order 
eighteen years aga 
A glance at tho socretary-treasurer’s re­ 
port for one month goes far to show tho 
vast extont of the order. As audited bv 
General Auditor John G. Caville of 350 
Fulton street, Brooklyn, it is semi that the 
receipts for per capita paid during May last 
was #27,836 83. There was $83,000 in the 
hands of the treasurer on May I 
The ex­ 
penditures 1or current expenses for the 
month were 516,806 7”. In addition to the 
receipts from per capita, several thousand 
dollars were received for the "Assistance 
fund.” The per capita is six cents per 
quarter, and the $27,856 received in May 
was the last of the quarter’s receipts.

An Immense Income. 
As by far the largest portion cf the funds 
of the order are in the district assemblies, 
the figures given above do not give a cor­ 
rect idea of the amount p ud into the order 
by members each year. The dues average 
82 50 per year for each member, and the 
aggregate receipts for 1886 in the local 
assemblies will exceed $5,000,000, includ­ 
ing assessments. 
The per capita to district assemblies is the 
same as to the general assembly, six cents 
a quarter in nearly all of the districts. As­ 
sessments are levied oftener by the districts 
than bv the general assembly and the 
money is turned over much more quickly. 
In case of a big strike or n lock out the cash 
is frequently paid out upon the same night 
on which it is received, in very urgent cases 
the locals advance assessments before col­ 
lecting them from the individual members. 
it Is also a common thing for committees of 
strikers to appeal directly to local assem­ 
blies for aid ana they uevergo away empty­ 
handed. 
Expulsion* Lr am the O rder. 
An interesting statistic of the order is the 
number of persons who hav e been expelled 
and the manner in which informati<m#)f 
each expulsion, suspension or riunsr^ 0- 


m ent is given to the various local assem­ 
blies.

Improvements Needed in Riv­ 
ers and Harbors. 


Comparative Expenditures of England, 
France and Germany. 


Colonel Edward Moore on the Sums 
Appropriated by Congress.

Now, is it not fair to pi'e- 
surne that these ventleinen know what is 
needed to aid them in tlioir business mat­ 
ters, aud to improve our rivers and harbors? 
I find a clause in this hill which gives Hie 
secretary of war full control of tho expendi­ 
ture of Hie money appropriated for the 
improvement of these rivers and harbors. 
It also says that the work shall be let, after 
public advertisement, tothe lowest responsi­ 
ble Kidder. All of tho work called for under 
this bill is to bo done under the supervision 
of the United States Engineer Corps, no.cd 
for its engineering ability and honesty. As 
the records show, there has never been a 
dollar misappropriated by any officer of this 
corps. Is it not fair to presume that the 
business men of the South and West who 
are calling for the improvement of their 
waterways are as honest and as able to 
judge what is needod to aid comntere in 
their section as we are to judge of w hat is 
needed for the commerce of our New Eng­ 
land coast? If the money which Congress 
appropriates for these river and harbor im­ 
provements goes directly to the object for 
which it was appropriated, where is tile 
steal? is it fair and just for the press to 
denounce tho public and business men of 
this country as thieves and plunderers 
when thoro has not beon a caso cited to 
show that tho money voteo for the«o im­ 
provements has been 
misappropriated? 
l ite press of New England and the East are 
denouncing the present river and harbor 
bill as extravagant nu account of the large 
appropriations made for tile improvement 
of our Western and Southern waterways- 
I have taken the trouble to look over the 
reports of tile commissioners of customs to 
ascertain what the commerce of the West­ 
ern States is, and will take the commerce 
of Boston, New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore and compare it with the com­ 
merce of Chicago and Milwaukee. I find 
In tho report cf I88<i that the tonnage of 
the vessels winch entered in I he, district 
of New York for the twolvo months w'as 
5,058,650. The tonnage of vessels which 
entered and cleared at the ports of Boston. 
Philadelphia and Baltimore during Hie 
same twelve 
months 
was 
16.264,575. 
The tonnage of vessels which entered 
and cleared at the ports of Chicago and 
Milwaukee for seven months of the same 
year, while the lakes were open to naviga­ 
tion, was 16,437,141, an amount exceeding 
by nearly 250,000 tons all of the commerce 
of Boston. Philadelphia and Baltimore for 
the full year. The estimated tonnage which 
passed through the St. Clair river during 
Hie same time was over 20,000.000 of tons. 
Vici to this the vast local commerce of 
Lakes Superior, Huron, Erie and Ontario, 
with 
Georgian bay, 
and your readers 
will get an idea of the commerce of 
our interior waterways. Now is it surpris­ 
ing that this vast amount of commerce 
should call for large outlays on our West­ 
ern lakes, rivers, creeks and canals? A 
very large part of this commerce originates 
from these very trout streams and creeks 
which the press are denouncing. Is this 
vast com pierce af importance to our coun­ 
try’ If it is it should have the fostering 
care cf oar government. In making im- 
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pavem ents to these small streams you add 
to the commerce of the country, for you en­ 
able the producer to get his products to 
market, aud the country derives a greater 
benefit for tho amount expended on these 
small streams than it docs for the large 
amounts expended on our seacoast harbors. 
One would bo led to believe in lending 
your comments on this bill that you were 
going back to the old Jacksonian princi­ 
ples; but I can hardly believe this, as T he 
G l o b e has boon too progressive in the past 
as to M oot such a course us this for tho 
future. Why should you denounce this bill 
as extravagant when the engineers’ reports 
show that it is not near lurge enough to 
meet the wants of commerce or to enable 
them 
to 
do 
the 
work economically. 
There is not a harbor on the Atlantic 
or Gulf coast but what needs improving to 
enable our larger class of vessels to enter 
them at all stages.of the tide. The reports 
of England. France. Russia, Germany and 
even Canada, show that these governments 
are making yearly expeditions on their 
waterways far exceeding those of the 
United States, although we have a much 
larger number of harbors and livers to care 
for than either of Hie governments named.

treal to the sea. We are obliged to pay 
tribute to Calinda on all our products sent 
by water to our ports east of Buffalo. Can­ 
ad a today controls the American lakes by 
the improvements which silo has made 
in 
her 
waterways, 
and

case 
of 
trouble with England tho English gunboats 
could pass from tho sea to the bond of Lake 
Superior. Do the press and people of these 
old countries denounce theso improvements 
to their waterways as steals and jobs? lf 
you will examine the reports calling for 
these works in til© present bill, you will 
find that fully 80 per cont, of the amount 
appropriated goes directly or indirectly to 
the pockets of the laboring man; aud I 
would like to ask what better uso can be 
made of tile surplus than to use it for 
honest labor, and, at tho same time, to im­ 
prove and aid the commerce of our country?

I have learned to dis­ 
trust m ankind, and to rely upon nothing 
mundane. 
One thing I desire to say in this little 
diary so th at in case I should die suddenly 
to a railroad accident the public and my 
generous patrons, especially, m ay know the 
truth.

Battle (lad Raged Fiercely. 


Experiences of an Artilleryman in 
Search of Adventure. 


SECOND PAPER. 


[Frank Wilkeson In New York Star.) 
Between 2 and 3 o’clock tho fire in our 
front slackened. We did not advance. 
In­ 
deed, I saw no general officer on tho battle 
line to take advantage of any opportunity 
th a t tho b attle’s tide m ight expose to a man 
of m ilitary ta le n t I had seen some general 
officers near the reserves, but none on the 
front line. I noticed the lack of artillery, 
and saw th a t tho nature of the ground for­ 
bade its use. Our line was fed w ith fresh 
troops, and greatly strengthened. Boxes 
of cartridges were carried to us, and we 
helped ourselves. 
We were standing be­ 
hind trees or lying on the ground, and occa­ 
sionally 
shooting 
a t 
the 
Confederate 
line, 
or 
where 
their 
line 
should 
have 
been. 
Some 
of 
tho 
old 
sol­ 
diers m uttered about things in general, 
and Infernal rebel dodges in particular, and 
darkly hinted th a t tbe sudden slackening 
of the fire in our front boded no good to us. 
Soon a storm of yells, followed instantly by a 
roar of m usketry, rolled to us from the left, 
and not distant* Almost instantly It was an- 
swercd by a cheer and a volley of m usketry, 
We sprang to our feet. and were in line, but 
there was nothing in strength ahead of us. 
To the left the noise increased in volume. 
The m usketry was thunderous. Soon af­ 
frighted m en rushed through the woods to 
our rear, not in ones and twos, but in dozens 
and scores, and as they sw ept past us they 
cried loudly: 
. 
"W e are flanked! 
Hill s corps has got 
around our left." 
Officers gave com m ands which I dirt not 
understand, but I did as my com rades did, 
and we were speedily faced at right angles 
to our original position, which was held by 
a heavy skirm ish Hue. Many of the men 
who were running from the battlefield 
dropped into our line, and rem ained with 
tis until nightfall. I saw men from a dozen 
different regim ents standing in our line. 
We were dreadfully nervous, 
and felt 
around blindly for a few m inutes,not know ­ 
ing w hat to d a Then we were reassured bv 
seeing a staff officer explaining som ething 
to the com m ander of the regim ent, a young 
major. This officer 
th e W o r d A lo n g th e L in e 
th at the Second Corps had come up just In 
tim e to close up a gap betw een the two 
corps, through which tbe Confederate Gen­ 
eral Hill had endeavored to thrust a heavy 
column of infantry. .Speedily we got back 
into our original position. 
In a few m in­ 
utes we saw a thin line of gray figures, not 
much heavier than a strong skirm ish line. 
advancing rapidly tow ard us. They yelled 
loudly and continuously. We l ogan firing 
rapidly, and so did they. 
They 
came 
quite 
close 
to 
us, 
say 
w ithin 
seventv-five yards, and 
covered 
tliem- 
ralves 
as 
well 
as 
they 
could. We 
could see them fairly well, and shot ninny 
of them , and they killed and wounded 
m any Union soldiers. Soon we drove them 
to cover, and they were com paratively 
qu iet 
Tho noise to the loft. where H an­ 
cock’s corps was fighting, alm ost drowned 
the racket we were m aking. 
The Confed­ 
erate charge against the portion of the 
Fifth Corps where I was lighting was not 
delivered with vim. It impressed me as a 
sham. T heir line, as I said, was thin, and 
it 
lucked 
m om entum . 
I 
spoke 
to 
my fellows about it, and they all agreed 
that 
it was not earnest fighting, 
but 
a sham 
to 
cover the real attack 
on 
our left. There the battle raged with in­ 
conceivable fury for about two hours. Then 
the fight died down, and, excepting for 
p i -kot firing, the lines were silent. 
The wounded soldiers lay scattered among 
the trees. They m oaned piteously. 
Tho 
unwounded troops, exltausted w ith battle. 
helped their stricken comrades to the rear. 
Tho wounded were haunted w ith the dread 
of fire. 
They conjured the scenes of the 
previous year, when some wounded men 
were burned to death, and their hearts 
wellnigh 
ceased 
to 
boat when they 
thought they detected the sm ell of burning 
wood to the air. The bare prospect of 
F ir e IC lum ina T h r o u g h th o 1Voo<U 
where they lay helplessly unnerved the 
m ost courageous of men. and m ade them 
call aloud for help. 
I saw m any wounded 
soldiers in the W ilderness who hung on to 
their rifles, and whose*m tention was clear­ 
ly stam ped on their pallid faces. 
I saw one 
man. both of whose legs were broken, lying 
on the ground, w ith his cocked rifle bv his 
side and bis ram rod in ins hand, and his 
eye.s 
set 
on 
the 
front. 
I 
knew 
he 
m eant to kill him self in case of tire -k n ew 
it as surely as though I could re id Dis 
thoughts. The dead men lay where they 
foil. T heir haversacks and cartridges Had 
been taken from their bodies. Tho battle­ 
field ghouls had rifled their pockets. I Raw 
no dead m an th at night whose pockets had 
not been turned inside out. 
Soon after dark the store of the fight on 
our lett had been gathered by the news­ 
mongers, and we learned th at the Second 
Corps had saved Itself from rout anil the 
army from defeat by the most dogged fight­ 
ing, and that they had required the aid of 
G etty’s division of the Sixth Corps to en­ 
able them to hold their own. 
T hat news 
was sufficient to siart me. 
So I went 
down 
tho 
line, walking 
through 
tho 
woods, stum bling 
over 
the 
dead and 
being 
cursed 
by 
the 
living, until 
I 
came to the Second 
Corps. 
There I 
found a regim ent, tho Fortieth New York, 
if I correctly recall the num ber, some of 
whose soldiers I knew. They told me the 
story of the fight. It was really told by 
the windrows of dead men, and the loud 
and continuous shrieks and groans of the 
wounded. I was still bareheaded, and I 
fitted myself w ith a hat from a collection 
of hat.* lying near some dead men. Aud I 
took a pair of blankets from the shoulders 
of a dead man, and slept in thorn that 
night. 
Ka.arty the next m orning, long before sun­ 
rise, I had my breakfast, and having seen 
sufficient of the fighting done by infantry, 
and strongly impressed with tho truth th at 
a light artillerym an had 
H o tte r M tny C lo n to III* R un*, 
I bade my acquaintances good-by. and 
Walked off, intent on getting to my gun and 
com parative com fort and safety. 
But I 
hung on to my rifle and belt. .They were to be 
trophies of tho battle, and I m eant to excite 
the envy of my com rades by displaying 
them . Stepping into tho road I walked 
along briskly, and saw m any other un­ 
wounded men rearw ard bound. A sentinel, 
with rifle at the carry, halted me, and de­ 
manded to see blood. I cou'd show none. 
I nssun d him th a t I belonged to tho light 
artillery, and th a t I had gone to tim front 
the previous day just to see Hie battle. 
He said: “ Yon have a rifle; you have a 
belt aud a cartridge i*ox. 
Your m outh is 
powder-blackened. 
You have been fight­ 
ing as nu infantrym an, and you shall so 
continuo to fight. You go hack, or I will 
arrest you, and 
then you will be sent 
bark.” 
To say that I was am azed and disgusted 
would but faintly express rnv feelings. 
There stood th e big lubber of a provost 
guard, who would not let mo go home to 
my 
battery. 
I 
longed 
to 
kill 
him 
—longed to show ihe Army of the Potomac 
one dead provost guard; but I was afraid 
to shoot him , for fear th at his comrades 
m ight see me do i t So I turned and has­ 
tened back to the front. I determ ined to 
fight that day, and go homo to the battery 
the succeeding night. I did not believe 
that tho line of guards extended far into 
tbe woods, and even if they did I knew th at 
I could pass through the lines iii the n ig h t 
Before I rejoined the infantry who were on 
tho battle lino I equipped m yself w ith a 
a plug of tobacco and two canteens filled 
with w ater—never mind where I got them. 
Away off to the right, toward the Kapidau, 
tbe battlo rose with tbe sun. In our front, 
the Second Corps, there was littlo move­ 
m ent discernible. 
Hut so dense was the 
cover th at we could see but little at a dis­ 
tance of 200 yards. I saw th at the soldiers 
had throw n 
up a slight intrenchm ent 
during the previous night. About 5 o’clock 
we were ordered to advance, and pushed 
ahead, fighting as we went.and forced Hill’s 
men back, killing many, wounding more, 
and 
T ak in g Score* of P risoners. 
We crossed a road. which a wounded Con­ 
federate told me was the Brock road. I saw 
m any dead Confederates during this ad­ 
vance. 
They were poorly clad. 
T heir 
blankets were in rolls, hanging diagonally 
from the left shoulder to the right 6ide. 
where the ends were tied with a string 
or a strap. Their canvas haversacks con­ 
tained plenty of corn m eal 
and 
pome 
bacon. I saw no coffee, no sugar, no hard 
bread in any of the Confederate haversacks 
I looked into. But there was tobacco in plugs 
on almost all the dead Confederates. T heir 
arm s were not as good as ours. They were 
poorly shod. 
The direful poverty of the 
Confederacy was plainly indicated bv its 
dead soldiers. But they fought? Yes. like 
infuriated devils, or rather like m en of 


purely Am erican blood. W e had charged, 
and charged, and charged again, and nad 
gone wild with battle fever. We had gained 
about two m iles of ground. We were doing 
splendidly. I cast my eves upw ard to see 
the sun, so as to judge of the tim e, as I was 
hungry and w anted to eat, and I saw th a t it 
was still low above the trees. The Confed­ 
erates seemed to be fighting more stub­ 
bornly, fighting as though their battle hue 
was being fed w ith fresh troops. 
They 
hung on to the ground they occupied tena­ 
ciously, and resolutely refused to fall back 
further. Then cam e a swish of bullets and 
a fierce exultant yell. as of thousands of in­ 
furiated tigers. Our m en fell by scores. 
G reat gaps wore struck in our lines. T here 
was a lull for an instant, and then Long- 
street’s m en sprang to the charge. It wa3 
sw iftly and bravely made, and was w ithin 
an ace of being successful. There was great 
confusion in our line. The m en w avered 
badly. They fired wildly. They hesitated. 
I feared the line would break; 
F ra re d T h a t W e W ere W hipped. 
Tho line was fed w ith troops from th e re­ 
serve. The regim ental officers held their 
m en as well as they could. 
We could hear 
them close behind us, or to line w ith us. 
saying, 
and 
how 
faintly their voices 
sounded: 
"Steady, m en, steady, steady, 
steady,” as one speaks to frightened and 
excited 
horses. 
The 
Confederate 
fire 
resem bled 'he fury of holl in Intensity, 
and was deadly 
accurate. 
T heir 
bul­ 
lets swished by in swarms. It seem ed to 
me th a t I could have caught a pot full 
of them if I had had a strong Iron vessel 
rigged on a pole as a butterfly net. Again 
our line became wavy and badly confused, 
and it was rapidly being shot into a skirm ish­ 
like order of form ation. Speedily a portion 
of the N inth Corps—tho men of the m uch- 
photographed Burnside—cam e to our assist­ 
ance. ana they cam e none too soon. They 
steadied the line and we regained heart. 
D uring 
this 
critical 
timo. when 
the 
fate of the Second Corps 
was trem b­ 
ling in the balance, m any officers rushed 
to and fro behind us, but I saw no major- 
generals am ong them ; but then I had suffi­ 
cient to do to look ahead and fall back 
w ithout falling down, and they m ay have 
been on the battlo line aud behaving with 
their accustom ed gallantry as pictured in 
the m agazines, only I did not see them , 
neither did my comrades. The Confederates 
got a couple of batteries into action, and 
they added to the deafening din. The shot 
and shell 
from 
these guns cut great 
lim bs off of tho trees, aud theso occa­ 
sionally 
fell 
near 
the 
battle 
line. 
and several m en were knocked 
down 
by them 
Our line strengthened, we. in our 
turn, pushed ahead, and Longstreet's m en 
gave ground slowly before us. fighting 
savagely for overy foot. The dead, blue arid 
gray, lay side by side. The w ounded lay 
together. I saw, in the heat of this light, 
wounded mon of tbe opposing forces aiding 
each other to resell the protective shelter of 
trees and logs, and, as we advanced, I saw a 
Confederate and Union soldier drinking in 
turn out of a U nion canteen, as they lay 
behind a tree.

It is a “header,” w ithout tho subse­

W here the “boD” does occur it is 
a m atter of 
oxtromo difficulty, and is 
never 
serene. 
The 
first 
swing in a 
ham m ock is alm ost as 
muon of a sur­ 
prise 
to 
tho 
adventurer as 
the first 
smoke. Once securely and com fortably in, 
there is still a feeling of unsteadiness, an 
abiding sense of treachery somewhere, but 
not precisely located, which is the reverse 
of pleasant, an a gives place to confidence 
only after long and intim ate acquaintance. 
Confidence by no m eans im plies safety, for 
T h e H am m ock I* n* Full of M ullen 
as a trick m ule or a bucking pony, and fre­ 
quently sets at naught tho arts and graces 
of the most accom plished expert, and tho 
m ovem ent often toupees a sensation of 
drunkenness w ithout the pleasure of get­ 
ting so. 
W hen, after assiduous cultivation, one 
has loam ed the art of being com fortable in 
a ham m ock, the art of m aking a graceful 
appearance is still to be acquired, aud an 
effective position often dem ands a sacrifice 
of com fort and restricts the freedom of 
m ovement. The m an who Belle you a ham ­ 
m ock 
alw ays 
has 
a 
num ber of col­ 
ored 
lithographs, 
show ing 
the 
differ­ 
en t styles, 
i i i each and all of which 
repose a woman, w ith a beatific sm ile 
radiating from hor facial disc, and an 
artistic arrangem ent of drapery floating 
over the edges of the net. while the ex­ 
trem e tips of two very pointed slippers 
escape from the lower edge. It seems the 
e .siest thing in the world to copy th a t posi­ 
tion. Yon tak e the ham m ock home, hang 
it to some convenient balcony or tree, and 
w ith the lithograph iii front of you begin 
your course of training. You find the m ost 
graceful position is attained in the ham ­ 
mock w ithout a stretcher. 
You take out 
the 
sticks, arrange 
tho 
pllllow where 
you think it should be, and cautiously 
seat yourself on the edge. The ham m ock 
tilts, the pillow drops. You replace it, tum ­ 
ble in at random , and by a desperate effort 
succeed in getting one foot in, w hile the 
other dangles aim lessly over the edge. An­ 
other suprem e effort brings in the other leg. 
Then the net com pletely closes over you, 
rolling your clothes into a knot, leavingthe 
full length of your stockings exposed to 
public view ; tho pillow, too, is at least half 
a yard from your head. You struggle into 
a sitting posture, reach round for the pillow 
w ith one hand, which disturbs the centre of 
gravity, the ham m ock tills in the opposite 
direction, and 
Dump* Y ou w ith a* K ittle C erem ony 
as if you wero scrap-iron. 
You repeat this 
experience, u n til you are coverod w ith 
bruises, and a final tum ble more painful 
than the rest drives you from the field to 
bide the bealing of your flesh before recom ­ 
m encing your exertions. 
It seldom happens th a t the study of posi­ 
tion can be prosecuted w ith the aid of a 
m irror; it is. therefore, largely a m atter of 
guesswork, and it is frequently tho case, af­ 
ter the m ost arduous and porelstent effort, 
the attitude adopted and cultivated w ith 
so m uch care is anything but graceful. 
In­ 
deed, the more one studies the subject the 
more certainly it appears that the art of 
nosing effectively in a ham m ock is a gift 
hut sparingly bestowed upon the hum an 
species. 
Of course, all the difficulties are to be 
m et and overcome, like m ost of the other 
difficulties in fife, by the lem alo of the 
species. 
A m an has no drapery to be arranged, and 
it is a m atter of little consequence w hat ho 
does w ith his feet. One of his exclusive 
privileges is th at of being ungraceful, and 
when ho has learned to get in and out of a 
ham m ock w ithout tu rn in g perilous somer­ 
saults, and engaging in inconceivable tra­ 
peze manoeuvres, and to m ake him self rea­ 
sonably com fortable w hen in, his course of 
training is about complete. He m ay hang 
his feet over one side or th e other, over 
both side* a t once, or he may hoist them in 
tho air like tho arm s of a w indm ill; it 
m akes no difference. 
W ith a woman it is 
quite otherwise. 
Even if her childhood 
has been spent in a ham m ock, she has 
everything to learn again when she is put 
into long dresses, aud the 
A dvantageous D isposition of M er F eet 
becomes a problem of no sm all considera­ 
tion. 
The most treacherous and m alicious ham ­ 
mock ever invented is m ade of a straight 
piece of canvas, With a horn at each end. 
through which is run th e stretcher. It is an 
invention of the m ost guileless and decep­ 
tive appearance. It is so fiat and spacious, 
and it possesses w hat all other ham m ocks 
lack, a surface expanse th at seems to perm it 
unrestrained m ovem ent, an infinite variety 
of positions, all of them more or less easy 
and graceful. B ut bo not deceived. G etting 
into a canvas ham m ock is us nice an opera­ 
tion as hitting tho hull's eye in a target, 
and the consequence of failure is disaster. 
Rowing a skiff in rough w ater is not to be 
compared to the effort to balance it prop­ 
erly, and when the exact centre is found 
tile least movement, w ithout a correspond­ 
ing m ovem ent in tho opposite direction, 
will cause the ham m ock to reverse itself 
and assum e a position th a t is extrem ely 
awkwarclito the fair m aiden whose skirt ma­ 
liciously catches on th e side farthest from 
her. 
The slat ham m ock is peculiar to rural 
districts, and. w hile it possesses tho disad­ 
vantages belonging to Hie canvas arrange­ 
ment, boasts some th a t are exclusively us 
own. It is usually inatlo of laths or barrel 
slaves, woven together with odds and 
ends of rope or trellis wire. W here rope 
is used, it has a w ay of w earing into 
frazzles and breaking unexpectedly. Tho 
wire is more durable and is more ex­ 
asperating,

and 
tho flesh is also liable to sundry prods aud 
scratches from the sam e cause. Tho ham ­ 
mock is designed for one person, but m any 
are of the opinion th at it is more satisfac­ 
tory w ith two occupants, as the balance is 
more easily preserved under such condi­ 
tions. It is difficult to soo the logic of this.

It will 1)6 rem em bered th a t Charlotte is 
the chief town of the “heady high-m indod” 
and fam ous county of M ecklenburg. North 
Carolina, whose people v irtually declared 
th eir independence of E ngland a year be­ 
fore Congress followed th eir exam ple and 
gave us our “glorious F ourth of Julv. 
Lord Cornwallis, com m ander of tho British 
arm y, on his retreat from this village, 
halted at a plantation and became the un­ 
welcom e guest of Mrs. Robert Wilson, wife 
of the owner of tho estate. His lordship 
sought by flattering words to win this pat­ 
riotic wom an to royalistic views. 
She replied, “I have seven sons, who are 
now, or have been, bearing arm s; indeed 
m y seventh son, Zaccheus, who is only lo 
years old, I yesterday assisted to get ready 
to go and join his fathers aud brothers in 
S um pter’s arm y.

Medical Hints. 
[Hair* Journal of Health.) 
To exercise in weariness, increased by 
every step, is not only not beneficial, it is 
useless and worso than useless; it is posi­ 
tively destructive. 
A# no good traveller, after having fed hi# 
horso. renotvs His journey in a trot, out witli 
a slow walk gradually increasing his pace, 
so in getting up to address an assembly for 
a continued effort tho first few sentences 
should lie uttered in a low, slow tone. gradu­ 
ally intensified, otherwise the voice will 
break down in a very few m inutes with 
coughing or hoarseness. 
A growing inability to sleep in sickness is 
om inous of a fatal result; in apparent 
health it indicates tho failure of tho mind 
and m adness; so, on the other hand, in 
disease or dem entia, a very slight iinorove- 
m erit in tho sleeping should be hailed as 
the harbinger of restoration. 
No one can possibly sink if the head is 
th ru st entirely under water, and in this 
position a novice can swim as easily as 
walk, and get to shore readily by lifting 
the head at intervals for breath. 
Intense thirst is satiated by w ading in 
water, or by keeping the clothing saturated 
w ith water, even if it is taken from tire sea. 
W ater cannot satisfy the thirst which at­ 
tends cholera, dysentery, diarrhoea 
and 
some other forms of disease; in tact, drink­ 
ing cold w ater seems to increase the th irst 
and induce other disagreeable sensations; 
but this thirst will be perfectly and pleas­ 
antly subdued by eating a com paratively i 
sm all am ount of ice. sw allowing it in as 
large pieces as practicable and as much as 
is wanted. 
Inflam m ations are more safely and far 
m ore agreeably subdued by the application 
of warm w ater than of cold. 
Very excessive effort in a short space of 
tim e, as in running or jum ping a rope, etc., 
lias repeatedly caused instant death by ap- 
poplexy of the lungs, the exercise sending 
th e blood there faster than it can be for­ 
warded to the heart, and faster than it can 
be purified by the more infrequent breath­ 
ing on such occasions.

m arked a tall soldierly looking m an as bo 
came out of the Panoram a building on 
Michigan avenuo.

W hen I discovered that I was lost, ana that 
I was outside our own lines, I got iuto a sort 
of a panic an't lo-t my head. 
“I soon Had all my wits about mc, and I 
determ ined to get out of the scrape.

T he After-Dinner Nap. 
[F ortnightly Kevle-.v.) 
T here is m uch difference of opinion con­ 
cerning the desirability of an after-dinner 
nap. Those who advocate cite Hie exam ple 
of anim als, but these gorge them selves with 
food w henever opportunity offers, and are 
heavy and drowsy in consequence. A short 
rest is, however, different from lethargic 
sleep, and often, appears to do good. Brain 
work should certainly be forbidden after 
dinner; the interval between it and bed­ 
tim e 
should 
be 
devoted 
to 
recrea­ 
tion 
and 
am usem ent. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
elderly 
people, a short 
natl 
after 
a 
late 
dinner 
often 
aids 
digestion, 
hut as a general rule it is better for such 
persons to m ake their principal m eal at 2 
p. rn. Tho digestive powers of most elderly 
people aro at a low ebb in Hie evening. 
W hen sleeplessness is troublesom e, relief 
should be sought for in tho discovery and 
rem oval of the cause w henever possible. 
The condition is often due to indigestion, 
and when tiffs is the c *se. tho ordinary 
rem edies for inducing sleep are worse than 
useless. The nervous relations between the 
brain and the stom ach aro so intim ate th at 
disorder of the one organ is alm ost certain 
to affect Hie other. Excitem ent, worry and 
anxiety, which have their seat in tho 
brain, interfere w ith the 
functions of 
th e stomach, and in like m anner any­ 
thing th at unduly taxes tho power of or 
irritates the stom ach disorders the circula­ 
tion aud nutrition of the Drain. The sleep­ 
lessness often com plained of by gouty per­ 
sons is due to the poisonous effect of the 
morbid m aterial upon the nervous system. 
Excessive sm oking, too m nch alcohol, tea 
and coffee, often resorted to by overworked 
persons, are frequent causes of sleeplessness. 
In all these cases tile cause is rem ovable, 
while the effect may be counteracted by 
appropriate treatm ent. N othing is more 
m ischievous, however, than to continue 
tho habits, and to have recourse to drugs 
to com bat the effects, 
a due 
am ount 
of oxoi cise tends to induce norm al sleep, 
and such 
exercise 
need 
not 
bo of a 
violeut character. A walk of two or throe 
m iles daily is sufficient, and is. perhaps, as 
m uch us a busy man can find tim e for. A 
ride on horseback. Hie Palm erston cure for 
gout, is probably the l>est form of exorcise 
for those whose m inds are constantly at 
work. It has been w ell said th a t a man 
m ust come out of him self when in the sad­ 
dle; he is forced to attend to His horse aud 
to notice the objects he meets. W alking 


may bo a m erely autom atic process, and 
afford little, if any. relief to the m ind. and 
carriage exercise may be practically value­ 
less if the m ind is not diverted from w hat 
had previously occupied i t

Two years ago, nearly, three Yankee-like 
telegraph operators living in Nashville, 
Tenn., 
turned 
their 
enthusiasm 
for 
base 
ball 
to 
good 
account. 
T heir 
nam es are J. U. Rust, E. W. Morgan and 
A. H. Stew art, and they conceived the idea 
of reproducing alm ost instantly a vivid 
view of the exact situations and plays in a 
gam e of t>a#e bali. played in Che ttanooga, 
for instance, before an andienco seated in a 
hall iii Nashville. To do this they leased a 
wire from Nashville to Chattanooga, one 
end of which was on th e bait field wiih 
an expert operator, who was accurately 
inform ed 
in base ball playing, seated 
w atching 
the 
gam e and im m ediately 
telegraphing each playas it progressed. At 
the N ashville end or the wire were two 
other telegraphic and base ball experts. 
As they received the record from th eir part­ 
ner. one m an reproduced it verbally to the 
audience, while the other man m anipulated 
cards hearing the name# of tile players, 
around a painted view of the ball field 
which was placed in full view of the audi­ 
ence. 
D uring a recent gam e in Detroit Morgan 
Sc Co., tile nam e of th e ingenious firm, pre­ 
sented their unique entertainm ent before a 
crowd of OOO persons in the D etroit Opera 
House, who had come to w atch the progress 
of the Detroit-Chioago game. On the stage 
was a bogo 
landscape -it would 
have 
done 
well a# a drop curtain—having a 
well-painted perspective view of a base t ail 
diam ond and outfield. 
At 
tile 
points 
on tho picture representing the positions of 
batsm an, pitcher, catcher and basem en, are 
openings into which m ay b e shoved cards 
hearing Hie nam es of players, and into 
which these nam es are placed as the tele­ 
graph operator seated at his instrum ent 
reads to the audience the progress of the 
game, even to the sm allest details. 
N ext to an actual view of a gam e of base 
ball, ami indeed very c lose to sucli a view 
in interest, is the witnessing of such a pre­ 
sentation of a game. The audience during 
the first four or 
five 
innings of yes­ 
terday’s gam e was w rought up to a very 
high pitch of enthusiasm . For instance, 
V M I Hie operator read—with 
Dairvm- 
pie’s nam e appearing as batsm an— foul fir 
to loft,” the audience fairly held its breath, 
and when the next instant the operator 
called out. "and out to W hite.” there came 
a storm of applause, ju st such as Is heard 
on a veritable ball field.

The rider 
of a bioyole, being obliged to have only one 
smooth track, can generally find It in still 
rougher roads, an d will havo this perm a­ 
nent advantage, as well as in speed ; bnt for 
women, as well as for men past youth, the 
tricycle offers a great discovery. 
It. is, how­ 
ever, a more expensive am usem ent than 
tennis or croquet, a good outfit hardly cost­ 
ing less than from $120 to f 150.

N kw Yo rk, Ju ly 81.—The death of Hu- 
hert 0. Thompson and the press com m ents 
upon his carcer are an apt illustration of 
the absurdity

presidency, 
know th at hours and sometimes days, 
m any of them , have been consumed in 
listening to the senseless w rangling of New 
York "H alls.’' In Chicago, in Cincinnati!, 
in St. Louis we have seen audiences of from 
10,000 to 20,000 people .stirred to the verge

Why, 
there never was such language used am ong 
pickpockets, and thieves, and burglars, and 
rascals as was employed by tho adherents 
of these men, one against the other, and 
yet one of the most touching tributes paid 
of tum ult by argum ents, bv tierce in vee- to the memory of Mr. Kelly WM a telegram 
or a letter sent bv Governor Tilden to tho 
widow of his old-timo antagonist. 
fives, by such stirring narrations of fraud 
and infam y as set the tide now flowing this 
way and now that, convincing the public 
in general th at S tow York's politicians are 
gangs of ruffians, desperadoes—everything 
f 
iean and despicable th at can be conceived. 
ut as years rolled on the men who tbon 
hurrahed for this, now shout loudly for that 
Hall, absolute transform ation occurring 
rear in and year out, aud w hat was then as 
black as black could be is now as white as 
one would wish to see. 
The very nam es ot 
Borne of these have not only passed away 
from 
contem poraneous phraseology but 
from m em ory, *’ ho of the readers ot today 
can define to me 
T h e P rinciple* of M o zart U n lit 
And yet, at one time, with th at sturdy 
Democrat, th at big-headed, facile-handed 
Fernando Wood. Mozart Hall was a factor, 
dom inant, regnant in this city OI the na­ 
tion. 
Fernando Wood! how th at nam e recalls 
the bitterest of contests. 
Why, the m an 
was pilloried from Maine to Texas as all 
that was bad, infamous, wretched, and yet 
he was externally a gentlem an. 
Ho pos­ 
sessed enormous wealth ; lie lived in superb 
Style; he entertained w ith widespread hos­ 
pitality in W ashington; he was chief magis­ 
trate of this great city; fie represented a 
noted district m Congress: he was a well-in­ 
formed, a weil-equiped man along all lines 
of thought trenching upon finance and upon 
general polity. He was one of the two men 
as I have tola you before. Governor Banks 
being the other, who m ade the deepest im­ 
pression upon the Duke of Newcastle when 
ne was bere with the Prince of Wales. 
I think there is no term strong enough In 
the English language to convey to t tie gen­ 
eral m ind th e depth of infam y which in the 
eyes and according to the m easurem ent of 
biB enemies Fernando Wood touched and 
revelled in, yet when lie died colum ns of 
obituaristic eulogy were w ritten, and today 
he is either forgotten or rem em bered with 
kindness and a d m i r a l I n alone

American citizens and the studied and con­ 
tinued insults to the U nited States govern 
m eut are burning more fiercely in Texas 
today than ever. Governor Ireland’s corre­ 
spondence w ith Consul Lyun and Secretary 
Bay ard on the m urder of Rasaures aud on 
the general lines of conduct of the Mexi­ 
cans toward Am erican citizens, particularly 
of residents of Texas, and his declaration 
th at Texas will no longer subm it to these 
outrages, but will protect aud avenge her­ 
self if necessary, has aroused the feeling of 
the people to a most extrem e pitch. 
An open air mass m eeting was called this 
afternoon of citizens of Dallas for tonight. 
The city has been flooded today with star­ 
ing circulars printed in red ink and w ith an 
American flag and eagle at the head, call­ 
ing upon the people to assemble and de­ 
nounce the course of the M exicans and pro­ 
test in the nam e of the Am erican people 
against longer subm itting tam ely to it. 
Prom inent citizens are announced as speak­ 
ers, and at 5 p. rn, a large body of m en and 
boys started to parade the streets, headed 
by a fife and drum , w orking up enthusiasm . 
Mexico is the all-absorbing topic, sinking 
out of sight for the tim e being the hottest 
canvas for Congressional and State nom ina­ 
tions in the history of the State.

B ill Agreed to by the Senate Committee 
on Fisheries—8:>me Interesting Figure*. 


W a s h i n g t o n , July 31.—Tho move for the 
better protection of mackerel now promises 
lo meet with success. Tho Senate com­ 
mittee on fisheries has agreed to the bill, 
which provides for a closo mackerel fishing 
season, with an amendment which allows 
fuller latitude to the taking of mackerel by 
hook and line. In the report accompanying 
tho bill the committee says: 
This bill is designed to prevent the taking 
of mackerel by seines and pusso nets be­ 
tween the first davs of March and June of 
the five years succeeding its enactment. It 
is urged with practical unanimity by the 
vessel owners and fishermen engaged in 
this industry, and is opposed only by com­ 
mission dealers in fresh fish. 
The testi­ 
mony taken by the committee shows 
an 
alarming 
decrease 
in 
the 
better 
grades 
of 
mackerel suitable for salt­ 
ing as food. The average yearly catch in 
amount for the years from 1809 to 1872 in­ 
clusive was 166,184 barrels. The average 
yearly catch from 1872. the time purse nets 
came into general use. to 1885, inclusive, 
was 201,204 barrels. It will be seen that 
the average annual amount caught for the 
last thirteen years is only about 20 per 
cent, greater than for sixty-four years 
from 
1800 
to 
1872, 
notwithstanding 
tho improved appliances, which should 
have insured 
a vast 
increase 
iii the 
catch, stimulated as the business has been 
by a greatly increased demand from a 
rapidly increasing population aud improved 
methods of distribution. Far more to he 
deprecated than the deficient catch has 
been is the deterioration in quality, us 
shown by the decrease in percentage of No. 
I. In I ROB No. I mackerel was BU per cent. 
of tho whole catch, in I860 it was 04 per

in 1884 
it was 8 
per cent., and finally In 1885 it was 7 
percent. The fish taken in that time, in­ 
cluded In the bill boti' male and female, 
are poor, unfit for packing and nut very ac­ 
ceptable for the table. The schools appear 
on our coast off Cape Hatteras and thence 
proceed northward and spawn on the coast 
of Massachusetts and Maine. On their first 
appearance the mackerel fleet meets them 
and they aro harried and harassed from 
that time until winter. 
Although it is 
contended by some scientists that all that 
man can do will have no appreciable effect 
in depleting the ocean of fish, it is believed 
by many that tho unrelenting pursuit men­ 
tioned above has a tendency to deflect them 
from their course or to prevent many from 
returning in subsequent years. T his latter 
fact may account for the diminishing per­ 
centage of No. I mackerel. 
The whole m ackerel fleet is owned in 
M assachusetts and Maine, and consists of 
nearly 400 sail, employ about 5000 men. 
and is now engaged in seining m ackerel 
from March to November. D uring April 
and May of last year Hie catch was ro great 
that it glutted the avenues of distribution, 
and m any thousand barrels were thrown 
away. There is some conflict of testim ony 
as to tho am ount of this waste, but it was 
probably 00,000 or 70,OOO barrels. 


USING A BULL OC A W ATCHM AN. 


H ow a Stonington Farm er K ept Tres­ 
passers O u t of H is F ield—The Berry 
Crop. 
S t o n i n g t o n , Mass.. July 30.—The whor­ 
tleberry crop in this section is an immense 
one, larger than it has been for many years, 
ana the farmers are happy. On all sides 
the bushes are still laden with the fruit, 
although all hands have been in tho fields 
picking for mauv days past. They aro at 
work before the Bun is nu in the morning, 
and when Old Sol goes behind tho western 
hills he throws his slanting rays upon tho 
berry pickers bending over the bushes. 
Along tho country roads, too, bushels of 
berries h ive been gathered. 
And this is 
tho only "field” in which the strolling pick­ 
ers can gather tho berries. The last Legis­ 
lature passed a law forbidding trespassing 
upon private lands for tile purpose of gath­ 
ering berries, etc., and prohibiting fishing 
or hunting. Sotho farm ers are at work, 
laking advantage of the law, and putting 
dollars in their pockets, which they have 
not been able to get in form er years. Sign 
boards are nailed in conspicuous places upon 
rnanv farm s, w arning trespassers to keen 
off the land. 
A clo e-listed old farmer who has been 
annoyed by trespassers, hit upon a novel 
way of protecting his berries tin: other day. 
He could not lose tho time to go to the vil­ 
lage to have a sign lettered, and lie would 
not squander a quarter in that way it bo 
could. So ho turned a bull loose in his field, 
depending upon hint to keep out all strol­ 
lers. A party of villagers came along, and 
as soon as they scaled the wall the bull was 
after them, with head down and tail un. 
The trespassers managed to got out of his 
reach, but it was such a close call for them 
that the farmer has not since been troubled 
to keep all strollers off his lands.

DRUMMER SIMPSON DEAD. 


The Veteran Expires at His 


Home in South Boston. 


How He Seemed His First Drum and the 


Use He Made of It. 


His Connection With the 
Street Riots. 
Broad 


Major D aniel Simpson, the veteran drum ­ 
m er of the A ncient and Honorable A rtillery 
Company, died at his hom e in South Bos­ 
ton at 6.30 W ednesday m orning. He was 96 
years of age. 


MAJOR DANIEL SIMPSON. 


Major Daniel Simpson was born in W ins­ 
low, now 
W aterville, 
Me., 
Septem ber 
29, 1790. of parents whose average ago 
when 
they 
died 
was about 94 years. 
His paternal grandfather, Benjam in Simp­ 
son, 
was 
a 
fifer 
in 
General 
W ash­ 
ington’s 
guard, 
and 
his 
m aternal 
grandfather. Job Shattuck, and four sons 
(ought in 
tho revolutionary war. 
His 
father was a native of Belgrade and was in 
the battle of Bunker Hill and captured a 
British soldier during the retreat from Con­ 
cord. Tho deceased was nam ed after his 
uncle, Captain Daniel Shattuck, a wealthy 
land owner and farm er. 
Hts m other was 
Sarah Shattuck of Groton, and m arried 
Benjamin Simpson in 1760. 
Accompanied by their eldest child, Rox- 
lua, Mr. and Mrs. Benjam in Simpson, in 
1783, left Boston for Augusta in a schooner 
which contained tho fam ily and 
their 
household goods. On their passago up the 
river tho boat was capsized at Coon’s rock, 
and it was only through tho intrepidity of 
the father th a t tho fam ily was saved, all 
the household effects being lost. Shortly 
after tiffs disaster they removed, to Wins? 
low, Me., w here David was born, nearly 
ninety-six years ago. 
His early life was spent upon big father’s 
farm, and the sturdy constitution which 
has carried him through alm ost a cenl m y 
of life owed in a great m easure its founda­ 
tion to the bardy pursuits which, in those 
days, appertained to a farm er’s vocation. 
His skill in equestrianism was m ost re­ 
m arkable, and,w hen but a lad,was engaged 
to trot horses when a sale was to be made. 
Once. when only ii years old. he engaged to 
ride one of his father’s horses in a race w ith 
a companion, but at the very start he lost 
control of his horse, although retaining his 
seat even when the anim al plunged into 
the Kennebec river. Another trial was pro­ 
posed. but Daniel refused to take any more 
chances w ith his life, until old 
Uncle 
Stuart, tile drum -m ajor, promised him , if 
he would but ride, the handsom est drum 
that could be made. The offer was accepted, 
the race was won, and "D an” received his 
drum. Ho was soon proficient in its use.and 
divided his tim e from th a t period between 
farm ing and drum m ing for m ilitary com­ 
panies. His first appearance in public was 
at a m uster at W inslow in 1800, when, 
though but lo years old, he drum m ed for 
tho company com m anded by Captain Isaac 
Spencer. 
He wore on th at occasion a gor­ 
geous m ilitary suit which his m other had 
made at the sacrifice of a red cloak. 
In 1810 he loft his hom estead and cam e 
to this city to sonic his fort line, stopping for 
a time w ith a Mrs. Sm ith, and afterw ard 
obtained a position in the West India goods 
sto re d Sam uel Lancey. In 1815 lie opened 
astore and commenced business for him ­ 
self at W heeler’s Point, now Federal street. 
Ile becam e acquainted with Miss H arriet 
Stirnpson, whom he m arried in 1825, and 
by whom he had several children, four of 
whom are living, two sons and two daugh­ 
ters, and have m arried into some of the 
loading fam ilies of Boston. 
At the com m encem ent of the war with 
England Daniel was drafted, and did duty 
thirty days on Dorchester Heights, Boston 
Common, and at tho Navy Yard. In 1812 he 
was w ith the New England Guards when 
they started from M arblehead to defend the 
coast. Ile was tho only drum m er at the 
Broad street riots. He was associated with 
the New England Guards for fifty years, till 
they disbanded, when iii recognition of his 
services 
th at 
com pany presented him 
w ith 
a 
valuable 
silver service. 
In 
1822 
lie 
opened 
a 
W est 
India 
goods store ou H anover street, carried 
on a blacksm ith shop, kept a livery stable 
and built omnibuses, all this tim e drum ­ 
m ing for the m ilitary companies. In 1822 
he opened the Dragon House, or the Green 
Dragon Tavern, .styled by Daniel W ebster 
tho headquarters of the Revolution, mid 
also know n as the Freem ason Arms, nota­ 
ble iii the annals of Boston Masonry. In 
tiffs year also he formed tho famous Boston 
Brigade band of eleven pieces at the re­ 
quest of Captain M artin 
Brimmer, who 
com m anded tho Rangers. Asa Fillebrown 
was elected leader. Afterwards the veteran 
w ithdrew from this band mid organized 
allot lier then known as tee Green Dragon 
band, known later as the Cadet band. W hen 
D ahlgren Post, 2, of South Boston a n d a del­ 
egation of Post S2 of M arblehead invited 
him to a cam p lire at South Boston, a guard 
of honor m arched into the hall escorting 
the veteran drum m er who was accom pa­ 
nied by Councilm an Lantern 
The veteran 
m arched to the head of the hall, beating his 
drum . am id the plaudits of tho company. 
Ho has two sisters living, one of whom is 
the wife of Jonathan Stanley, the veteran 
fifer of 
the Ancients and Honorables. 
Colonel 
Gibbons appointed 
Mr. 
Simp­ 
son 
a drum 
m ajor 
some 
thirty-three 
years 
ago. 
Some 
years 
ago 
Major 
Simpson sold part of his property, worth 
§9000, w ithout receiving ain equivalent, 
and silent un additional 810.000 in a fruit­ 
less attem pt to recover it. 
He was. how­ 
ever, in easy circum stances, having a charm ­ 
ing house at City Point, where he resided 
about 
thirty-four 
years, surrounded by 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren. In 
his parlor there still hangs a portrait of 
him self and drum, painted by Darius Cobb, 
and also one of the late Edw ard K endall, 
with tho silver trum pet presented to him by 
Queen Victoria.

our vessel. 
A strong current th a t set 
south soon 
carried 
us off 
the bank. 
D uring the night the wind increased to a 
gale. Several tim es our dory nearly filled. 
Our bailer got lost overboard, when we took 
our so’westers to bail with. 
In this m anner we drilled for forty-eight 
hours, being thinly clad, as is the custom of 
fisherm en w hile in dories. 
N um erous icebergs wore drifting nbout 
us, which m ade the situation more hazard­ 
ous. We began to suffer from cold and 
hunger. 
A sm all strange fish was caught 
sw im m ing around Hie dory, which was cap­ 
tured, and served to som ew hat allay our 
hanger. 
On the m orning of July 19 a horn was 
heard and a ship was soon sighted. We 
m anaged to attract tho attention of those 
on board, and Hie sitip at once hove to. 
She proved lobe the Norwegian bark Alma, 
Captain Johanuessen, of Drammen, from 
St. M argaret’s Bay. N. S., bound to Bor­ 
deaux. 
On rowing alongside we were too weak to 
get on board until hoisted. 
The captain ordered food for us, furnished 
us with clothes, aud treated us with all the 
kindness in his power. 
After a few davs 
we recovered our strength somewhat, and 
w ent to work en the ship to relieve the 
monotony of the voyage. 
A fter tw enty-three days we arrived at 
our destination 
The captain took us to 
United States Consul Colonel Rosevelt.who 
inform ed us th a t lie did not know w hat to 
do with us. as we were not considered 
sailors,but he would com m unicate w ith the 
American m inister at Paris, 
Captain Jo- 
hannessen took charge of us until Hie 
consul found out w hat he could do with 
us, when he forwarded us to Liverpool; 
U nited States Consul Russell providing es 
w ith clothing. T aking passage on the steam ­ 
er Catalonia, we arrived in Boston yester­ 
day. and were sent hero by the officials of 
Hie Boston & Maine railroad.” 
The m eu say it was tho roughest experi­ 
ence they ever had. T heir treatm ent, on 
board ship by Hie officers and crew was 
good, and is characteristic of the Scandi­ 
navian race. 


A BU SE D BY A CRUEL AUNT.

After his death 
she cam e to live w ith the Melvilles at E ast 
New York. She says th at soon after her 
arrival here her brother wrote to her th at 
he had sold everything belonging to her 
father's estate, but she never saw a cent of 
the money. 
Robert Melville and his wife were her 
guardians, and they ill-treated her alm ost 
from the first T heir purpose, according to 
the police, was to kill her slowly, so that 
she would never be able to claim tho 
money belonging to her, which tiro po­ 
lice say th a t the 
Melvilles m ust have 
received. 
In the rear of the M elvilles’ 
houso and attached to It is a storm shed, 
which, by actual m easurem ent, is 5 feet by 
2 feet IO inches. This contracted space 
was the home of tho little orphan, and here 
she lived. 
Mrs. Melville adm itted today th a t she 
fastened rope around the girl’s w aist next 
to tho skin. 
It was the kind of rope that, is 
used for window sashes. 
The ends of Hie 
rope were drawn tightly together and per­ 
m anently secured by sewing over the ends 
Strongly a piece of stout m uslin. To this 
was fastened another piece of rope ten 
inches long, which hung down. An iron 
staple was secured in the floor of the storm 
shed, and to this was fastened the ten-inch 
piece of rope th a t thus hung down. In 
this she has been living since October, 
1884. W hen night came, a hag stuffed 
with rags was throw n into tho shed to her. 
Upon tiffs she crawled to pass the dism al 
night. Her m eals consisted of the scrapings 
of the table, and they were passed to lier 
on the tin cover of a pot. lf the girl m ur­ 
m ured a t her treatm en t she was beaten Dy 
her aunt w ith a stout leathern strap.

Continued Drought. 


C h ic a g o . August I.—Tbs following crop 
report will appear in this w eek’s issue of 
the Farm ers’ Record:

broken this week, copious ram having 
fallen in Kansas and portions of Missouri. 
The injury which corn has sustained can­ 
not yet be detorm ied from the reports.

F o r t W o r t h , Tex., August 2.—Squads 
of negroes continue to arrive here from 
Comanche county, fleeing from the w rath 
thoy dread. 
At Waco and Morgan tho 
num ber of refugees is larger than here. As 
an evidence of the hitter feeling to tho 
negro prevalent, lim following in the Delon 
Messenger speaks strongly:

It is well known th at 
but very few negroes live in this county 
and yet th* lives of six people have been 
victim ized to negro passion, and perhaps 
these are only forecasts of w hat aw aits our 
posterity if the course of negro im m igra­ 
tion is continued, and surely every heart 
true to the interest of the w hite race should 
recognize these forces and seek to counter­ 
act them. 
There aro such m aterial dis­ 
tinctions between the races as render geni­ 
ality impossible and w eonly trifle with tho 
sovereign laws ot nature when we attem pt 
to cultivate fellowship and social equality 
with tiio negro. Let us know assuredly 
th at in our day statesm en and philan­ 
thropists aru giving attention to many sub­ 
jects of less im portance, while the fatal 
coil of negroism is encircling itself anorn 
every civil and social interest of our people. 
There will never be a more propitious lim * 
than this for the people to determ ine to 
stop negroes from coming here, and thus 
obviate greater trouble in the future.’’

In N ebraska and Iowa 
the w heat yield will be considerably short of 
an average. The reports indicate a very 
short flax yield, and in tho entire western 
and northw estern w heat belt the outlook 
for potatoes is very poor.
